Abraham Lincoln was of a different 
stamp keen, shrewd, and a good judge of men. 
Col. Baker was the orator of them all. He fell at 
Ball's Bluff and his fame has added to the luster 
of Illinois. 
* When I went to Springfield on the bench were 
Judges Wilson, Lockwood, Smith, and Brown. 
On the Federal bench was Judge Pope of Ken- 
tucky, a hospitable man. He was succeeded in 
1849 by Judge Drummond. Judge Tree of the 
State and Federal Courts was a man of few words 
and one of the ablest of Judges, 
The speaker closed his address with a glow- 
ing tribute to Judge Blodgett. 
Judge James R. Doolittle was introduced as 
of Wisconsin and Chicago.“ His remarks 
were substantially as follows: 
I came here first in 1851 and was strongly tempt- 
ed to locate on what is now Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, buy a horse, and ride daily on horseback 
between my residence and office. Had I done so I 
might now be a millionaire. But I went to Keno- 
sha, then Racine. After serving twelve years in 
the Senate of the United States I returned to 
Chicago and located here in 1869, Fortunately I 
since gained and retained a residence in Wiscon- 
sin, thus fortunately escaping connection with the 
politics of Illinois. De Witt Clinton, to whom 
the world is indebted for the Erie Canal, con- 
necting the lakes with the Hudson River, when 
here in 1826 prophesied that in forty years Chicago 
would be acity of 100,000. It had 200,000 in 1866, 
and Judge Blodgett was here all the time and 
saw the double fulfillment of that prophecy. 
Should our honored guest be spared and continue 
to enjoy his strength and health to the end of this 
century he will see Chicago, I bave no doubt, the 
greatest city of the continent. Since 1870 Judge 
Blodgett has been discharging the duties of 
United States District Judge for this District. 
And now, as it is said, that he will retire from the 
bench, I only speak the unanimons verdict of the 
people, as well as of the profession, when | say: 
Woll done, good and faithful servant. You are 
well entitled to take your rest.“ 
L. L. Coburn’s Tribute. 
L. L. Coburn paid a glowing tribute to the 
services of Judge Blodgett covering a period 
of nearly a quarter of a century. Continuing 
he said: 
When the Federal Constitution was framed Lib- 
erty was revived and rebaptized. Leaving Har- 
vard College thirty-one years ago last winter, I 
came to this city and commenced as a. specialty

from Nov. 6, when the object was discovered 
by Holmes, to last Wednesday night. The 
motion was downward. The comet passes the 
meridian at just about 8 o'clock tonight and 
approximately five degrees south of a point 
immediatély overhead. Hence if the ob- 
server stand facing the south and hold the 
diagram well up in front of him he will be 
able to compare it with the stellar positions 
in the sky. 

Difficulty of Identification. 


The shortness of the track apparently pur- 
sued by the comet constitutes the one great 
reason why astronomers have been so much 
in doubt in regard to the identity and move- 
ment of the stranger. The case may be illus- 
trated by reference to a line one-fourth of an 
inch long drawn on the circuinference of a 
wheel which is several feet in diameter. It is 
difficult in sucha case to tell whether the | 
short line is part of a straight line or a por- 
tion of the circle forming the circumference 
of the wheel. It is commonly said in the 
astronomical text books, and outside of them, 
that three observations of the position of a 
comet smffice for the computation. of 
its orbit, but it is only by virtue 
of. the eurving of the line. drawn 
through those three positions that the calculat- 
ing astronomer is able to get in his work. If 
the distance between the extremities be so 
short in proportron to the curvature of the 
path that it cannot be distinguished from a 
straight line the astronomer. has to wait for 
further observations. 

It need not be inferred, however, that be- 
cause the comet has seemed to move very 
slowly, only about two and a half degrees in 
the first seventeen days, that it has not been 
moving rapidly through space. Ou the con- 
trary, it is possible that it has moved along in 
what some people might call the same direc- 
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much the same way that one of two vesseis 
would be seen by au observer on the other if 
both were moving at nearly the same speed in 
thé same direction across the ocean, but 
two or three miles apart. If this were the 
Biela comet it would be moving, when in that 
part of its orbit which is near the earth’s path, 
at the rate of about twenty-four miles per 
second, while the earth is traveling a little 
more than eighteen mis in the same time. 
If the earth and the. were traveling in 
paths inclined some tifirty degrees toward 
each other and both traveled toward a com- 
mon point the slant motion of the comet 
would just about compensate far its great er 
velocity and keep the two in nearly the same 
direction from each other as referred to the 
fixed stars for several nights in succession.

But the enthusiastic sportsmen 
who had bought stock only saw that the ulti- 
mate result of draining the land would be to 
drive all game from its boundaries. They 
were disgusted and one after another allowed 
their stock to lapse and fall back into the 
hands of the incorpodrators. They found from 
investigation that these men had a reputation 
as land speculators, and with this knowledge 
their wrath increased. ; 

An Old Hunter’s Views. 
„It's a scheme, said an old hunter and 
fisherman at Spring Lake, to make money, 
and not to protect the game and fish. You 
see, it’s this way: Before Copperas Creek 
dam and the dike across Spring Lake were 
built the water all over this bottom was much 
lower than itis now and thousands of acres 
that are now covered were dry for ten months 
in the year. This land grew a good quality of 


prairie hay and thousands of tons of 
it were gathered annually. When the 
dam was put in the mowing 


grounds were flooded and destroyed. But in 
the years that have passed the flood waters 
have deposited drift and silt-until the land is 
now from two to three feet higher than for- 
merly. The water throughout most of the 
year is very shallow, and by means of a levee 
and ditches the whole district can be easily 
and cheaply draiced. With the water kept off 
it will make the richest farming land in the 
world and be worth $100 an acre every foot of 
it.. It is all very well to reclaim the land and 
convert it into farms, but when they do that

SECOND SHOT KILLS. 


Richard Sheffield Takes Ed 
Williams’ Life. 


His Wife Wrests the Revolver 
from His Hand. 


THERE IS TALK OF LYNCHING 


All Downer’s Grove Stirred Up by the 
Tragedy. 


MURDERER HELD TO GRAND JURY, 


Richard Sheffield, a gardener living at Downe | 
er’s Grove, a suburb on the Burlington road, 
shot and killed “Ed” Williams, an old sol- 
dier, yesterday morning. The murdered man 
had lived in the Sheffield home for 
several years, but of late the men had not 
been on good terms. Two years ago, it is 
said, Sheffield, growing jealous of his wife, 
told Williams he must leave the house. Will. 
iams refused, and a fight. ensued, in which 
Sheffield was worsted. The next morning, it 
is said, Sheffield got a revolver and fired two 
shots at Williams, neither of which took ef- 
fect. The revolver was taken away from him 
and Mrs. Sheffield kept it locked up. 

Friday night or early yesterday morning 
Sheffield obtained possession of the weapon, 
and it was with it that he killed Williams. 
Sheffield and his wife sat down to breakfast 
between 7 and 8o’clock. Mrs. Sheffield says 
that she noticed her husband was acting 
strangely and was holding somethmg under 
the table. She asked him what it was, and 
Williams, who was washing his hands at the 
sink in the corner of the room, looked round, 
As he did so, Sheffield, rising to his feet with 
arevolver in his hand, fired ashot at Will. 
iams. His aim was bad, and the bullet, 
striking the lid of the coffee pot, was deflected 
to the ceiling. | 

Fell and Died Instantly. / 

Mrs. Sheffield screamed and attempted to 
grapple with her husband. She caught him 
round the body and tried to force him into his 
chair. Williams also rushed upand attempted 
to disarm Sheffield. The struggle was short. 
Sheffield wrenched his arm free from his 
wife’s grasp and wheeling round fireda shot 
full at Williams. The bullet struck Williams 
in the left side just below the heart and with a 
cry he fell to the floor and died instantly. 
Sheffield then attempted to turn the weapon 
upon himself, but his wife managed to knock 
up his arm, and the third bullet was im dedded 
in the door. Then Mrs. Sheffield succeeded 
in wresting the revolver from her husband’s 
hand. Sheffield appeared to be suddenly over- 
come with the enormity of his crime, and 
rushed frantically out of the room and down 
into the cellar, where he locked himself in. 
The woman rushed to a neighbor’s and gave 
the alarm, and the village policeman, F. W 
Hoffert, was hastily summoned. 6

the village lockup. Excitement ran high in 
the village last night and there was some talk 
of lynching. 
Say Williams Taunted Sheffield. 

Since his arrest Sheffield has lain face down 
on the prison bench groaning at intervals and 
refusing to talk. It is said that he had of late 
openly expressed his hate for Williams, and 
said that he weuld no longer tolerate his 
presence in the house. No open quarrel had 
taken place, but it is said that the night be- 
fore the murder there had been high words 
between the men, and Williams is alleged to 
have had taunted Sheffield with his feeble. 
uselessness. 

A Coroner’s jury which convened in the aft- 
ernoon viewed the body and took the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Sheffield and the officer who 
made the arrest. Nothing new was adduced, | 
and the jury returned a verdict that Williams 
came to his death from a bullet fired from a 
pistol in the hands of Richard Sheffield, and 
recommended that he be held in jail to await 
the action of the grand jury. 
The house in. which the murder was com- 
mitted is ‘situated in a lonely wood about 
three-quarters of a mile from the village. 
Sheffield eked out a precarious livelihood by 
raising garden truck. .Williams came from 
Massachusetts nearly twenty years ago, and 
as far as is known had no relatives living. Ten 
years ago he came to Downer’s Grove, and 
making friends with Sheffield eventually went 
to live with him.

DR. WILLIAM T. JENKINS INTERVIEWED. 


He Talks of Quarantine While on His Way 


T. Jenkins, Health Officer of the Port of New 
York, and party passed through here today en 
route for the City of Mexico to attend the con- 
gress of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion.

we York, Nov. 26.—[(Special. ]—The sub- 
comittee of the Congressional Inter-State 
and oreiga Commerce committee continued 
then vestigation of the Reading coal deal in 
th Federal building today. Second Vice- 
Pesident E. R. Holden of the Delaware, 
Jickawanna and Western railroad was the 
gst principal witness. He said he attended 
de monthly meetings of the coal operators 
then prices and trade were discussed. At 
present the meetings are held at the office of 
the Central railroad of New Jersey. 

Mr. Holden told of the various railroads 
that were represented at those meetings. In 
his opinion the maximum capacity of the 
Pennsylvania coal collieries was too large. 
He evaded the question whether he would re- 
strict the production one-fifth, When asked 
how production was restricted Mr. Holden 
said- he did not know, and added, *‘I simply 
tell our agent how much coal we can market 
and he acts accordingly.” 

Mr. Holden did not care to say the number 
of full days his road’s collieries had been 
worked during the current year, a question 
put by Lawyer Beach of the committee to 
show how much production was restricted by 
that road alone. 

Lawyer Olmstead of Harrisburg, counsel 
for the road, considered the line of question- 
mg was going too far, as che Lackawanna was 
not in any combination. The lawyer said 
that the committee must show first that the 
road was in a combination before that line of 
questioning should be pursued. 

Representative Patterson could not see how 
me matter had anythmg to do with Inter- 
State Commerce affairs, and said that he and 
his fetlow-committeemen were working to 
learn if competition in the coal trade had been 
destroyed and if legislation was needed in the 
matter. * 
As to Retail Dealers. 

Mr. Holden was asked if retail coal dealers 

were making more money now than they did 

last year, and he replied that he believed they 
were making little. He denied that there was 
any dictation by the Lackawanna or any other 
road in thetrade asto the quantity of pro- 
duction. This year’s output of coal is the 
heaviest on record. Up to Nov. 1 it was 

1,500,000 tons above the corresponding period 

of last year. 

A. R, McDonough, Secretary of the Lake 
Erie and Western raulroad, testified that he 
was also a director and Secretary of the Hill- 
side Coal company, organized under the laws 
of Pennsylvania. The Hillside company is 
owned by the New York, Lake Erie and West- 
ern. The Erie carries coal fur other campa- 
nies in which it owns stock. Edward H. 
Mead, President of the Pennsylvania Coal 
company, testified that his company was rep- 
resented at the tidewater meetings. Mr. 
Street was their representative, and witness 
thought that Monday Mr. Street might appear 
to testify. The output of the mines of the 
Philadeiphia Coal company last year was 
1,600,000 tons, while this year it is largely in 
excess of that. The Erie and Wyoming rail- 
road vompany was: a corporation owned by 
the Philadelphia Coal company. 

Mr. Mead objected to furnishing the com- 
mittee a statement of the number of full days 
worked by the miners in the émploy of his 
company since 1890. 

Congressman Patterson said they wanted to 
get at the fact, if it existed, that the companies 
acted according to agreement in the matter of 
limiting the production. When asked what 
caused the restriction in the production Mr. 
Mead said it was occasioned by every circus 
that came to the mining districts, and by 
every holiday and every death in a miner's 
family. There was no agreement by which 
each company reduced its output proportion- 
ately. They limited the output to meet the 
demand. As long as there was a demand they 
‘had the supply. They sold all they could. 

Inside Knowledge. 

„Then, how is it that these companies re- 
duced their output proportionately simultane- 
ously?’ asked Mr. Patterson. 

Well,“ answered the witness, ‘‘ when there 
is no demand we limit our production. We 
know what other companies are doing.”’ 

Mr. Mead thought that Mr. McLeod’s esti- 
mate of the possible output, 55,000,000 tons, 
was too high. They might get out, under the 
most favorable circumstances, 48,000,000 tons. 

Mr. Mead finally agreed to furnish the com- 
mittee with a statement showing the monthly 
output of the Pennsylvania. Coal company 
for 1890, 1891, and 1892. 

Adjourned till Monday.

BEFORE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


Loubet, Ricard, Delahaye, and Proust Tell 
Their Stories. 
Paris, Nov. 26.—Premier Loubet and Min- 
ister of Justice Ricard appeared before the 
Panama Canal Investigating committee at its 
opening session. They spoke in opposition to 
the proposal of Pourquiry de Boisserin, that 
the committee should be invested with the 
power of an examining magistrate, but they 
stated that the government would not grant 
access to papers and documents collected for 
previous law suits. 
„M. Delahaye was examined and added a 
little to the accusations already made, but did 
not give details. His evidence was merely a 
repetition of the generalities previously re- 
ferred to in his speech in the Chamber of 
Deputies. When pressed to be more explicit 
by the members of the committee he con- 
fined himself to mentioning the name of a 
former Minister of Agriculture, now dead. 
He added that he could not furnish a list of 
the Deputies implicated, as he did not have 
the material evidence, but only moral proof. 
He gave, however, the. names of several banks 
which he declared could possibly give evi- 
dence, 
The managing editor of La Libre Parole 
was examined in regard to the charges made 
in the columns of that paper against M. 
Proust. He deciared that only E. Drumont, 
the editor, who is in prison, could give any in- 
formation. 
M. Delahaye has turned over to Chairman 
Berisson a number of sealed packets which he 
alleged would throw light upon the Panama 
scandals, 
M. Proust, Deputy from Deux-Sevres. was 
called and was examined. He denied having 
ever received money from the Panama Canal 
company. The committee decided to request 
the Minister of Justice to permit M. Drumont 


to be brought before it for -examin- 
ation, and to also request the Minister 
to place before the committee what- 


ever evidence in the Panama Canal case he 
had in his possession, with a view to ascertain- 
ing proof of the statement made by M. de la 
Haye that the documents bear the names of 
over 500 persons who were subsidized by the 
Panama Canal company. Finally the com- 
mittee decided to ask the government to ver- 
ify the cause of the death of Baron Reinach 
by ordering an autopsy and inquest and to 
cause the Baron’s papers to be. examined. 
‘The indictment remains unpublished. it was 
not presented to the court and is unlikely to 


be accessible before the trial is begun in Jan- 


uary. 
The Chamber of Deputies was crowded at 
today’s session. M. Pourquery de Boisserin 
proposed urgeney on the motion to invest the 
Panama Canal Investigating committee with 
the powers of an examining magistrate. He 
declared that the committee ought to be in a 
position to summon any witness possessing 
evidence. M. de la Haye must prove his ac- 
cusations or he ought notto be seen much 
longer in the Chamber. If the inquiry 
proved abortive the charges would continue to 
hang over the necks of all the Deputies. 
M. Loubet said that the proposition was a 
serious matter. Hethought the committee 
possessed sufficient powers for the purposes of 
the inquiry. M. Pourquery de Boisserin’s 
suggestion, if carried out, would only retard 
the deliberations. The government opposed 
the motion of urgency.

THREE BUSHELS OF SILVER SAVED. 


But Mrs. Vanderbilt Lost Some Jewelry 
and a Roll of Greenbacks Was Burned. 
New York, Nov. 26.—[ Special. }— Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt arrived here from Newport 
today with her children, but Mr. Vanderbilt 
remained in Newport until tonight that he 
might recover the jewelry and valuable silver- 
ware which had been hurriedly thrust into 
their respective safes by order of Mr. Van- 
derbilt when the fire broke out. There was 
some feeling that, in the excitement, this or- 
der had not been obeyed, but the firemen dug 
out the safes from the ruins early this morn- 
ing. Greatly to Mr. Vanderbilt’s satisfaction 
they were found all right, but Mr. Vanderbilt 
could not operate the combination locks, and 
ironworkers had to be employed to burst them 
open. 

The small jewelry safe was easily got into. 
Valuable papers in it were burned, and a 
huge roll of greenbacks had been burned toa 
crisp. Mrs. Vanderbilt’s watch and chain 
were rendered worthless by the heat, as were 
other gold trinkets in the safe. A once ele- 
gant and costly cluster of diamonds was also 
smoked and spoiled. This was all there was 
in this safe, Mrs. Vanderbilt being in mourn- 
ing, and having most of her jewelry in New 
York. 

The huge silver storage safe was opened 
with great difficulty. The woodwork lining 
was charred, and the cloth of the sacks in 
which the silver was stored crumbled away 
when it was touched, The silver, of which 
there was a great mass in the safe, was in fair- 
ly good condition, and when cleaned will be as 
good as ever. It consisted of the famous Van- 
derbilt silver service, candelabra, tea trays, 
spvons, knives, forks, and trays. 

Altogether there were three bushels of silver 
in the safe. Mr. Vanderbilt was highly 
pleased that it was not destroyed and brought 
it to New York tonight. Men will begin this 
week to remove the débris.

MILLIONAIRE OROUSE REMEMBERS 
THEM LIBERALLY, ~ 


They and His Valet Receive Fortunes, by 
His Eccentric Will—The Heirs Are Also 
Well Remembered, but the Charitable 
Institutions Bearing His Name and Ex- 
pecting Magnificent Bequests Get Noth- 
ing—Meanwhile a Woman Claiming to 
Be His Wife Wants Everything. 


SYRAcusE, N. I., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]—It is 
said today that Daniel Edgar Crouse, who 
died Tuesday, leaving a fortune of $10,000,000, 
had been secretly married, and thata widow 
and son live to claim the entire estate. It is 
certain that Attorney Louis Marshall was 
present at the reading of the will, acting for a 
New Lork attorney, who is said to represent 
& woman named Bertha.“ Mr. Crouse left 
the bulk of his estate to his nineteen first 
cousins, but if there are a widow and son the 
cousins aforesaid will not receive any benefits 


the numerous cousins those benefit- 
ed by the will are Maurice A. Grave, Confi- 
dential Secretary, $150,000; A.J. Feek, the 
jockey, manager of Mr. Crouse’s string of 
thoroughbred horses, $100,000; W. L. Ritter, 
his valet, $50,000; W. H. J acoby, a friend, 
$50,000; Jacob A. Nottingham, attorney who 
drew up the will, $50,000; Margaret Enright, 
servant, $60,000; Mary Foley, cook, 
$25,000. The beneficent and charitable so- 
cieties, after congratulating themselves on 
being remembered, were given a rude setback 
today. All but two of them are incorporated 
under the law of 1848, which requires all be- 
quests to be given them at least sixty days be- 
fore the death of the testator. They will re- 
ceive nothing, as Mr. Crouse died twenty-five 
days after the will was drawn. 

Syracuse university is ignored im the will. a 
fact embarrassing to the Board of Trustees. 
The Crouse memorial college, a part of the 
university, was built by John Crouse, Daniel 
Edgar’s father, and now the university has 
$6,000 expense per annum for merely lighting, 
heating, and insuring it, and, as at present the 
cost of maintenance of the university excegds 
the income by several thousand dollars annu- 
ally, the college is in a bad way for money. 

A $750,000 Stable. 

Mr. Crouse’s father left the Memorial Col- 
lege unendowed, and it was believed Edgar 
would leave a large amount of money to the 
institution. 

D. Edgar Crouse became famous four years 
ago by erecting in Syracuse a stable fitted in 
palatial style at a cost of $750,000: Its con- 
tents are regal in their splendor, nothing be- 
ing regarded as too costly to adorn it. The 
buildmg, in fact, is a perfectly equipped 
club-house,. but so peculiar was its owner 
that perhaps not fifty persons all told 
ever crossed its threshold. He continually 
talked of opening it for a reception, but died 
without carrying out the intention. His only 
hobby was fast horses, scores of which he 
reared and raced. A. J. Feek, known on the 
turf as Jack Feed, the horse jockey, was con- 
tinually in his employ, replenishing his sta- 
bles for Both his personal use and for the 
strings he trotted on the circuits. : 

Mr. Crouse weighed upward of 300 pounds, 
but despite his obesity he was a man of fine 
appdarance and a fastidious judge of dress.

‘MANIA FOR SUICIDE. 


IS THERE A SELF-DESTRUCTIVE 
OLUB AT WHITING, IND.? 


George Childs Hangs Himself, Demert 
Kerppelar Cats His Life Short with a 
Bullet, and Sigmond Wernitz Ends His 
Existence, All Since July 15~—Thomas 
Dickinson Died Yesterday from the Ef- 


fect of Morphine, Taken “ Presumably 
Without Suicidal Intent.” 


Suicide 1s the all-pervading and interesting 
topic of conversation among the 3,000 people 
who make up the municipality of Whiting, 
Ind. Since July 15 four sudden deaths have 
occurred in that town, three of which were 
plain cases of self-destruction. The last oc- 
curred yesterday, when Thomas Dickinson 
died from the effects of a thirty-grain dose of 
opium, 

The people are wondering if certain of their 
neighbors have not infringed on the articles of 
incorporation of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
Suicide club and are at certain times known 
only to themselves to one by one cast aside 
the monotony of this earthly existence for the 
joys or sorrows of the unknown future. 

The Coroner, doctors, and undertakers are 
the only people who look with satisfaction 
upon the supposed organization. ‘The under- 
taker is laying awake nights wondermg 
whether it would be better to invest his bank 
account in Standard Oil bonds or take a trip 
to Europe, while the doctors are trying to fig- 
ure out how long the business can continue. 

i When Self Destruction Started. 

The work of self-extermination began July 
15, when George Childs, an aged Canadian 
Granger, became tized of living and ended 


his troubles * hanging himself. Eight days 
later Demert Kerppelar, a German boy who 
drove the wagon conn with the village

Mr. Dickinson’s Sudden Death. 


Yesterday morning the fourth sudden death 
occurred. Thomas Dickinson, a hardworking 
citizen, was the victim, and the Coroner’s ver- 
dict was: Death caused by taking thirty 
grains of opium, presumably without suicidal 
intent. man, who was a fireman for the 
Standard Oil company, was a great sufferer 
from neuralgia and took opium to relieve the 
agony. His customary dose was of 
a grain, taken ina pill. Friday, so his family 
say, he was seized again by his old enemy, 
and sought relief in the usual way. The first 
intimation they had that anything was wrong 
was when he was found stretched on the 
bed in a dying condition. The doctor was 
called and the patient revived sufficiently to 
say that he had taken three of the usual 
and 25 cents worth of opium in a powder. 
died @t an early hour yesterday morning. His 
friends are positive that he did not intention 
ally take his life.

gam Wright, whose address is the Cook 


County jail, can explain to many people who 
have left packages at the Chicago Postoffice 
why they were never delivered. Sam has gone 
wrong. As janitor he found the temptation 
too strong when alone in the mailing depart- 
ment of the vig building, and he heiped him- 
self to the parcels that awakened his cupidity. 
Inspector Fleming of Capt. Stuart’s force of 
Postoffice inspectors arrested him last night 
in the act of pawninga pair of gold-bowed 

etacles and a pair of 12-button terra cotta 
euede gloves. He was taken to jail to await 
preliminary examination. 

Wright is held under a Federal warrant 
charging him with systematic, felonious rob- 
bery of the United States mails. He has 

iven Chief Inspector Stuart a written confes- 
sion of his guilt, which clears away several 
mysteries of long standing and by which 
much of the lost property may be recovered. 

The guilty man is an old employé of the 
Postoftice. He served several years ago, but 
his service was interrupted by the accession of 
Mr. Cieveland. A short time after Col. Sexton 
assumed charge of the office Wright was reap- 
inted to be janitor of the mailing division, 
Fie was a man about 40 years, married, and 
respected by men of his race in this city, and 
he was held in esteem among his neighbors.

Wright's specific duties were to examine all 
the waste paper and similar refuse of the 
mailing division and to recover any article 
which might by mischance have been lost in 
the handling. Moreover he had the duty of 
keeping the mailing division in order, swept, 
ana garnished. His hours were from 6:30 
a. m. to 2 p. m. and he was in the office alone 
two hours every day. He was to all appear- 


ances scrupulously honest. for he never failed 


to report some find“ daily, and his conduct 
was considered above suspicion by Supt. 
Montgomery. All the merchandise deposited 
in the office late at night orearly in the morn- 
ing was easy of access to Wright, but such was 
his reputation that no one ever thought it 
necessary to guard it with unusual care. 
About six weeks ago complaints began to 
be made that merchandise deposited in the 
mailing chute at the main office failed of de- 
livery. An investigation proved that the arti- 
cles specified never left the office, for they 
could not be traced by the bills whieh are re- 
turned as vouchers to thesending city.

One morning about two months ago he left 
the house in desperätion anda it is thought that 
he cummitted suicide. He had the reputation 
of being a sober, industrious man, and it is 
gaid that only dire despondeney could have 
made him leave his family. Soon after his 
disappearance the man who held the mort- 
age foreclosed, leaving the house with no 
— to speak of. There are only two 
beds in the house for Mrs. Nelson and the 
seven. children, with scanty bed- clothing. 
The only stove jn the house was taken 
for debt, and there are holes in 
the roof where the rain and snew beat in. 
The children are almost entirely destitute of 
clothing. To make matters worse Mrs. Nel- 
son is with child.

ARTISTS WANT TO DO PIECE WORK. 


E. E. Austin Says His Companions Desire 
to Turn Out Better Portraits, 

„We are on astrike for increased wages, 
said E. E. Austin, a member of the Associa- 
tion of Portrait Artists, yesterday. A low 
grade of work has been done by a few houses 
in the city, which has greatly injured the busi- 
ness of the better class of houses. Instead of 
asking that each man be paid wages equal to 
the highest now paid, we do not want a fixed 
‘salary at all; we want men to work for so 
much a picture. Salaries are based on a rate 
of 35 cents a picture at present. We want to 
do piece work entirely at 50 cents a picture 
and upward and turn out a job that will give 
satisfaction. 

Some of the employers claim that the work 
is purely mechanical. We want to do away 
with mechanical work and turn out a higher 
class of portraits. Mr. Alsop, who, it has 
been stated, was discharged for incom petency 
by several firms, is an artist; he can do the 
finer grades of portrait work, but is not 
adapted for mechanical drudgery. We have 
the signatures of twenty-four houses in the 
city to our scale for piece work, against four 
who refuse to agree to it. 

Any one who cares to take the trouble can 
find out all about this cheap work or ‘ picture 
kak ing, which we are trying to do away with, 
by inquiring at p lice headquarters, the secret 
service department of the Postoffice, or at the 
express offices.”

DELIRIUM INDUCED BY FRACTURES. 


Dies from Injuries Received in 
a Cable Car Accident, 

A case wherein a man’s fractured ribs in- 
duced delirium tremens, resulting in death, 
was brought to light yesterday by a Coroner's 
jury impaneled at Michael Reese Hospital by 
Deputy Coroner Clements, William Roland,

Roland, Sutter, and the potatoes were strewn 
promiscuously over the ground, but neither of 
the men seemed to be seriously injured when 
they had righted themselves and made an ex- 
amination. : 

In the afternoon Roland began to feel ill 
and went home. He grew rapidly worse, and 
Sunday morning a physician was called and it 
was found that his third, fourth, fifth, ana 
sixth ribs were fractured. He was removed to 
Michael Reese Hospital, and soon was taken 
with a violent attack of delirium tremens, 
from which he died Nov. 22. The inquest was 
begun the next day and continued until yes- 
terday to allow the autopsy to be made and 
the street car men to be summoned. The lat- 
ter were present yesterday at the inquest and 
said that Roland had abundant time to-cross 
the tracks, but made no effort to urge his 
horses. 

Ferdinand Haggman, with whom Roland 
boarded at No. 3001 Farrell avenue, said the 
latter was addicted to the use of intoxicants, 
and George Sutter, who was with him on the 
wagon, said he was not intoxicated when the 
accident occurred. 

The verdict ot the jury was that death was 
caused by delirium induced by a fracture of 
the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth ribs and con- 
tusions on the head and abdomen, the patient 
being addicted to the use of alcohol.

GATHMANN’S NEW SUBMARINE TORPEDO. 


The Inventor Claims That It Is the Mast 
Effective Ever Made, 

Louis Gathmaun of No. 248 West Lake 
street has for some time been experimenting 
on submarine torpedoes and has now what 
he believes one of the most effective of those 
engines of destruction ever made. This 
torpedo is one which can be fired point blank 
at an object 2,000 to 2,500 yards distant, it 
being so constructed that the usual depression 
of the breech of the firing apparatus to 
counterbalance the effect of gravitation upon 
the projectile in its flight is done away with. 

The specimen — which Mr. Gathmann 
very much like a 


monitor long Winchester rifle cartridge, 
having attached to its upper side a 
thin plate of spring steel fastened 


through the center and serving as wings to 
buoy up the torpedo in its flight, while at the 
extreme rear end is a sort of thin-bladed pro- 
peller wheel which acts as a steering appara- 
tus. : 

The torpedo is a hollow steel cylinder, 
three-eighths of an inch thick, with an outside 
diameter of ten inches, and fifteen feet long. 
The rear end is loaded with gunpowder, im- 
mediately in front of which is an air chamber, 
serving to graduate the force of the explosion, 
and in front of this chamber is a secret ar- 
rangement which serves to keep out the 
momentum of the projectile. The fore part 
is loaded with compressei gun-cotton, which 
is fired by a percussion cartridge set off when 
the torpedo strikes a solid body. 

The wings on the top of the torpedo are 
made of spring steel, so that they adjust them- 
selves to the rate of speed with which the 
projectile passes through the air or water, 
When the speed is high the wings are forced 
more nearly into a horizontal line, and aa the 
speed decreases they assume a more inclined 
position, 

The advantage Mr. Gathmann claims for 
this torpedo is that it can be fired from a 
greater range than any hitherto made and 
can be fired point blank at the object it is de- 
sired to hit. He claims that it can be used 
effectively through from 1,500 to 2,000 yards 
of air and 500 yards of water and hit precisely 
the spot aimed at. It is also much more sim- 
ple in construction and much cheaper than 
any of the old style torpedoes. 

One of these torpedoes is to be sent this 
week to the United States torpedo station at 
Newport for trial by the naval authorities, 
and if the test is successful Mr. Gathmann’ex- 
pects the government will adopt it. 


TREMENDOUS POWER OF WATER. 


A Stream Could Be Thrown Which Would 
Resist the Edge of an Ax. 

After an elaborate series of computations 
Prof. Samuel B. Christy of the University of 
California, an eminent autgpority on mining 
and metallurgy, reports that iF a nozzle of 
from six to nine inches in diameter were 
especially arranged to throw a stream vertic- 
ally upward against aspherical bowlder of 
quartz weighing a thousand pounds, the ver- 
tical head being anywhere from 100 to 150 feet, 
the bowlder would be forced up until the 
diminished velocity of the stream established 
an equilibrium of pressures. There would be 
a point at which the upward pressure of the 
stream would exactly balance the gravity pres- 
sure of the bowlder, holding it, the half-ton 
rock, there suspended, As to cutting these 
streams, Prof. Christy says that he has often 
tried to drive a crowbar into one of them. 
The stream felt as solid as a bar of iron, and, 
although he could feel the point of the crow- 
bar enter the water for perhaps half an inch, 
the bar was thrown forward with 
such force that it was almost Im- 
possible to retain it in the grasp. An 
ax swung by the most powerful man alive 
could not penetrate the stream, yet it might 
be cut by the finger of a child if the child 
were seated on a railway train moving 
parallel with the stream in the same direction 
and with the same velocity. That velocity 
would be considerably more than a mile a 
minute. Justice Bradley of the Supreme 
Court had also tried his intellect upon the 
mathematics of the problem submitted by 
Justice Field. He delivered this opinion: 
J can well believe all you say with rega 
to the tremendous force of streams 2 
from the pipes of miners under a large he 
of water. Of course they would produce in- 
stant death if directed against a man standing 
near, and would probably cut his body in 
two.

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REVELATIONS IN THE MYSTERIOUS 
DEATH AT sr. HENRY, MINN. 


Little Doubt Now Exists that Joseph Houn- 
der Was Poisoned by His Former Sweet- 
heart, Whose Sister He Had Married— 


Following the Tragedy, She Commits 
Saicide—Brave Rescue of Three People 
“from a Burning Building at Jackson- 
ville, III.- Bain Case Nearly Ended. 
—Sr Pur. Minn., Nov. 26, —[Special.]— 
Later ana tulier details of the double poison- 
ing at St. Henry show it to have been a most 
remarkable combination of love. jealousy, 
‘and revenge. Joseph Hounder, one of the 
victims ot a woman’s vengeance, was a pros- 
perous farmer. Tuesday morning word 
reached Le Sueur that Hounder had suddenly 
died of heart disease. This was followed the 
next day by the announcement that Miss 
_ Agnes Bhear, a sister of Hounder’s wife, had 
died in the same manner. This did not cre- 
ate much comment at the time. The funeral 
of Hounder todk place Thursday. Pending 
the interment of Miss Bhear a remarkable 
letter written by ner was found, which throws 
some light on the tragedy, and the funeral 
was postponed until the Coroner could be 
summoned and an inquest held. While the 
letter does not own that the writer was the 
cause of Hounder’s death, it gives directions 
that she should be buried by his side and 
shows clearly that she contemplated suicide. 
Hundreds of excited people congregated at 
the scene of the tragedy yesterday. It trans- 
pires that Hounder had just arisen the morn- 
ing of his death, and had taken nothing but a 
‘chew of tobacco when he complain dd of feel- 
ing strangely, and almost immediately fell 
over, dying within an hour. The only mem- 
ber of the household who did not evince sur- 
prise at this summary taking off was Miss 
Bhear. While Hounder was being placed in 
his coffin the young woman declared that she 
too would soon go. Leaving the premises at 
9 a. m. following the day of his death, she was 
a corpse within an hour after reaching home. 
Miss Bhear was 26 years of age, and had 
kept company, it is said, with Hounder some 
time. There is every reason to believe that 
Miss Bhear expected to become Hounder's 
wife. Hounder, however, became infatuated 
ith Miss Bhear’s younger sister, and in 
ugust last took her to Minneapolis, where 
they were married. This seemed to have a 
depressing effect upon Miss Bhear, and from 
that time until the terrible double tragedy she 
acted strangely, rarely engaging in conversa- 
tion. There seems little doubt that the young

BRAVE RESCUE FROM THE FLAMES. 


A Blind Girl and Two Children Carried 
from a Burning Building. 
JACKSONVILLE, III., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—A 
disastrous fire broke out last night in the 
Ebey Block on East State street. The build- 
ing was old. On the first floor were a num- 
ber of business rooms, while above were 
several tenement flats inhabited by a poor 
class of people.

PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS, 


The Governor Frees Two Persons and An- 
other Will Soon Be Liberated. 


Governor today commuted the sentence of 
Douglas Gray, who was convicted of murder 
in Marion County in 1891 and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for five years, so that it will ex- 
pire Dec. 31. Gray’s previous reputation 
seems to have been good, and there were 
mitigating circumstances which led the Gov- 
ernor to commute the sentence. The Gov- 
ernor pardoned Ernest Duncan, convicted in 
1890 in Williamson County of manslaughter 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for five 
years.

mand-Lavigerie, Cardinal 
Carthage and Algiers, died here at 1 o’clock 
this morning. The Black Cardinal,” the 
title given him because of his constant war 
against slavery in Africa, was born at Bayonne, 
France, Oct. 31, 1825. He was educated for 
the church and soon became noted for his 
‘learning on thevlogical subjects. His abilities 
early attracted attention beyond the bounds 
of France and he was summoned to various 


of which he discharged to the eminent satisfac- 
tion ef his ecclesiastical superiors. By decree 
of March, 1863, he was designated as Bishop of 
Nancy, arid by a later decree of Jan. 12, 
1867, he was transferred to the See of Algiers 
which was erected into an Archbishopric. He 
was afterward promoted to the rank of 
Cardinal and has gained worldwide fame not 
only as one of the most distinguished pre- 
lates of the Roman church, but more especial- 
ly on account of his successful efforts to recon- 
cile the Papacy to the French Republic. It 
was through Cardinal Lavigerie that the pres- 
ent Pope was led to issue his famous state- 
ment to the effect that the Catholics of France 
should recoghize and obey the re- 


This position of the Pope was a death-blow to 
the Monarchist movement in France and 
many who had faithfully adhered to the royal- 
ist cause now gave in their adhesion to the 
republic. Cardinal Lavigerie’s influence is 
believed also to have had something to do 
with shaping the Pope’s favorable attitude 
toward republican institutions in the United 
States and throughout the world. Six months 
ago he was on the point of death, as he had 
been three years previously, but he recovered, 
and notwithstanding his advanced age and 
delicacy of health it was hoped that he might 
still be spared for a number of years to carry 
on his great work. 


How His Work Was Conducted. 


It was about the year 1888-’89 that Mgr. 
Lavigerie entered upon the first period of ac- 
tual execution of his vast scheme. He re- 
fused to be duped by the plausible statement 
that slavery was virtually extinct in the dis- 
tricts where it had been most popular. He 
sent trustworthy emissaries to report on the 
fact. He accumulated proofs and was able to 
declare that even then there were in Zanzibar 
no less than four houses in which slaves were 
sold. He founded the Armed Brothers of 
the Sahara. The recruiting of the brothers 
was a matter of soine difficulty. When the 
plan was first mooted the committee received 
1,700 demands of admission, but four months 
after the actual establishment at M’salla there 
were only sixteen in the house. A proof of 
the difficulty of filling up the ranks lies in 
the fact that, although one of the primary 
rules made by the Cardinal was that no mem- 
ber should join after 35, yet some of the new- 
comers are 38, 40, and even 46 years. 
After having been taught the use of arms 
he sent them into the heart of the country. 
Sent Them to Orphan Schools, 
As soon as recruited these brothers were sent 
to orphan schools, founded by his Eminence, 
where they were prepared for the great work. 
Eighteen hundred were brought up in these 
schools. The time of the brothers is divided 
between religious exercises and agricultural 
pursuits, with one hour of drill and a lesson in 
Arabic daily. One and all they are prepared 
and willing to exchange their peaceful hus- 
bandry and quiet lives for dangers and war- 
fare in the dark regions of Central Africa. Car- 
dinal Lavigerie twenty years ago marked 
outon the map of Africa the leper spots 
which his army has to purify; the territories 
tnat have to be redeemed from the curse of 
human tfaftie. The Cardinal, notwithstand- 
ing ill-health, increasing age, and many al- 
most insurmountable obstacles, never wavered 
in his indomitable purpose. His appearance 
altered little in the last twenty years save for 
his whitening beard and a more worn look of 
the striking face. His eyes retained the 
same expression of mingled gentleness and 
energy, and as they rested on his auditors 
one was involuntarily reminded of what one 
of his ecclesiastical colleagues once said of 
him: The Cardinal has eyes that listen.“ 
This definition exactly describes his earnest, 
attentive look. But if he was an excellent 
listener, his Eminence was also a brilliant 
speaker, and his fiery eloquence often swept 
away opposition and annihilated the objections 
raised aguinst his schemes. 


Capt. A. W. Rossman Dead. 

Capt. A. W. Rossman, who had sailed lake 
steamers for over half a century, died at his home 
yesterday, No. 869 Sawyer avenue, aged 75 years. 
In the days of the old Northern Transportation 
company Capt. Rossman was its fleet commodore, 
and sailed in turn the Lady of the Lakes, Nashua, 
Brooklyn, and nearly all of the twenty-three or 
four boats which formed that line. When this 
compa ny went out of business Capt. Rossman ac- 
ceptetl a place with the Goodrich line. For 
fifteen years he sailed the steamer Menominee be- 
tween Chicago, Grand Haven, and Muskegon, and 
when the steamer Atlanta came from the ship- 
yards two years ago he took command of the new 
oat. He gave up active service five weeks ago. 
On the last trip it required two men to hold him 
on the bridge so that he could take his steamer 
safely into Grand Haven harbor. He leaves a 
wife and one child—Mrs. Frank Hamilton of Tra- 
verse City, Mich. 


Death of an Old Citizen. 

Levi Cline, an old citizen of Chicago, died at 
his residence, No. 3145 South Park avenue, last 
night. He was born in Germany in 1820. He 
came to Chicago in 1845 and has resided here ever 
since. He was a member of the first volunteer 
fire department of the city.

THE RUSSIAN CZAR’S GREAT ARMY. 


He Can Put Many More Men Into the 
Field than Either Germany or France. 
In spite of financial difficulties and peace- 
1 ful intentions the Russian Government spares 
neither pains nor money in its efforts to keep 
the army on a level with those of France and 
Germany, or rather to outdo them; and the 
results—so far as they can be verified in 
times of peace—are in the highest degree re- 
assuring. As far as mere numbers go the 
Russian War Minister can put about half a 
million more armed men in the field than 
Germany or France, The latter country can 
reckon on 4,053,000, while Russia has 4,556,000. 
Considering the question from the financial 
point of view one cannot help wondermg how 
it comes that an empire whose finances are so 
disorganized and for the needs of whose 
famine-stricken population contributions were 
solicited this year and last year in foreign 
countries, is in a position to spend more 
money on its army every. year than sucha 
fairly prosperous State as Austria-Hungary. 
And yet this is the fact. 
Austria-Hungary’s finances are in so satis- 
factory a state that the forced paper circula- 
tion is now making place for a metallic cur- 
rency on agold basis, and. government credit 
is such that the 4 per cent loans are being 
converted without the slightest difficulty. 
And yet Austria-Hungary, in spite of excep- 
tional conditions which would certainly war- 
rant and actually seem to call for increased 
military expenditure, lays out a considerably 
smaller annual sum on her army than pov- 
erty-stricken Russia, whom no European 
State would ever dream of attacking. 
Foreigners in general have no adequate con- 
ception of the changes which, in the course of 
afew years, have contributed to metamor- 
phose and regenerate the Russian army. The 
process may be truthfully described as a new 
birth. Formerly marvelous powers of en- 
durance and a courage which knew no fear of 
death were the main characteristics of the 
Russian soldier, who, when abandoned to him- 
self, had no more initiative than a log of 
wood. At present he is carefully taught, 
trained, and drilled, knows as much about 
military technical matters as the average 
European soldier can assimilate, and still 
cultivates the old qualities which alone would 
give him a vast superiority over some of the 
most highly-eulogized troops of at least one 
great power. Then as to numbers. A few 
years ago the infantry consisted of twelve 
regiments of the guard, sixteen regiments of 
grenadiers, and 165 regiments of the line. 
Gen. Vannoffsky, the enterprising War Min- 
ister, has within a comparatively short time 
added seventy-tour reserve, cadre battalions, 
which are to serve as the nucleus round which 
as many reserve regiments of two bat- 
talions each are to be formed. As a matter of 
fact this has already been done with twenty- 
three of the reserve battalions. It is still be- 
ing continued, and a few days ago a ukase was 
published ordering the formation of four more 
reserve regiments of two battalions each. The 
words two battalions each have a some- 
what mild sound to the ears of military men 
who know that the ordinary Russian 
infantry regiment consists of four bat- 
talions; but the sound is delusive 
and misleading, for these reserve regiments 
contain each 1,555 common soldiers and forty 
officers, so that they are practically equal in 
numbers to the regiments of four battalions 
(the latter possessing 340 men more, in other 
words, 1,895 instead of 1,555), 4 difference 
which, in case of need, could be made good 
without the slightest difficulty. These facte 
should be continually borne in mind by those 
who accuse Germany and Austria-Hungary 
of taking the initiative in imposing unbear- 
able burdens on the taxpaying populations. 
Russia, whom no other power would or could 
attack, and who can scarcely pay her way, is 
actually compelling her neighbors to oqualize 
their chances against her in war. 


AN INVISIBLE EMPEROR. 


Streets Must Be Vacant Where the Chinese 
Monarch Walks, 
North China Herald: The traveler who is 
strolling about the principal thoroughfares of 
Pekin is liable at a crossing of two main 
streets to finda huge screen of patchwork 
cloth suspended frum poles in such a way as 
to obstruct the view frum all sides, only a 
narrow opening being left for carts and pedes- 
trians. Pursuing his way he notices that the 
entrance to all the many alleys is barricaded 
with rush mats, and that the same 
kind of screen is placed in front of 
ruined temples and vacant lots which 
have been used as the places of deposit of 
filth or rubbish, Whenever the Emperor is 
about to make his exit from the city or is 
about to return criers announce that fact to 
the people, who then disappear, not to emerge 
until the invisible monarch has passed, when 
things go on as usual until the next occasion 
of a like nature. ? 
There are two main benefits supposed to be 
attached to this characteristically Oriental 
proceeding—it helps to preserve the fiction of 
the sacredness of the person of the Emperor 
and of his being something other than an or- 
dinary mortal, dnd it is a valuable check upon 
reckless assassins of the Guiteau type, whom 
China would easily furnish in unlimited num- 
bers. A third result is incidental. As the 
people see nothing of the Emperor, so he sees 
nothing of the people. He is probably the 
only man in China who is unable to form any 
idea of what the Chinese are like or what they 
aré about. What is seen in the imperial court 
is no type of China or the Chinese, but it 
must be a literal im possibility for the Emperor 
to get anything else upon which tu basa a no- 
tion of his empire, 
What does the Emperor think, how much 
does he know, what dpes he think that he 
knows, does he think at all. what is the specific 
gravity of the darkzess in which he perpet- 
ually abides, and ha many bent rays of light 
reach him throug@ the opaque oyster shelis 


runs all the way through

IT WAS A TERRIBLE JOURNEY. 


The Diary of the First White Man Who 
Entered the Transvaal. 

Mr. J. de Villiers Roos, of Land en Volk, 
has just vompleted for the society Jong Zuid 
Afrika a work of incalculable importance to 
the South African Republic, and, in fact, to 
the whole of South Africa. He has copied 
for the society the diary of the first white 
man who entered the Transvaal. The story | 
of the Trichardt march from the Cape Colony 
through Zoutpansberg to Delagoa Bay is con- 
tained in this diary, — is in the handwrit- 
ing of Louis Tricha grandfather of the 
Commandant of Middelburg. The trek con- 
sisted originally of two clans, the Trichardts 
and the Rensburgs, but they quarreled in the 
North, and the Rensburgs trekked through to 
the Limpopo, and they were never seen again. 
It was subsequently ascertained that the whole 
clan had been massacred by a Matabele impi. 
The Tiichardts heard this in Zoutpansberg 
as arumor among the Kaftirs, and they also 
heard thatthe Matabele were recruiting a 
specialimpi for them. Old Trichardt then 
decided upon the bold enterprise of marching 
to Delagoa Bay across a country which no 
white man had traversed yet. Then com- 
menced the tragedies, the romances, and the 
nameless horrors of the Trichardt diary. No 
novel that has ever been written appeals 80 
potently to the heart as the simple words of 
this grand old hero of South African pioneer- 
ing. record of the march to Delagoa 
Bay is a record full of tears illumined scarcely 
by one brighter ray. ‘There are passages in 
this journal which South African history can- 
not ufford to lose. At Delagoa Bay the whole 
trek died of ‘fever, one by one, and the old 
man—whose monument should stand on 
Church Square today—wrote the last page of 
his awful story the day before he, too, suc, 
cumbed to the disease. 
Few more touching passages will be found 
in any history than the description of their 
arrival in Delagoa Bay. They reached there 
at the very last gasp, so to speak. Their cat- 
tle had all been killed by the tsetse. Worn 
out and famished, with nothing but animal 
skins to cover themselves, they reached the 
Rio Spirito Sancto with death staring them in 
the face from its pestilential banks, Almost 
the first thing they beheld was a boat upon the 
river, and then they met the first white man 
they had come across during their long pil- 
grimage, He was a Portuguese soldier of the 
garrison, and with him they traveled down the 
river to the fort—to die. The book belongs 
to the Trichardt family, and was kindiy 
lent to Young South Africa through the good 
offices of Commandant Trichardt of Middel- 
burg. It is written in pale ink and apparent- 
ly with all manner of instruments serving for 
pens, and is strongly bound in tanned ox- 
hide. The binding is the handiwork of the 
Father of Voortprekkers himself. The water- 
mark on the paper is 1830, and the diary was 
commenced in Zo@tpansberg in 1835. 
Mr. Roos has spared no pains to make a 
perfect copy. Ihe grand void pioneer wrote a 
firm, clear hand, but through age and the bad 
ink used the writing is occasionally. hardly 
legible. By means of the two mirrors, how- 
ever, Mr. Roos succeeded in deciphering 
every word, and he will, therefore, present to 
the society a perfect copy of the first diary— 
the first thing, in fact—ever written by a 
white man in the Transvaal. It will be pro- 
posed in the society that the government be 
approached with a view to the publication of 
the book at State cost.

The Register of the Treasury ‘Page His Re- 
spects to the Civil Service Commission-’ 
ers in Caustic Language—Mrs. Derches- 
ter Tells of Her Visits to Indian Schools— 
Amount Required to Pay the Pension 
Roll Next Year—Valuable Railway Mail 
Assistants Leaving. | 


Wasuinetoy, D. C., Nov. 25.—Gen. Rose- 
crans, Register of the Treasury, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
makes the following caustic remarks in re- 
gard to the operations of the civil service law: 


Among the betterments of the service, under- 
taken during the year, the most important are 
those initiated by the President's order of Dec. 4, 
1591. They have been set in operation under de- 

artment circulars Nos. 194 and 1% of Dec. 

. 1891, and improved by the prescriptions of 
department circulars Nos. 50 and 110 of 
Ih. aiming to put each clerk’s efficiency 
record beyond the reach of momentary im- 
pressions, lapses of memory, caprices, and 
tranisent feelings to which the minds of chiefs 
may be liable in making up standings. To em- 
brace the chief elements of clerical! efficiency 
record some complication was required, but with- 
in two or three months the heads of divisions 
overcame the chief diffiev)ties in their markings 
and were compelled to give daily — 
those facts and mental processes which are nec- 
essary elements of any judgment concerning a 
clerk's official merit. This schooling of the minds 
of division or acting chiefs is going on success- 
fully in this bureau and will soon make a clerk’s 
monthly record of efliciency a portrait of his offi- 
cial work drawn by himself. 

Important defects to be remedied are: 

1, Each division or acting chief should be re- 
quired to record each clerk's performance at the 
close of each day, and allow the clerks to see this 
daily record, to avoid complaints, correct rec- 
ords, and excite emulation. 

2. Provision should be made for an adequate ex- 
pression by the head of the bureau of his respon- 
sibility as legal chief, This béeomes all the more 
important, since the competitive system, as now 

racticed, absolutely excludes heads of bureaus 
rom participation in making appointments and 
— in their own bureaus. This vital de- 
ect causes them to regard these great better- 
ments of the yr ie service contemplated in 
the department circulars as evils to be borne. 

3. Competitive examinations for promotion, as 

conducted in the two or three held in this bureau, 
have given very unsatisfactory results. These re- 
sults commend the system to neither superiors 
nor to the clerical force in this bureau. 
_ 4. The public service does not, as prime qual- 
ities, demand that employés shall be quick witted, 
of all around intelligence, able to give 
pedagogic instrucuons on department 
and general matters, or require efficient 
clerical service; therefore the monthly record of 
efficiency is greatly superior to the hap- hazard re- 
sults of the competitive eXamination which com- 
manded no — — of chiefs or subordinates in 
this office. But this record of efficiency only 
counts for 20 per cent, while the competitive re- 
sults cotint 80 per cent, inspite of all their de- 
fects from chances of comparative inequality, of 
opportunity sometimes occasioned by length of 
service, and of exclusive attention to office work. 

It would be vastly better for the service and the 
competitive examinations to reverse these 
ratios and make the efficiency record count 
“0 per cent and the results of the 
examination to count 20 per cent. In 
any event proper provision for the exercise of the 
best judgment of the responsible head of the 
bureau in the matter of promotions should be 
made. Neither the interest of the public service 
nor of true ecohomy are subserved by injustice. 

But gross injustice results to twenty-nine 
clerks of the copyist grade in this bureau frem 
the requirement that all D shall be by 
successive grades in each bureau. Hence copyists 
must be first promoted to the $1,000 grade. 

Now, in this bureau there are only two clerk- 
— 1 of 851.000 each; wherefore the twenty-nine 

clerkships must wait for one of those to be- 
come vacant. To remedy this state of things 1 
would recommend that 00 be added to the ap- 
propria tion to increase by $100, each the pay of five 
of these copyist clerks, so that there will be seven 
$1,000 clerkships instead of but two. 


CONDITION OF INDIAN SCHOOLS, 


Great Improvements Noted by Mrs. Dor- 
chester in Her Visit. 
Wasuinetoyr, D. C., Nov, 26.— Mrs. M.A. 
Dorchester, Special Agent for the Indian 
Schoe@l Service, has traveled with her hus- 
band almost continuously for three and a half 
years past visit ing Indian schools and reserva- 
tions, and the testimony contained in her 
annual report just rendered as to the im- 
provement in the Indian schools is highly 
gratifying. 
Among other things she refers to the im- 
provement in school buildings in the lines of 
comfort, safety, healthfulness, 24 
respectability, and she aongratuk@ts the serv- 
ice that she does not now flud dormitories bit- 
terly cold, partially boarded in, or so in- 
securely propped that a strong wind would 
necessitate a night muster of pupils in the 
yard. While no change has been made in the 
rations allowed Indian schools, a great im- 
provernent has been found in the variety 
and -quality of food furnished the 
table, the explanation being that more com- 
petent cooks have been employed at better 
wages than formerly. The table service is 
also more attractive and creditable, and gives 
the pupils acquaintance with the ordinary re- 
finements of civilized life. As to the per- 
sonnel of- employés she reports that alse as 
showing so marked an improvement that the 
moral and social atmesphere of the schools is 
almost everywhere happy, elevating, refining, 
and earnest. The school-room methods, es- 
pecially in the manner the English language 
is taught, also show a most presifying gain. 
On the whole, while much remains to be 
done and further improvement is still needed 
in many lines, the tone of the Indian school 
service in general and in detail shows improve- 
inent that is gratifying.

CONDUCTORS AGAINST THE TRAINMEN. 


A Difference of Opinion on the Baltimore 
and Ohio, 

Bavtimors, Md., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]—Gen- 
eral Manager O’Dell of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad is having much trouble with the 
conductors and the trainmen. The Order of 
Railway Conductors demands one thing and 
the Brotherhood of Traiumen ask just the op- 
posite. The conductors demand that when a 
vacancy exists it shall be filled by the com- 
pany employing a couductor. The train- 
men claim the civil service rule now 
in. vogue shall be adhered to and 
the vacancy among the conductors 
shall be filled by the promotion of a com 
tent brakeman. E. J. Tracy of Zanesville, 
O., is here as representative of 1,300 trainmen. 
He quotes Mr. O' Dell as saying that by ob- 
taining competent conductors from among 
the brakemen he has saved at least $50,000 by 
avoiding wrecks. Mr. Tracy claims that bet- 
ter service will be, obtained by holding out 
the inducement of promotion. Trainmen 
east of the Ohio now get $1.80 to $1.90 a day, 
while west of that line they get $2.37. The

lieved that the Baltimore and Ohio company 
will grant either the whole or a part of it. 

New Orveans, La., Nov. 26.—There are in- 
dications of another street car tie-up here on 
the New Orleans City and Lake railroad lines.

HOW THE SIBERIANS CAPTURE WHALES. 


Experts in the Vocation That Furnishes 
Them with the Necessaries of Life. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Capt. E. J. Gif- 
ford of the whaling bark Triton, which ar- 
rived in port Friday night, relates the partic. 
ulars of an interesting whale hunt of which he 
was a witness while wing at anchor in a small 
bay on the east coast. The natives of that re- 
gion are people of a low grade of intel- 
ligence, their chief employment being 
the chase, and this is confined chiefly to the 
pursuit and capture of inhabitants of 
the Arctic waters that wash the Siberian coast. 
While ignorant of all the attributes uf what 
we are pleased to call civilization, these peo- 
ple have become experts in the vocation tha‘ 
furnishes them with the necessaries of life, 
and their manner of capturing the whale 
might prove a profitable study to masters of 
the whaling fleet which annually visits those 
waters. The story as told by Capt. Gifford is 
as follows: 

Moe had been lying at anchor for several 
days in a small and almost landlocked bay, 
and had done some little trading with the in- 
habitants of anative village situated about 
half a mile inland. One morning just at day- 
break all hands Were awakened by a great 
hubbub on shore, the cause of which we soon 
ascertained to be the presence of a school of 
sperm whales in the offing three or four 
miles outside the entrance to the barbor. In 
an incredibly short space of time ten canges, 
each containing from six to eight natives, put 
off from the beach and made straight out 
toward were an occasional jet of water 
marked the spot where the big fellows were 
sporting. 

“IT wasa good deal pazzled to know how 
those fellows were going to capture one of 
these huge animals, which is by no means an 
easy prey to the best-trai boat’s crews, 
supplied as they are with all the modern ap- 
pliances. Consequently I watched their move- 
ments with no little interest. 

“The boats kept close together and ap- 
proached the school with a great amount of 
caution. When within about 300 yards of the 
nearest whale the canoes separated, and 
as the big fellow came up to blow 
they rapidly closed in from three sides at. 
once. The whale by. this -time was 
lazily rolling in the trough of the sea, 
apparently unaware of the approach of 
his enemies. Soweil timed was the approach 
of the canoes that they were all within easy 
reach of the whale when the leader gave the 
signal to throw the harpoons. In a moment 
at least thirty harpoons were sticking from 
the shiny back of the whale and the canoes 
shot back out of reach of the big flukes in less 
time than it takes to tell it,

about 200 feet of line and on the end of each 
line were reindeer skins inflated with air. In 
one or two instamces casks were attached to 
the lines.

SAN Antonio, Tex., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—

party there was a heavy fall of rain for a 
moment, and then a steady drizzle which con- 
tinued for three hours, There had been 4,000 .

It 
was at 10 o’clock when the southweetern 
horizon became overcast, and then within an 
hour the stars were obscured, 

At 12 o’clock a black, ominous cloud came 
up from the southeast. It was driven rapidly | 
before the strong wind, and at 12:45 o’clock — 72 
was directly over Alamo heights. One of the 
powerful hydrogen-oxygen balloons was re- 
leased. It ascended until it was in the very 
center of the cloud, When it exploded - 
with a terrifle force which parted ~ 
the cloud and let down the light from 
the stars through the opening for 
A moment.

Lowpon, Nov. 26.— [Copyright, 1892, by New 
Tork Times. |—Upon that memorable twenty- 
first birthday of the republic, celebrated with 
duch pomp in Paris a while ago, the world 
was given to understand that whatever else 
might happen we would hear no more of 
monarchical pretenders. The question of 
France’s form of government was settled for 
al time. After such brave talk it is a little 
. @isconcerting now to find a radical paper like 


Ia Nation declaring that if a pretender were 


to present hiraself in Paris prepared to take 
ne inheritance of the republic a splendid op- 
portunity would offer. This is hardly to be 
taken seriously, but indicates the measure of 
the seismic disturbance, which, for the mo- 
ment, has set French politics rocking. 

Since the flight of Boulanger there has been 
no such general excitement and disorder in 
Parliamentary circles. So universal is the 

futter. indeed, that the notion of upsetting 
the ministry, which a week ago was all ar- 
ranged, seems to have been quite forgotten. 
The focus of the hurly-burly is of course the 
Parliamentary committee of inquiry into the 
Panama scandal, which curiously recalls 
our own Credit Mobilier uproar twenty 
years ago. The charges are. no doubt, of much 
more sweeping scope and embrace no less 
than 150 deputies. At the same time they are 
vastly vaguer in character, so that the com- 
mittee will have a genuine excuse if it fails to 
find anybody guilty at all because nobody is 
specifically accused. Public feeling is running 
so high, however, that there will be the gravest 
danger of incurring the suspicion of 
attempt to whitewash the Chamber generally. 
Scapegoats of some sort must be found, and 
it will require the sublimation of delicate in- 
genuity to probe the Panama affair in any 
direction without disclosing a whole flock of 
them. The first step has already been taken 
in ordering the exhumation of the remains of 
Barun Reinach and the sealing up of all his 
papers. Everybody is prepared to learn, as 
the result of the autopsy, that he committed 
suicide. Unhappily, every one also expects to 
hear that there has been a mysterious disap- 
pearance of documents from his strong 
boxes, and Ricard, the Minister of Justice, 
will be fiercely attacked for not having se- 
cured them the moment the stranyely sudden 
death was announced.- This tragic episode 
will render it all the more difficult for the 
comimittee to evade doing what Delahaye, the 
accuser, demands they shall do—that is, make 
a rigorous and exhaustive search of the 
bank records and trace the disposition 
of a million dollars which, he alleges, 
was devoted to corrupting Parliament and 
the press. That somebody will get hurt in 
this process seems morally certain, but how 
widely and disastrously the revelations will 
hit must remain fer the moment a matter of 
conjecture, It is clear enough, though, that 
even if Delahaye’s charges are made more or 
less good the result will not bring his/patron, 
Comte de Paris, one inch nearer power. The 
effect will be instead to strengthen the hands 
of advanced men generally and bring at least 
into temporary control those radical elements 
which stand nearest to the border line of so- 


cial democracy. 


To Scourge the Press. 


Perhaps the current frenzy for investiga- 
thon may also do something toward purifying 
the Parisian press. I have spoken in these 
dispatches for years about the ruthless way in 
which even conventionally respectable papers 
of Paris blackmailed Panama and Mante 
Carlo and every other enterprise which sto 
in need of buying off public attacyf. 
Isthmus and Riviera allegations Are 
now to be subjected to scrutiny, and 

the result must be a naticnal awakening to the 
rottenaess of modern boulevard journalism.

Mrs. Parnell Penniless, 

Mrs. Parnell’s baukruptcy has taken the 
public greatly by surprise. It is known to 
few that when Parneli died there was not 
money at hand for his burial, and the ex- 
penses had to be paid by Redmond, O’Brien, 
and Dalton. Fully six months before that 
I knew of Parnell’s unsuccessful attempt to 
borrow $500 for his immediate personal needs, 
but it was. always understvod that his wife 
was wealthy, and facts which came out dur 
ing the negotiations in the Wood will case 
showed that she had been for years receiving 
huge sums fromher aunt.

all three colleges men greatly outnumber 
women. There are great hopes now that by 
1894 Wales will possess a university of its own 
with power of conferring degrees. If this is 
brought about, it will contain a greater pro- 
portion of women graduates than such an in- 
stitution ever had before.

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LIKE A FAMILY PARTY 


BRUSSELS OONFERENOE DELEGATES 
IN COMFORTABLE QUARTERS. 


They Are All Living Under One Roof 
but Flock by Themselves—Lord Rose- 
bery Likely to Resign Office Before 
Parliament Opens— Meath Petitioners 
Will Likely Unseat Their McCarthyite 
Enemies — Trouble in the Redmond 
Camp—London Poor,

Lonpoy, Nov. 26.—[Copyrighted, 1892, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World. ]—-The delegates to the international 
monetary conference at Brussels form quite a 
family party at the Hotel Bellevue, a small 
but exceedingly select hosteiry only frequented 
by Kings, Princes, and Americans. At the 
present moment the delegates aye about the 
only guests in the hotel, and the marked dif- 
ference between the American representa- 
tives with their free-and-easy habits as to 
dress and other matters forms a distinct con- 
trast with the more precise manners of their 
European confreres, Thus Senator John P. 
Jones proves to be the one man of the gather. 
ing brave enough to wear a slouch hat, while 
Senator William B. Allison violates all conti- 
nental traditions by lounging over to the pal- 
ace in a sack coat and silk hat. 

On the other hand, the doorof Alfred de 
Rot hschild's apartments is guarded by four 
special servants of his own, brought over 
from England, and one has to run the gaunt- 
let formed by all of these before he can get at 
the great, rich man. Although the delegates 
would first appearto beakind of a family 
party closer observation reveals the fact that 
there ig no close affiliation between them, or 
at least not between their wives when they 
come to the dining-room. Thus Mr. Me- 
Creary and his wife sit at one table, Senator 
and Mre. Jones with their niece occupy an- 
other, while the other Americans crowd 
around the third. Sir William Henry Houlds- 
worth M. P. and Lady Houldsworth “ flock ”’ 
in a corner by themselves, and _there is noth- 
ing in the way of an interchange of the usual 
courtesies that one would expect under the 
circumstances, 

Rosebery Likely to Resign. 


Mr. and Mrs, Gladstone are enjoying the 
Queen’s hospitality today, together with the 
Earl of Rosebery, regarding whose health his 
friends entertain well grounded misgivings. 
It appears that ever’ since the rather sudden 
death of the Countess of Rosebery the Earl 
has been a victim of insomnia to such an ex- 
tent that the disease has greatly undermined 
his constitution, This fact and this alone 
1 him to hesitate a long time be- 
ore accepting the Secretaryship for 
Foreign Affairs in Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet 
and when he agreed finally to take the office 
it was against the strong protest of his physi- 
cians. A few weeks ago as a last resort he 
slipped quietly over to Paris and placed him- 
self under the treatment of Dr. Charcot, who 
made a series of mesmeric and hypnotic ex- 
periments upon him. These, however, proved 
to be of not the slightest beneficial value and 
he returned to London im’ worse health than 
before he started. Under these circumstances 
it is probable that unless there is decided im- 
mediate improvement Lord Rosebery will re- 
sign office before the active business of the 
session begins. 

Mrs. Parnell Will Pay in Full. 

Mrs. Charles Stewart Parneil will not after 
all appear in person in the Bankruptcy Court, 
as by the scheme of arrangement which she 
proposed to her creditors. she will be able to 
pay them in full. In fact she became a bank- 
rupt simply to obtain time in which to dis- 
charge her liabilities, as, although in reduced 
circumstances, she is perfectly solvent. Her 
principal creditors are lawyers who are con- 
cerned in the two divorce and will suits and 
they will be only too glad to fall in with the 
proposal made by her by which they will be 
paid within twelve months. Mrs. Parnell 
lives in extreme seclusion in the house in 
which her husband died at Brighton, and she 
seems to have inherited from him all his 
passion for the mysterious. Thus, when she 
applied to be adjudged a bankrupt she took 
the precaution to remove from Brighton and 
take temporary lodgings at Red Hill, some 
thirty miles away, in order to avoid the aval- 
anche of curious visitors whom she knew 
would pour down upon her with inquiries for 
further information, The bankruptcy pro- 


ceedings will not form any bar to 
the release of the Paris fund, as 
Mrs. Parnell did not include ber 


claim on them among her assets. Archbishop 
Croke is negotiating still with the Redmond- 
ites for the release of the money, and Munroe 
& Co., the Paris bankers, at present constitute 
the only obstacle in the way of a settlement. 
It is probable, however, that the French 
courts will not authorize the bankers to hand 
over the fund, and the Redmondites are 
charged with having-been so advised by their 
French legal advisers before they agreed to 
take off their embargo. 
Will Unseat the Meath McCarthyites, 

Regarding the charges against the priests 
in the petition against the Meath election, the 
priests of course deny the majority of accusa- 
tions of having used intimigating language, 
but there are enough left tofzive the two 
Unionist Judges who are trying the petition 
a good pretext for unseating the McCarthy- 
its, who insist, however, that in a new election 
they would carry the seat by a larger majority 
than ever. The English Roman Catholics, 
who are almost ali Tories, kept the Pope 


fully informed regarding the activity 
and methods of the Irish priests in 
the late election, as revealed by the 


Meath petition. This scheme is to extort 
from the Vatican the condemnation of tne 
Irish priesthood, which they hope will dam- 
age seriously home rule in Ireland. Dr. 
Vaughan, the new Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster, himself a strong Conservative, intends to 
leave for Rome next week to promote this 
intrigue, which probably will be successful. 
It is also expected that either Dr. Croke or 
Dr. Walsh, or both, will be summoned shortly 
to Rome to be catechised by his Holiness—a 
step that would precede any fulmination against 
the political activities of the Irish priests, 
The reported change in the Chairmanship of 
the McCarthyites before .the next session of 
Parliament is quite unfounded. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy has no desire to retire, and no mem- 
ber of his party could hope to oust him, even 
if he wished it. McCarthy is on the best of 
terms with both the Healy and the Dillon sec- 
tions. The dissensions among the Redmond- 
ites are more serious. “Tim” Harrington 
was opposed strongly to the proceeding with 
the Meath petition, as he regarded it as a 
measure that would destroy all hopes of any 
settlement between the warring factions 
of the Irish people, but he was 
overruled, and is withdrawing gradually 
from prominence in Redmondite circles, 
A still more acute cause of controversy has 
arisen between him and Redmond. There is 
likely to be a vacancy shortly in the office of 
Town Clerk of Dublin. It is the principal 
permanent office in the Corporation and has 
attached to it a salary of 35,000 a year. Both 
Redmond and Harringtok are canvassing pri- 
vately for the place. The Dublin Council is 
Redmondite, and neither Redmond nor Har- 
rington can secure the office unless the party 


is split in two by their opposing candidates. 


Harrington resents Redmond’s claiming the 
position as being beneath the . dignity 
of a party leader, while Redmond resents 
Harrington’s candidacy as an act of indis- 
cipline.

| by narrating events so common as the starv- 
ing to death here of several unfortunate peo- 
ple, but the report of dne day’s suffering may 
be worth noting as a comment upon the un- 
conscious cruelty of greatcities. Wednesday, 
according to testimony brought out by the 
Coroner, four people died of hunger in the 
heart of London. In one case a newly made 
widow saw her babe of 11 weeks die 


before her eyes because she was un- 
able to feed it. In another a dock 
laborer’s infant died two hours after 


its birth. The entire family were in a condi- 
tion of semi-starvation, with neither fire, 
light, nor furniture, the mother having only a 
quit to cover her. The third case was that of 
a neglected unknown man who died after hav- 
ing eaten a free breakfast at a charitable in- 
stitution. But the saddest of all was that of a 
German tutor knowing seven languages, who 
was found dying on a. doorstep from illness 
induced by sheer neglect and starvation. It 
is only by accident that this list of one day’s 
casualties from such causes became known, 
and it is to make such suffering public that 
processions of unemployed and hungry people 
are being organized. 

The Salvation Army is arranging for a 
parade of 10,000 mien who are ‘to walk bare- 
footed through the streets of the metropolis, 
while another association is, arranging a mid- 
night progress through all the. principal thor- 
oughfares, the theory being that when those 
who have plenty see the condition to which 
those who have not have been reduced there 
will be a more even distribution of things. 

Tomorrow there will be a gathering of 
Anarchists in Trafalgar Square to protest 
against the extradition of their confrere Fran- 
cois, the Paris dynamiter, who is charged with 
blowing up the Very restaurant last spring. 

E. H. Van Ingen of New York is suing the 
news agency which charged him with collect- 
ing British gold for use in the late elections in 
the United States. He claims that thirty 
firms in America whose members are Repub- 
licans have closed their account with him, 
since the articles were published. Among 
those who will be subpused as witnesses is 
Dan Lamont, who is charged with taking 
some of the money to America, but of course 
he will not cross the ocean to testify. 

Russian Students Being Persecuted. 

A story comes from Russia of the persecu- 
tion of a religious body called Stundists, a 
sect something like the Methodists. The peo- 
ple are subjected to the greatest indignities 
because they refuse to conform to the state re- 
ligion which calls itself The Religion of Love.“ 
The men are not allowed to work for them- 
selves, but during the day are forced to toil in 
the field. ploughing, harrowing, sowing, reap- 
ing, and felling trees for the benefit of the 
Commune. When night comes they are com- 
pelled to stay out as foresters or watchmen 
and during their. compulsory absence from 
their homes, the brutal drunken rurai police 
make a practice of intruding into their huts 
and assailing the ears of the helpless wives 
and mothers with torrents of ribaldry and ob- 
scenity. Vodka has been offered to the terri- 
fied women, nay, the fiery spirit is almost 
poured down their throats by force, and they 
are then subjected to the most brutal assaults. 

Grand Duke Sergius Causes Contention. 
The Grand Duke Sergius came over from 
Russia to England the other day with his wife 
and two rival steamship companies had an 
interesting struggle.as to which should carry 
him. First the royal personage was taken on 
board one of the buvats, and then the repre- 
sentative of the rival steamer got hald of him 
and dragged him over to his owa vessel. Of 
course, inashort time the first steamship 
company's agent discovered the loss, went 
after him and snatched him back again as 
much to the bewilderment of the Prince as 
to the gratification of the enterprising steam- 
boat people. The third time, however, he was 
allowed to remain on board and was landed at 
Dover without being shunted. :

Since his first triumphs his 
comings, goings, sayings, and doings have 
been watched and chronicled with care in 
every paper. For the moment the perform- 
ance of one opera has put state-craft in the 
shade.

Kantzau“ a night or two ago at the 
Costanzi and had a chat with the composer. 
He is worn out by the excitement of conduct- 
ing and communicating his own enthusiasm 
to his interpreters. He throws his whole soul 
into his work at these rehearsals, singing with 
the singers, acting with the actors, and electri- 
fying the musicians by his feverish earnest- 
néss and fire. 

In I Rantzau“ Mascagni has seemingly 
been largely influenced by the Marie Made- 
leine“ of Massenet and the Romeo and 
Juliet’? of Gounod. Yet he has in no case 
stooped to slavish imitation of his models. 
The suavity and charm of the French masters 
are warmed by something fresher and more 
passionate than either. If his themes are 
sometimes French hie feeling is essentially 
Italian. The opera now and then recalls 
Mascagni’s earlier works, but it is mellower 
than “Cavalleria Rusticana and more dra- 
matic than L’Amico Fritz.“ 

. Mascagni’s librettists have made a great 
deal of the subject, which is Romeo and 
Juliet” with a happier ending.

THE FOUR SPEEGHES CONTRASTED. 


Varied Utterances of Kaiser William, King 
Humbert, Caprivi, and Crispi, 
[SPECIAL cant. 

Roms, Nov. 26.—(Copyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Four memorable 
speeches have been made this week in Eu- 
rope. I refer, of course, to the addresses of 
the King of Italy, the German Emperor, Sig. 
Crispi, and Count von Caprivi. They have 
heen commented upon both favorably.and un- 
favorably,. but so far as I know they have not 
been contrasted. If they had been the resuit 
would have been curious, For instance, short- 
ly after the Emperor had demanded new re- 
cruits for the army, and by implication told 
us that peace was threatened, though not per- 
haps in the near future, his ally, 
King Humbert, made a somewhat jarring 
statement that the Italian Parliament could 
rest in the conviction that their country 
need not fear the interruption of peace, which 
meant, if words mean anything, that Germany 
and Austria, too, need ‘dread no war. The 
warmth with which Chancellor Caprivi pro- 
claimed the advantages of the Triple Alli- 
ance was again as noteworthy as Crispi’s 
coldness in alluding to that bond which he 
had done so much to tighten. More striking 
than all were the deductions of the Emperor 
and King Humbert from the premises of the 
former laying stress on the necessity of in- 
creasing the German forces, the latter plainly 
promising reduction in the Italian army and 
estimates, and declaring that efficiency was 
fully as important afactor in making an army 
as numerical strength. The state of Italian 
finances naturally gives the key to this differ- 
ence of opinion with regard to military ideals. 

Where he can get nothing, says a sensi- 
ble French adage, the King has no rights.“ 

Italy has been taxed almost to death. Ger- 
many has had well nigh intolerable burdens 
laid upon it, but King BRumbert and his 
Ministers have understood that more taxation 
might mean ruin. The Emperor and his 
Chancellor have still to learn this truth. They 
have gone on with the Army bill. 

Rome is once more the universal center of 
all roads. Allintrigues and all policies are 
linked with Rome. The Quirinal is bound up 
with the fate of Europe. The Vatican, as 
ever, is in touch with the whole world. The 
questions which are likely to be raised here in 
the next few months affect much more than 
Italy. We hear of conflicts between Church 
and State in Austria and Hungary, of Catho- 
lic action in Germany, of Catholic progress in 
America, and Catholic influence in France. 
The coming conclave is exciting many lands. 
The Dreibund is disturbing many others.

MUST HAVETHEFACTS 


REIOHSTAG WILL DEMAND THE OOM- 
PLETE ARMY ESTIMATES. 


In the Coming Discussion the Chancellor 
Will Be Forced to Furnish Com plete 
Details Before Any Action Is Taken — 
Centrists Think the Government Doomed 
—Prussian Diet Struggling with Miquel’s 
Fiscal Reports — The Czarowitz and 
Princess Maria of Austria Wed.

_ Berwin, Nov. 26,—When the debate on the 

imperial budget opens in the Reichstag 

Wednesday next some indication will be given 

as to the manner in which the parties are like- 

ly to range themselves on the Army bill, The 
army estimates that were prepared independ- 
ently of the increased expenditures involved 

through the new bill amount to 585,000,000 

marks, being 12,500,000 marks over the 

amount contained in the last budget. There 
is an almost unanimous feeling among the 
members of the Reichstag against proceeding 
with the Army bill until the government’s 
financial projects connected with the measure 
are fully disclosed. The House will compel 
Chancellor von Caprivi to make an explicit 
statement during the discussion of the general 
estimates. Until a full official declaration is 
made of the government plans for new tax- 
ation covering the extra expenditures the lead- 
ing members of the Reichstag are reticent re- 
garding the lines of attack or defense. In the 
meantime, if the tone ofthe Centrist and Na- 
tional Liberal organs was an infallible guide 
the fate of the Army bill would be settled. 

According to these organs the measure will be 

defeated on its first reading. Chancellor von 

Caprivi will resign within a fortnight and the 

Reichstag will be dissolved soon after he 

leaves office. The elections for new members 

will end in January and will result in a 

stronger opposition than is in the present 

House. Government officials are confident 

that none of these predictions will be fulfilled. 

They say the bill will be debated Dec. 5 and 

it will pass the first reading bya fair majority. 

Then it will be remitted toa committee. If 

the Center party require that their support be 

bought by the Chancellor agreeing not to op- 
pose the Centrist measure permitting the re- 
turn of the Jesuits to Germany, then a bar- 
gain will be struck. This would bring the 
governwent seventy votes. 

Can Force Caprivi to Give In. 

Chancellor von Caprivi as recently as the 
last session oppased the Centrists’ proposal to 
repeal the law against the Jesuits, but the 
party have chosen the right moment to bring 
pressure on the government, which will sur- 
render, and will neither oppose nor support the 
bill, but will let the Centrists pass the meas- 
ure with the assistance of the Freisinnige 
party, the Socialists, and the Poles, all of 
a hom would vote for the repeal of the present 
anti-Jesuit law. The German people as a 
people are indifferent about the Jesuits, the 
presence of a few hundred of whom would not 
be felt by the country. About forty Centrists 
who do not support the plans of the remainder 
of the party will oppose the bill. The govern- 
ment has also to take into consideration the 
wrath that will be aroused among the Con- 
servatives by the return of the Jesuits, and 
which will counterbalance the. other consid- 
erations. The ministerial circles continue 
confident that the goyerninent will come vic- 
torious out of the crisis. 

Will Take Up the Emigration Bill. 

Among the leading measures that will be 
submitted to the Reichstag is the Emigration 
bill, which was first published last spring as 
a restrictive measure. This bill will aid the 
efforts of the American Government to check 
undesirable immigration. 

The Emperor’s Social Purity bill, which is 
called the Lex Heinze, from the notorious 
Heinze case, which exposed the vices of Ber- 
lin, will now be expedited towards its passage. 
The Emperor is greatly interested in this 
measure, and he wants no delay in its being 
made a law. 

Absorbed in Miquel’s Fiscal Reports,

With this authorit 
we fraternally submit for your favorable consid- 
eration the following statement: 

Ever since the decision of Congress locating the 
site of the World’s Columbian Exposition in Chi- 
cago a number of persons, falsely claiming to 
speak in behalf of the laboring veople and to rep- 
resent their most vital interests, have so persist- 
tently and loudly demanded the closing of the 
Fair Sunday that Congress, affected by their 
clamor, enacte e law they demanded ostensi- 
bly in our na : 

The labor organizations afford the best and 
probably the only reliable means of securing a 
genuine expression of the working people's 
wishes relative to the opening of the World’s Fair 
Sundays; and to tend we address you and re- 
spectfully assert: 

1. That the act of Congress closing the World's 
Fair Sundays was due to a misapprehension of 
the desires of the wageworkers, and is an un- 
necessary abridgment of tne rignts of the people. 
2. That its enforcement would be a cruel blow 
to the working class, which most needs the bene- 
fits that could be derived from a study of the 
world's greatest achievements in the great field 
of labor and art. 
3. That, if the Fair shall be closed Sundays 
many of our fellow-workmen, who endured the 
arduous and hazardous toil of the preparatory 
work of the Fair will be debarred a view of the 
most colossal exhibit of labor’s products the 
world has ever seen, as the months during which 
the Exposition will be oven is the busy season for 
the great majority of wageworkers, and their ne- 
cessities forbid the loss of time and wages conse- 
quent upon visiting the Fair exclusively upon 
working days.

Geology Shows Its Age Varies from 73,- 
000,000 to 680,000,000 Years. 
Geologists haye ascertained that the rate at 
which erosion takes place can be measured;

AREAFTER THECHAIR 


DEMOORATIO ALDERMEN WANT IT 
. IN THE MAYOR'S ABSENCE.” 


Efforts to Be Made in Today’s Caucus to 
Have the Scheme Approved—Small 
Prospect That It Will Be Adopted by 
the Council—A Row Expected Over the 
Post of Sergeant-at-Arms—Committees 
of the County Board to Be Arranged in 
Caucus Tomorrow—Municipal News. 


Some of the Aldermen who expect to par- 
ticipate in the Democratic Aldermanic caucus 


afternoon have worked themselves into a 
state of fermentation over the question of who 
should preside at the meetings of the Council 
in the absence of the Mayor. Several Alder- 
men who seem to think that no one but Dem- 
ocrats have rights that should be respected 
have prepared speeches to be delivered at the 
event, which will take place at the Sherman 
House. It is quite probable, however, that 
the same combination that prevails in the 
Council will prevail in the caucus, and the 
1 hes will not bring about the desired re- 
sult. 

The fact that a Republican 1s called upon at 
each meeting of the Council to take the chair 
is a courtesy to the administration. The 
Mayor is & Republican, and the theory is that 
when he does not attend the Council meeting 
a Republican should be selected, just as the 
Mayor appointed a Democrat to succeed 
Jacob Kern as City Attorney. The people at 
the election . expressed mselves as in 
favor of a Democrat for City Attorney. 
Some of the Aldermen about the City Hall 
were talking about nominating a permanent 
presiding officer and expecting to elect him at 
the meeting tomorrow evening. They were 
not aware that the charter gives them no such 
power. The caucus might agree upon a man, 
but he would have to be elected each meeting 
of the Council, and the Mayor could come in 
at any time and claim his seat. Even if such 
a course was to be adopted and the caucus 
should decide to elect a Democrat 
each night, Mayor Washburne would 
mcg mtd come to the Council Chamber each 

onday evening, call the body to order, and 
then ask a Republican to take the chair. 
The Vemocrats could not help themgelves, 

Sensible Democratic Aldermen who are 
familiar with municipal affairs and customs 
are not disposed to change the present cus- 
tom and will, it is said, fight any resolution 
offered in the caucus looking to a change of 
the present rule. The caucus will undoubt- 
edly bea lively one. 

Its object is to nominate a sergeant-at-arms 
to succeed Coroner-elect James McHale. Mr. 
McHale will send his resignation to the Coun- 
cil tomorrow evening, to take effect Dec. 1. 
It is quite probable that all of the Democratic 
members of the Council will not be present, 
as there is some dissatisfaction over the effort 
being made by certain Aldermen to secure the 
nomination for Certain constituents. It is 
possible that the nominee of the caucus may 
not get elected, as it is understood that most 
of the Republicans would de willing 
to vote for any one the minority Democrats 
might suggest. Strong fights are being made 
for Joseph Haberkorn of the Nineteenth 
Ward, Charles Leiendecker of the First Ward, 
and M. J. Doherty of the Twenty-ninth Ward.

They Will Be Arrayed in Caucus—Daniel 
Root Slated for a Chairmanship. 
Daniel Root is slated for the Chairmanship 
of the Public Service committee of the Coun- 
ty Board. A caucus will be held tomorrow to 
finally settle the make-up of the committees 
and to discuss matters relating to the nat- 


ronage. A majority of the Commission- 
ers-elect had a meeting a day or

OBJECTS TO THE MILK ORDINANCE, 


Mayor Washburne Will Not Sign It, but 
Will Submit a Substitute, 

It is intimated that Mayor Washburne will 
not sign the milk ordinance passed by the 
Council Monday evening, but will send a sub- 
stitute measure to the Council tomorrow even- 
ing. The ordinance reported by the Judiciary 
committee was amended in a number of par- 
ticulars. The principal objection of the 
Mayor istothe title of the head of the de 
partment which the ordinance creates. It 
states that he is to be known a the 
Deputy Commissioner of Health. Theoriginal 
made the Deputy Commissioner a subordinate 
of the Commissioner of Health, but the Coun- 
cil knocked the words Commissioner of 
Health out of the measure, leaving the Dep- 
uty Commissioner of Health in full charge 
and only accountable to the Mayor. It is 
understood that Mr. Washburne does not ob- 
ject to cutting off the authority of the Com- 
missioner of Health, but he contends that 
the name of the head of the department 
should have been chauged from Deputy Com- 
missioner of Health to Chief Milk Inspector 
or some such title. There seems to be some 
fear that a question may arise as to whether 
the Deputy Commissioner of Health might 
not be the cause of some confusion, especially 
when the Commissioner of Health was away 
or when there was a vacancy in the office, 
Another provision to which the Mayor has 
some objection is the one requiring that the 
head of the department be a practical chem- 
ist. It is understood that Mr. Washburne 
feels that the administrative officer should be 
a person who is a practical milk man, up to 
all the tricks of the trade, and that provision 
should be made for a chemist to du the, an- 
alytical work. It is not expected, that after 
the department is thoroughly organized that 
there will be much analyz: to do after the 
first two or three months. milk dealers 
will know they are being watched and will 
keep their milk pure and , to the standard. 
There is also some tear of the Mayor’s being 
able to find a practical chemist with the ad- 
ministrative ability and experience to manage 
the department.

nied by the court, and the defense was 
directed to file its answer to the petition. 
Yesterday it was said by one of the attorneys 
in the case that according to rumor a continu- 
goce had been secured until- January or Feb- 
ruary. The truth of this would not be kncwn 
certainly, however, until the Chicago attorney 
who was at the hearing returned to this city. 
This is an action on the part of the bond- 
holders to realize something on their securi- 
ties before proceeding to the next step in the 
celebrated litigation-involving the Los Angeles 
Cable railway company and its offspring. the 
‘Pacific Cable railway company. The inten- 
tion has been expressed by the creditors of 
proceeding against the stockholders after the 
road is sold under foreclosure. This will 
bly bé done, and the final outcome of 
the litigation will doubtless be cited on the 
books as one of the celebrated cases in Amer- 
jean jurisprudence.

their stock, said an attorney yesterday. 
„Every man of affairs knows that nearly all 
new enterprises, no matter in what State they 
are organized, distribute large blocks of their 
stock at the beginning, the holders of which 
y for the same partly in money and largely 
in something else.

The purchase was instigated 
by C. B. Holmes, whoat that time was Presi- 
dent of the Chicago City railway company. 
W. L. Elkinsand P. A. B. Widener of ila- 
delphia two years before this had entered Chi- 
cago and with C. T. Yerkes had given Chica- 
go capitalists an object lesson of dazzling suc- 
cess, which was to be won by reorganizing 
railway companies. Their operations 
were more or less of an inspiration

C. B. Holmes had found little difficulty in 
interesting Chicago capitalists in enterprises 
of that character.

Several 
of the operations proved successful, and when 
‘he proposed to Chicagoans to purchase the 
Los Angeles road it was the work of not the 
slightest difficulty to secure the amount of 
money needed.

This band of Chicago capitalists got control 
of the stock of the Los Angeles Cable Kail 
way company at the rate of $32 per share. 
The purchase was made on the basis of 8 per 
cent earnings on $800,000. Arrangements had 
been made to change the motive power of the 
road to cable, and of the bonds of the Los 
Angeles company $836,000 had been sold in 
California. A new company known as the 
Pacific Cable Railway company was incor- 
porated in Illinois. The capital stock was 
made $2,500,000, and a bond issue of the same 
The holders of the 

Los Angeles Cable Railway stock exchanged 
their certificates for those of the Pacitie 

Cable Railway company share for share. Of 

the bonds an amount sufficient to take up the 

- $836,000 of the parent company outstanding 
was placed in the hands of atrustee. The re- 
mainder was to be used to complete the opera- 
tion of cabling the road. Part of these bonds 
were sold, but most of them were used as col- 
lateral at banks and with capitalists in this 
city, St. Louis, and San Francisco. 

When the notes becames due extensions 

were made in most cases after the notes had 
deen indorsed. C. B. Holmes, the President 
of the company, indorsed most of the paper, 
but there was at least One other stock- 
holder who pot his name on the back 
of some of it. In the meantime the 
Baring Bros.’ failure had occurred, the boom 
in Scuthern California had received a severe 
set back, and a wave of finaucial stringency 
had swept over the country. The work of 
cabling the system was proceeding, but it was 
found that the cost of construction was greater 
than had been estimated. The earnings of the 
road fell off greatly, and the road encountered 
great difficulties. it was unable to meet its 
liabilities, and finally Jan. 19, 1891, on the 
application of a creditor the road was placed 
in the hands of a receiver 
Receivers Are Appointed. 

George M. Bogue was appointed receiver in 
Chicago and J. F. Crank, Vice-President of 
the road, was placed in charge of the com- 
pany’s property in California. The impres- 
sion gained ground that the tremendous 
liability incurred would have to be payed 
by somebody. Whispers were heard that an 
attempt would be made to shoulder it on 
the stockholders. The latter, who had been 
told by C. B. Holmes that the road was capa- 
ble of éarning 12 per cent besides paying the 
interest on $1,500,000 of bonds, began to ex- 
umme a little more closely the situation. 

The stock, which at one time sold at 342 a 
Bhare, reflected immediately the uneasiness 
they felt. As a realization of the muddle 
broke more clearly upon them a bitter feeling 
Was aroused: against Holmes.

THE BLACK FOREST IN AUTUMN. 


A Peasant Wedding and a Good Story 
About Four-Leaved Clover. 

Letter in the Springfield Republican: The 
introduction of the railroad has not yet de- 
stroyed the primitive customs of these people, 
and in the absence of a daily paper the 
town-crier with his bell comes in the early 
morning hours into the square in the center 
of the village to announce everything, from 
town meetings and ordinances to the proper 
time for the opening of the grape harvest, in 
order that none may begin to pick the grapes 
until they are perfectly ripe. Then at the 
ringing of the curfew bell, when in summer 
time it is yet quite light, and the children still 
playing about, it is really funny to see them 
instantly scamper off home, as if. they had 
been imperatively called; and where only a 
few minutes before they had been shouting 
and calling to each other in their games, all 
is quiet and only a few flying figures are to be 
seen. 

These Black Forest people are very fond 
and proud of their country, afid enthusiastic 
in showing it and their customs at the very 
best. Itis really refreshing to see the man 
who drives us turning his head from side to 
side and looking up at the hills with such an 
admiring gaze, pointing out every view as if 
he loved it, especially toward evening when he 
turns around often and says, and truly, too, 
Jetzt ist aber die schönste zeit’’—now is 
the most beautiful time—and then again, 
while on an excursion, he told us that 
a large peasant wedding and mar- 
riage feast was taking place not 
off our route, and asked if we 
would not go. To our objection that we were 
strangers and not invited he replied: ‘QO, but 
you would be very welcome, and I am sure 
the ladies would have much pleasure. So 
we-consented, the horses were whipped up, and 
we turned off the high road, following a lovely 
green lane for about two miies, and long be- 
fore the end began to meet returning wedding 
guests, as we could see from the favors they 
wore pinned bigh up on the left side, made of 
tiny artificial flowers, with silver leaves, and 
often only a sprig of fragrant lavender, moet 
preferred by the peasants thernselves as a wed- 
ding favor. We -drew up at the door 
of a large inn, just in the barnyard. 
where crowds of men and women stood 
about, and to our surprise as .we stepped 
out of the carriage the bride and bridegroom 
came forward to receive us. Both were 
young and looked very grave and solemn 
though he was smoking a pipe, but iled 


smi 
and looked pleased when we shook hands 
with and congratulated them. The bride 
wore a high crown of white artificial flowers, 
with a fringe of colored glass beads hangimg 
over ber forehead, the usual pretty costume 
of black velvet bodice, with full white 
sleeves to the elbow, a high chemisette of 
the same, and a black velvet collar, a skirt of 
dark blue very full and short showing a 
border of red petticoat below it, and her hair 
in a long, handsome braid, hanging down her 
back. The man’s costume was only remark- 
able for the shortness of the waist of his 
black velveteen coat, especially in the back, 
which was just under his shoulder-blades, all 
the seams edged with red ana the coat lined 
with it; that and his knee-breeches looked as 
if they might have descended to him through 
many generations. 

Our driver, whom we had looked upon as a 
sort of chaperon in this strange company, 
disappeared at once, but friendly souls urged 
us to join other guests, unbidden and stran- 
gers like ourselves, only not foreigners, but 
who welcomed us with great cordiality to their 
table, which was a large wood shed, open to 
the children and chickens alike. Soon the 
maidens came round with the wedding favors, 
which they carefully prnned on the left side 
of every guest, and smilingly accepted a small 
gratuity, and we drank beer and wine, as all 
were expected todo. Some of the guests had 
already imbibed a good share, to judge by the 
noise they made, and there was great clinking 
of glasses and general joviality among them. 
A brass band of five pieces played deafening 
music just outside in the yard, and we were 
glad when they adjourned to a big loft 
over the stables, and we followed to 
see the dancing, the bride and groom 
and their relations being meantime at 
the wedding feast spread in the great dining- 
room in the inn. People of all ages danced, 
and it was wonderful to see how readily these 
peasants in clumsy ehoes caught the time and

With that I knocked him down and started 
off, but he blew his whistle, had assistance in 
a trive, and I was marched off to prison and 
given two weeks for striking the gendarme.

An additional rubric is placed at the end of 
the “ministration of baptisms, to such as are 
of riper years,“ providing that in case of there 
being any reasonable doubt concerning the 
baptism of any person this form may be used: 
If thou art not already baptized, I baptize 
thee in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.“ 

To the “form of svlemnization of matri- 
mony ”’ is added a special service for any bridal 
pair desiring to receive the holy communion. 

In the communion of the sick a short- 
ened service is provided for use in case of con- 
tagious disease or extreme weakness. 

To the “order for the burial of the dead 
are added several short prayers with a special 
form for the committal to be used at sea. 

Two changes of minor importance will at 
once commend themselves to persons not 
familiar with the Book of Common Prayer 
and who experience difficulty in“ finding the 
places.“ One change is the selection of ** psalms 
for holy days,“ immediately preceding the 
psalter, which will be omitted. The other 
provides that the psalms in the psalter be 
numbered in common numerals instead of 
Roman. 

During the convention the word “ pagina- 
tion caused a great deal of discussion. One 
of the most important acts taken by that 
august body was to provide that the new edi- 
tions of the prayer-book shall be paged uni- 
formly. There will be four sizes of prayer- 
book published, and none other authorized. 
The type will conform to the size of the page, 
so that in every book the number ot each page 
will be the same as the 2 pages 
in the three otner editions. In conducting 
the service the minister can announce the 
page upon which any special portion thereof 
can be found, and persons unfamiliar with 
the ritual need have no difficulty in finding 
the proper place. The church seems at last 
to have realized the needs of those who have 
not been trained to use the prayer-book. It is 
expected that the new books will be ready by 
Christmas day. 

The Standard Prayer-Book will be the 
finest specimen of the bookmaker’s art in this 
century. There will be but one copy printed 
on vellum, richly illuminated. The cover 
will be gorgeous with gold embroidery; 
the size of the pages about 15x20. The prob- 
able cost is estimated at $2,000. This stand- 
ard prayer-book, to which all future editions 
for the next century must be referred, will be 
deposited with the archives of the general con- 
vention in a vault at Hartford, Conn. The 
Rev. Dr. Hart has been appointed custodian. 
It is expected that the Standard Prayer- 
Book” will be exhibited at the World's Fair.

Drop off alittle of the higher mathematics and 
develop a little of the practical duty. We are 
sinoothing, by the teaching of Delsarte, the 
provincial in enunciation, choosing the speech 
of the next twenty-five years, not that of the 
last period of the same length. We are teach- 
ing a standard, rather than imitating the 
speech of any city or country. With the Del- 
sarte philosophy it is principle racher than im- 
itation, What is called gesture with an orator 
and manner with a woman, the numberless 
movements that impress the personality, are 
82 on principle, and not for affecta- 
ion,’ 

Jewels Should Match the Face. 
„What is your theory regarding the use of 
jewels and ornaments?”’ 

Jewels are worn for ornament. A jewel 
is often beautiful, but a beautiful woman is a 
higher order of beauty than the jewel, and the 
beauty of the woman should not be sacrificed 
to the beauty of the lower order. All women 
have beautiful eyes—every eye is beautiful. 
The eye is a small bit of color, which can be 
made more beautiful if we put the right colors 
with it. The beauty of the eye is obliterated 
by bits of wrong colors. Jewels best known 
in the market are often the ones that cannot 
be worn without injuring these color spots. 
And this leads to astudy of what jewels should 
be worn with certain eyes. Another beautiful 
thing is the flash of white teeth and the white 
of the eye, and this leads to the study of which 
jewels or ornaments would add to this flash of 
white or which would detract. 

Diamonds ate not advisable unless the 
face is brilliant, especially if worn too near 
the face. It is a study, and one should always 
be able to pick out his individual needs, ana 
not wear this or that just because it is a

THE BEAR RALLYING ORIES OF THE 
WEEK AND EFFECT OF EAOH ONE. 


Connection Between the Wizard and the 
Bankruptcy of His Railroads—Records 
Broken by the Heavy Shipments of 
Precious Metals Across the Water—Cot- 
ton and Iron Advancing—Railroad 
Bullding Next Year—The Indastrials 
Still Looking Up. 


New York, Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Jay Gould 
dying and America’s surplus gold going 
abroad ; these have been the bear rallying cries 
today, ending a week’s market interrupted by a 
holiday not having much of interest in it. It 
has been sometime since Mr. Gould died. 
He used to have the habit about once a week. 
That was when he was avowedly active in the 
stock market, Perhaps his resumption of 
the pastime may therefore signify that the 
amiable little man is commg to the Wall 
street front again. For three or four years 
now he has been declaring and all of his satel- 
lites have been echoing that he was out of the 
market, had no interest whatever in specula- 
tive movements, and did not care a continent- 
al for the Stock Exchange tape. 

To some extent the Gould protestations ha ve 
tor once seemed to have truth in them. 
Mr. Gould has had his hands full attending to 
certain big railway schemes, somewhat remote 
from Wall street’s fluctuating influences. It 
is not fashionable to suy it in the optimistic 
circles of Wall street, but none the less there 
have been ample evidences that Mr. Gould 
has been working on a scheme which, inde- 
pendent of bull manipulations or bear manip- 
ulations, will more or less naturally round out 
his enterprising career. That rounding out 
is likely to come in the shape of a tretnendous 
corporation smash-up. Whenever Mr. Gould 
has talked cheerfulness has always galloped 
smoothly along the course of his conversation. 
But though his words have been those of a 
bull, his acts have been the acts of bearishness. 

Gould’s Companies and Bankruptcy. 

Mr. Gouid has only one or two companies 
that have escaped bankruptcy. There never 
was but one sure thing about Mr. Gould, and 
that is the absolute certainty that anything in 
his hands is bound for a receivership. The 
list is long. Jersey Southern and Wabash, Erie 
and Texas Pacific, and Union ‘Pacific and 
Manhattan—these are samples. Of them all, 
only Manhattan has been able to catch its 
breath and come to the front in good shape 
again, and even this has not been because of 
Gould's management, but rather in despite of, 
it. Reminiscences are not much good in 
Wall street, however. To know just one thing 
which is going to happen tomorrow beats 
knowing a thousand things that happened 
yesterday. 

Still, when Mr, Gould has a new death-bed 
hippodrome, it is not unnatural, perhaps, to 
recur to some of the situations in Wall street 
attending previous scenes of the sort. The 
Gould crowd are undoubtedly short of à tre- 
mendous line of stocks. These shorts are 
probably scattered throughout the entire 
Stock Exchange list. One firm, credited with 
carrying the account of one of Mr. Gould’s 
sons, is 1 credited with carrying a 
line of shorts aggregating over 100,000 shares. 
Many of these stocks are of the road running 
West from Chicago and in few instances has 
any vossible profit so far accrued, for most of 
the contracts were put out from nine to fifteen 
months ago, when foreign complications and 
the effects of the Baring failure had unsettied 
and weakened values here. 

Mr. Gould is said to worship his boys and 
to give them a wide latitude in all business 
affairs, mut it requires a lusty imagination to 
believe that one of his sons would or could 
undertake without his consent an operation of 
which on a mere 10 per cent margin basis re- 
quires the locking up of $1,000,000 in case. 
Atter the stock market closed all Mr. Gould’s 
retainers were around this afternoon pro- 
claiming that his sickness had been misrepre- 
sented, that he wasu't in danger nor even 
threatened with any serious illness. 

Gold Pioves the Sorrow of the Street. 

Geld. rather than Mr. Gould, has been the 
sorrow of the street most of the week. On the 
eve of Thanksgiving announcement was made 
that $600,000 had been engaged here for ship- 
ment abroad. This set every bear tongue 
wagging. Everybody short of stocks got 
jubilant. The $600,900, it was freely pro- 
claimed, was preliminary merely to the en- 
gagement of from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000, ali 
to go out on today’s steamers. The whole 
market was forthwith hammered, Every con- 
spicuous stock was under attack. Most of 
them went off somewhat. Today’s steamers 
have sailed, however, without a penny being 


— 


added to the original engagement, 
and that shipment, it 18 now 
explained, Was wholly independent 


of trade conditions, and has really been sent 
abroad at a loss. Some cynics have sug- 
gested that a bear pool took it, and that this 
amount was merely a forced affair—virtually 
artificial so far as trade and financial condi- 
tions go. This is hardly likely. 

The banking house making the shipments 
has a close relationship to the French Govern- 
ment, and it is certain that there is just now a 
special demand for gold at Paris on ac- 


count of advances made by French in- 
terests to other European capitals, 
This, though, hae not anything to do 


with us so far as stock market in- 
terests are concerned, We have the gold 
and can spare it, though records are being 
broken in such shipments being made at this 
season of the year. According to all prece- 
dent gold ought to be coming this way. Next, 
to the bear speculators the most hopeless 
theorists in sight are New York bankers, They 
are talking in a cheerless fashion. They al- 
ways do when they have the chance. That is 
part of their business. Money-lenders profit 
by high rates. Any scare which may tighten 
the loan market helps along bank dividends, 
For this reason the average banker is some- 
times a trifle shy in financial forecasts. 

This fall and all last summer was consumed 
by the prophets in predictions that unpar- 
alleled money market squeezes were at hand. 
As a matter of fact funds have been compar- 
atively easy all the while. The shipment of a 
million or two of gold at this juncture ought 
not to very gravely worry investors. Indica- 
tions appear of increases in our export ac- 


count as close at hand. We have 
been shipping little cotton whose 
phenomenal rise in market value with- 
in the last ten days represents an 


increase of not less than $100,000,000 in out- 
right cash to the South, Europe took little 
cotton when the price was down around six 
cents, because Europe saw very — that 
the stuff was going to go still lower. It has 
almost doubled in value since then, and now, 
of course, the foreigners are afraid to buy for 


fear the quotations may not be stable. 
Through over-manipulation the price of cot- 
ton may go off somewhat, but all the condi- 


tions in sight favor the bulls, and this country 
is likely to feel the advance in a tonic way be, 
fore the winter is over. 

Improvement in Iron Market. 
There is improvement in the iron market. 
This is another help to the South, and to the 
North and West as well. If present indica- 
tions come to be facts, and the demand for 
pig iron continues as it now promises, to have 
an echo of the old Wall street maxim, which 
avers that when iron goes up the stock mar- 
ket goes along in sympathy, next year is likely 
to see a good deal of railway building. Im- 
portant extensions are planned by half adozen 
of the big lines centermg in Chicago. Some 
of these extensions would have already been 
begun but for the fact that most of the Chi- 
cago roads have been centering all efforts 
upon the improvement of mileage already 
constructed and available for World’s Fair 
traffic. 
The Erie directors meet Monday to de- 
termine that company’s financial plans for the 
next year. Incidentally the matter of divi- 
dends upon the preferred stock will be de- 
cided. Such dividends having been held in 
abeyance a long while were resumed last 
year. Now the street has it that the com- 
pany’s exigencies force its omission. If this 
de the official program, and members of the 
Board of Directors declare it probable, it is a 
sorry exhibition. The Erie has been sbrivel- 
ing up under its present management. While 
its competitors have been hustling: Erie has 
been doing nothing except shrivel. 

Politicians and the Reading.

POISONED ARROWS OF THE APACHES, 


Rattlesnake Heads and Ked Ants Cooked 
to a Jelly. 


Pomona (Colo.) Progress: We are indebt- 
ed to L. B. Hawks, recently in the Govern- 
ment Indian service in Arizona, for a graphic 
description of the manner in which some of 
the braves in the Apache region prepare their 
deacly arrows. Although the Apaches have 
had little or no use for their poisoned weapons 
for years, still they, because of a tribal in- 
stinct, each summer season go through an an- 
nual preparation of their arrow tips as care- 
fully and methodically as if an old-time war 
were near at hand. 

This work on the arrows is one piece of la- 
bor that the Indian brave will not leave to 
the squaws. He gathers a dozen or more rat- 
tlesnake heads and puts them in a spherical 
earthen vessel. With these he half a 
pint of a species of large red ant is found 
in many parts of Arizona. The bite of this 
ant is more poisonous than that of a bee. 
Upon these he pours a bit of water and then 
seals up with moist earth the lid of this ves- 
sel. He then digs a hole two feet deep into the 
ground, in which he builds a roaring fire, and 
puts in some stones. When the interior of 
the hole and the stones are red hot he makes 
a place in the bottom forthe earthen vessel 
and puts it in. About it and upon it he puts 
the coals and hot stones, and upon the top he 
builds a fierce fire and keeps it up for twenty- 
four hours. Then he digs out his vessel, and, 
standing off with a long pole, he diseng 
the top and lets the fumes eséape. The In- 
dian insists that if the fumes should come in 
his face they would kill him. The mass left 
at the bottom of the vessel is a dark-brown 
paste. 

To test the efficacy of his concoction Mr. 
Hawks has seen an Indian with his hunting 
knife make a cut in his bare leg, just below 
the knee, ana let the blood run down to his 
ankle. Then taking a stick, he dipped it into 
the poison and touched the descending bl 
at the ankle. It immediately began to sizzle, 
as if it were cooking the blood, and the poison 
followed the blood right up thedeg, sizzl 
its way, until the Indian scraped the b! 
off with the knife. The savage assured Mr. 
Hawks that had he allowed the poison to 
reach the mouth of the wound he would have 
been a dead man in twenty minutes.

Contents of the Ordinance, 


The ordinance contained a retrospective 
regulation by which the former students of 
the association are now delivered over to the 
university.

At Glasgow the council decided that the 
purpose for which Queen Margaret College 
was founded would be best secured by turning 
over everything to the University of Glasgow. 
The university couft accepted the offer, and 
the teachers now in Queen Margaret College 
have been appointed by the university court, 
and the students are considered university 
students. 

The number of students who have matricu- 
lated up to date is 108, of whom forty-three 
are medical students, Eight of these passed 
the first professional examination in medicine 
of Glasgow University in the beginning of this 
mouth. This is the first time in the history 
of the Scottish universities that women have 
been admitted to the examinations of the 
faculty of medicine.

EARLY NORMAN ARCHITECTURE. 


Churches and Tombs Built by William the 
Conqyeror and His Wife, 

Caen Letter in the Philadelphia Telegraph: 
It was to hold his own against them and to 
keep his rebellious subjects in order that Will- 
iam built the great castle at Caen. William 
was not a legitimate son, and had no legiti- 
mate claim to the throne. He was not even 
high born, at least on his mother’s side; and, 
on his father’s side, he was the son of a mur- 
derer; yet he proved to be one of the most 
able rulers of his time, and not only governed 
with great success the Duchy of Normandy, 
but conquered and administered all England. 
From William the Conqueror we have the 
Domesday Book and the feudal system which 
constitute the foundation of our English aris- 
tocracy, How the aristocratic idea can have 
sprung out of so unaristocratic an origin is 
one of those anomalies which plentifully char- 
acterize our social institutions. 

The castle of Caen, like the Tower of Lon- 
don, though commenced by William the Con- 
queror, was not finished by him. It was Hen- 
ry I. of England who completed this fortress 
when, after some fighting, he firmly united 
the 8 of Normandy to the throne of En- 
gland. The Town of Caen thus fortified has 
been fought for, attacked, and pillaged on 
many occasions. In 1346 it was pillaged by 
Edward III. of England, and again in 1417 by 
Henry V. The French, led by the brave Du- 
nois, took the town back in 1450, and then 
the Duke of Somerset, with 4,000 English sol- 
diers who had taken refuge in the castle, had 
to capitulate, After the wars between the 
English and the French ceased the Protestants 
and the Catholics fought for possession of the 
town, and it was teken by the Protestants in 
1562 and not given up till the Peace of Am- 
boise, During the great revolution Caen was 
acenter of the Girondist party, and it was 
from Caen that Charlotte Corday started for 
Paris to assassinate Merat. 

In spite of all these broils, wars, and 
troubles the two churches, built the one by 
William the Conquerer, the other by Matilda, 
his wife, remain still as magnificent speci- 
mens of the early Norman architecture. St. 
Estienne, or the Men's Abbey, is a most im- 
pressive structure. Its twin octagon towers 
were built in 1064, to years before the con- 
quest of England. One is surprised at the ex- 
treme simplicity of outline when contewplat- 
ing the church and these twotowers. Yet the 
great severity of the line imparts a majestic 
appearance, A sense of force and grandeur is 
engendered. Within the building is some- 
what spoiled by more recent additions. A 
large Gothic chapel was added in the four- 
teenth century; and, though beautiful in it- 
self, it clashes with the Norman style of the 
earlier part of the edifice. In front of the 
high altar a marble slab indicates the spot 
where William the Conqueror was buried, just 
805 years ago. 

At the opposite end of the town, Trinity 
Church, or the Ladies’ Abbey, will be visited 
with even more interest. It was in the year 
of the conquest, in 1066, that Matilda, the 
wife of the Conqueror, commenced tw build 
this church. The church has suffered less 
from the outrages of time and has been very 
perfectly restored. Yet the spires on the two 
square towers were pulled down, for strategi- 
cal reasons, in 1360, by Du Gueslin, who 
was then fighting against Charles the Bad, a 
Prince who claimed the throne of Burgundy, 
and was one of the most perfidious men of 
his time. What with Charles the Simple, 
Robert the Devil, William the Bastard, and 
Charles the Bad, we do not get a very good 
idea of the monarchical principle. However, 
Queen Matilda, if we may believe the 
epitaph on her tombstone, gives a better 
example. This will be found immediately 
behind the grand altar of the Trinity Church. 
The follow are the words: 

„She lov iety, she consoled the poor, 
and, poor herself, found herself only rich 80 
as to distribute her wealth among the indigent. 
It is in consequence of this conduct that on 
the lst day of November, after 6 in the morn- 
ing, she went to enjoy eternal life.“ 

Ine church she built, and where her remaius 
still slumber, is not so vast nor so imposing as 
that which ineloses the tomb of her royal con- 
sort, the Conqueror; but it is more pure in 
style and much more elegant. Here, undis- 
turbed, we may admire the early Norman 
style of architecture. There is, it is true, a 
chapel of the transition epoch to the right of 
the nave, but it has to be entered to be seen; 
it stands well back and dves not mar the 
general effect. There is something myste- 
rious and awe-inspiring about this Norman 
style of architecture. , It takes us back into 
the Dark Ages, There is an absence of orna- 
mentation, a simplicity of design, combined 
with a rude strength, which is imposing, ma- 
jestic, and yet clearly shows that the refine- 
ments of life were not yet developed. The 
stones speak with the voice of history. One 
understands better the Norman period from 
viewing these Norman buildings. 

Then when, from these eleventh century 
churches we proceed to view St. Pierre, built 
in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, we 
grasp at once the glories of Gothic art. 
Around us in the streets there are also many 
beautiful private houses and mansions, built 
in the thirteenth, the fourteenth, and the 
fifteenth centuries, and well preserved. We 
get some idea of the picturesque aspect of a 
medieval city, and sigh for those happy times 
when artisans were artists, when the work- 
man knew every department of his trade, 
when there was no subdivision of labor, 
when there was little or no machinery, when 
workmen became masters in their turn, when 
shoddy was unknown, when time was of no 
great value, when years could be devoted 
over one piece of work, and when the most 
beautiful, tne most artistic buildings the 
world possessea were raised; which, with all 
the machinnry and ali the wealth of the nine- 
— century, we cannot imitate or repro- 

uce.

In appearance the high-caste German 
woman reminds us more of the New-Yorker 
than any other, and indeed this great 
commercial city of Frankfurt, with its 
crowded streets, high, modern-looking build- 
ings, great shop windows, and general bustle 
and confusion, is quite like New York. The 
German woman is larger than the average 
French or American woman and of much 
neater mold than the English woman. 
Though large, she is finely proportioned, quite 
of such stuff as proverbial queens are made. A 
woman to whom the little ways of the 
petite woman are unknown and which she 
could but ill affect. She is not arch, She 
seems to have none of the elements of a 
coquette, She is dignified, but not austere. 
She seems to me the most practical woman in 
the world. She is formally cordial, thor- 
oughly well bred, but searcely winning. Yet 
Comica and I being only half grown, undigni- 
fied, and informal. like most other little 
women, are attracted by our opposite and 
agree that it we had our growing to do over 
again and could have any say so in the mat- 
ter we should come to this country and grow 
up like the German woman. 

From her tongue the German language 
sounds more musical than any other familiar 
to our ears. She is a born linguist, and you 
have only to select your language and she 
converses with you in it. This is not excep- 
tional but common, and, I think you will 
agree, gives token of great culture. In no 
country have we needed our own tongue 
less than here, for nowhere else have we 
heard English so fluently or correctly 
We were greatly elated to find that 
our book-German works as if greased or 
run on wheels, and while 1 am sure

Her carriage is superb, and we have remarked 
that she walks as lor an object, by which I 
mean that there is nothing ai:oless in her 
movements. She does not rush, since 
would be undignified, neither does she drag or 


loiter. She looks quite as if she kaew where 
she was going and expected a time when 
she got there. Her face is always pleasant, 


but now that I come to think of it, we have 
never heard her laugh. Laughing may be 
bad form in her caste. Her complexion 
is healthful and her eyes are clear and bright, 
beer to the contrary notwithstanding, and in 
every way she has shown us our ignorance, _— 
These observations have not been taken in 
one place, nor froin one class or caste, We 
have visited most of the priacipal cities of 
Germany, barring Berlin and Hamburg. At 
Wiesbaden and Baden-Baden, Germany’s 
world-famous watering places, I presume we 
saw the best and the worst of German swell- 
dom, and our discovery was that life at these 
laces is much after the fashion of American 
fife at Hot Springs, Arkansas, and Saratoga, 
where sick people drink the waters until they 
get well and well people drink them 
until they get sick—where wonen dress 
and men gamble. But it was here at Frank- 
turt’s Grand Opera-House that we saw one of 
the best-dressed audiences that we have found 
anywhere, that of the Grand Opera- House in 
Paris not excepted. In Paria there were 
certain stalis in which women could wear 
bonnets, and it was the same in England. 
But here in Germany not even in what is 
known to us as the “ peanut cary, may a 
woman sit with covered head, his house 
has five galleries and these music-loving peo- 
le had crowded the place to hear Carmen. 
— man and woman in the house was in 
full dress. Admission was refused all 
who would not comply witn this inflexible 
rule. Bare arms and shoulders were as 
common as at a ball. The scene was one 
that will never be forg tten by us, who had 
never seen such an assemblage in any opera- 
house. We had presented ourselves at 8:30 
o’clock, asin England and -France, only to 
learn that we had missed two hours and a half 
of the evening, it being the custom of the 
country to raise the curtain at 6 and ring it 
down on the last act at midnight. They go to 
make a night of it, and right royally they do 
it. Three-guarters of an hour is allowed be- 
tween each act to eat and drinkin the mag- 
nificent theater restaurant and to promenade 
the lobbies and examine the fine paintings. A 
bell is rung to notify the audience that the 
curtain is about to be aaised on the next 
scene, and every one leisurely finds his way 
back to his seat. This is done without the 
least rush or confusion. At home I am sure 
there would be lives lost in the scram bie that 
would follow these changes. 
It was in Heidelberg we found the German 
flirtation, if such a stupid performance could 
be designated by such a spirited namie, Pro- 
miscuous love-making seems to go in 
hand with dueling in this university city, and, 
in consequence, “college widows” are nu- 
merous as at our own educational centers. 
How the fair German girls can even play at 
love-naking with the scarred, duel-loving, 
pipe-smoking students is more than we can 
understand, but it really seems that the man 
who can exhibit the most disfiguring scars is 
the greatest hero. While in America college 
education seems to be chiefly directed to 
teaching football and rowing, in Germany its 
objects seem to be to teach dyeling, 
Heidelberg is a veritable paradise for lov- 
ers, with its beautifully kept walks and gar- 
dens, shaded retreats, ceaseless music, profu- 
sion of flowers, and inviting restaurants. 
Everything that tends to encourage sentiment 
and cultivate the romantic is there to be 
found. Atevery turn we come upon little 
tables at which are cornmonly seen the stu- 
dent and his fräulein. There is always beer 
for two and a pipe for one, the beer in true 
old-fashioned German mugs and the pipe 


of such length that the bowl rests 
upon the ground as the smoker sits 
with his arm about the irl’s waist. 
Net the least embarr are these 


young people by our unexpected presence, 
but they keep right on the even tenor of their 
ways ina manner culculated to impress us 
with the superior advantages of life in Ger- 
many. To just what class these young women 
belong we cannot say. When we tried to learn 
by promiscuous inquiry we were always 
assured it was the fashion and meant no 
harm, that everybody did so, etc., and since 
we have learned the everybodies represent the 
middle-class people, or the large majority,“ 
the supposition is, that if we had been born in 
Germany we should take our hugging on the 
street corner, drink a quart of beer at a sit- 
ting, and receive our kisses with a flavor of 
tobacco smoke in as matter-of-fact a way as 
do the pretty fraulein whom we saw at Heidel-

Early in July Tas Tripungz announced the purchase of the southwest corner of Forty-sec- 

ond street and Grand boulevard by the Lakeside club for $88,500. The corner was selected as 

a site for a club-house and plans were drawn by S, S. Beman for a $125,000 structure. Work

on the projected building has just begun. The exterior will be of buff Bedford stone, while the 
interior finish will be in hardwoods, tile, and mosaic. The main entrance will be from Forty- 
second street. This will lead up by a flight of marble steps to a vestibule from which the 
parlors open. The suite of parlors occupies the entire boulevard frqut of the first story. The 
building will be five stories high, surmounted by a high chateau roof. On the Forty-second 
street side the roof will be cut by three high gabled windows. One of the most striking in- 
terior features will be the main banquet hall 54 feet wide and 92 feet long. This will extend 
up through the second and third stories, with a gallery for an orchestra. On the fourth floor 
will be the main hall of the club, 70x121 feet in dimensions, and extending up to the apex of 
| the roof. In addition to this will be a stage 25x38 feet. The basement will contain bowling 
alleys, gymnasium, and nataturium. Above the parlors will be sleeping apartments for bach- 
elor members of the club.

Relations of Bench and Bar Improved, 
Judge-elect Hutchinson said that there was 
apt to be too much of a barrier between the 
bench and the bar. He was glad to see the 
two departments get near together socially, 
James L. High sketched the history of the 
Bar Association. He said the nucleus of the 
association had existed before the great fire, 
In 1869 a few lawyers had formed a club, 
among them Philip Stein, John S. Cooper. 
Judge Rockwell, Gwynn Garnett, and Judge 
Waterman. Upto the time of the fire the 
club used to meet in rooms at Monroe and 
Dearborn streets. James L. High was the 
first President. The present Bar Association 
was in 1873, when John N. Jewett and 
forty other lawyers signed their names 
to a circular calling on members of 
the Chicago bar to form a social organization, 
Leonard Swett, B. F. Ayer, Judge Tuley, 
Norman Williams, and Van H. Higgins were 
among names on the circular. Thirteen 
of the original furty are dead. In 1874 a con- 
stitution and by-laws were adopted. At that 
time A. N. Pence was Secretary of the associ- 
ation. Rooms were rented at Madison and 
Clark streets. Shortly afterwards the associa. - 
tion made arrangements to meet in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association Building. About 
that time the association became incorpor-

Owing to the efforts of the Bar Association 
several beneficial laws had been passed, one 
being the Appellate Court act, and another 
one suppressing the issuing of fraudulent di- 
vorces, The association had done much to- 
wards weeding out of the profession disreputa- 
ble members and those practicing without 
licenses, A pleasant feature of the 
Association’s ag 9 in the past had been 
its dinners, which Mr. High ho to see re- 
vived now that the association a perma- 
nent home.

Both Peters and Ward were interesting 
characters. Peters was originally a Philadcl- 
phia lawyer. He was elected by Congress 
Secretary Of the Continental Board of War 
June 13, 1776, and was later a Commissioner 
of War. He resigned the position in 1781, re- 
ceiving the thanks ef Congress for his valuable 
services. He was’ subsequently a member of 
Congress and h District Judge of the United 
States. He was famed for his wit and for his 
hospitality, and was the esteemed host and in- 
timate acquaintance of George Washington. 

is country seat, called Belmont, situated 
near Philadelphia, became in 1876 the site of 
the Centennial Exposition. His letter to 
Ward was written a few months after he be- 
mg Secretary of the Continental Board of 

ar. 

Gen. Artemas Ward was distinguished 
mainly for his sincere piéty and his punctil- 
ious and invincible integrity. He was uomi- 
nally in command at Bunker Hill, but did 
not participate in the battle. He was also in 
command at the siege of Boston until July, 
1775, when Washington superseded him. Ward 
was then made senior Major-General, and 
commanded the right wing at Roxbury. He 
tendered his resignation in April, 1776, on ac- 
count of ill-health. but remained at his post 
by the special request of Washington until the 
close ofthe year. After his retirement he was 
Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas 
and President of the Executive Counei of 
Massachusetts. It was after his resignation 
and two or thrée months before he left the 
army that he received the following letter 
from Secretary Peters:

Butler's next relic, dated Hillsborough, Oct. 
1, 1780, is a letter from Maj.-Gen, Gates to 
Brig.-Gen. Sumner, in whieh he mentions also 
Ma).-Gens. Butler and Smallwood. Horatio 
Gates was the wealthy Englishman who en- 
joyed the reputation of being the natural son 
of Sir Robert Walpole. He served in the 
English army in Camden, and was with Gen. 
Braddock at the time of his defeat. He is 
remembered chicfly and unfavorably for his 
disreputable intrigue against Washington, 
whom he vainly tried to supersede in 1777. 
His letter to Gen. Sumner was within about 
six weeks after the Battle of Canada, and 
shows that even then his army was scattered. 

Gen. Sumner was a Virginian, but was vom-

missioned as Colonel of the Third North 
Carolina Regiment in 1776, and sent to serve 
with Washington in the North. But in 1779 he 
was made a brigadier and ordered to join 
Gates in North Carolina, where he arrived in 
time to share with him the horrors.of Camden. 
Gen Gates’ pitiful letter is as follows:

I herewith send you a Duplicate of my Letter, 
which L sent you yesterday by the Same Express 
that brought me your Letter of 26th Ultimo, 
from Phifer’s—since then, I have not received a 
Line, or even che Smallest Intelligence from you.

of New York under date of Feb. 9, 1782. It 
relates to a matter of minor importance, and 
is interesting mainly on account of these two 
great names and the polished refinement of 
its language. Gen. Schuyler was born in Al- 
bany and was a wealthy and distinguished 
man when the war broke out. He was a State 
Senator in New York from 1781 until 1784, 
and must have held that office when he wrote 
this leiter to Clinton. 
Gov. George Clinton, the first Governor of 
the State of New York, was the brother of 
Brig.-Gen. James Clinton and the uncle of 
Gov. De Witt Clinton. He was Governor of 
New York from 1777 until 1795. In 1808, when 
James Madison was elected President of the 
United States, Clinton was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent. 
This relic is indorsed, probably by Gov. 
Clinton, or his secretary, as follows: Feb. 9, 
1782, Gen. Schuyler’s letter for a pass for 
Messrs. Glens to have an interview with their 
sister on the lines. The letter itself is as fol- 
lows: 

Albany February 9th 1782 
Dear Sir 


Altho I would much rather be indebted to Your 
Excellency for an obligation than to any of the 
circie of my friends. yet pervaded with a sense of

THE BLACK DEATH IN TURKESTAN. 


Reappearance of the Most Terrible Disease 
Known to Medical Science. 

New York Sun: Recent advices from Tur- 
kestan teli of the outbreak there of the Black 
Death in very virulent form, some thirteen 
hundred people dying of the disease in a small 
town inside of sit days. The black death is 
an unfamiliar name to modern times, but in 
the Middle Ages it was a current term, never 
spoken without a sense of horror. It passed 
| under. different names at times, such as 
the Great Death, the ‘ Bubo-plague,” 
the Tlague, und, indeed, it was the 
plague of the ancients. It was the plague of 
the time of Trajan, and was first men- 
tioned historically by the physician Rufus of 
Ephesus, and for 2,000 years it has paid peri- 
— visits, chiefly to Mediterranean shores. 
In the fourteenth century it extended all over 


25,000,000 of people haring succumbed to the 
scourge, while at the same time in the East 
23,000,000 and in China 13,000,000 perished. 
In 1656 some 800,000 people were carried off in 
five months by the plague in Naples. London 
had been visited many times by the disease, 
when what is known as the “great plague of 
London” prevailed in 1664, and about one- 
sixth of the population of the city was carried 
off. In Toulon, in 1721, one-third of the pop- 
ulation perished. 

Almost the last appearance of the black 
death in Europe was in 1840 and 1841, in 
Turkey and Dalmatia. It has never appeared 
in the United States. Our first accurate 
knowledge of the scourge dates from its 
prevalence in Egypt from 1833 to 1845, where 
it was studied by European physicians as care- 
fully as could be done with the restricted 
pathological teachings of that time. Since 
then there have been outbreaks in Irak on the 
Euphrates in 1867 and in 1878, in 1876 at Bag- 
dad, in 1877 ut other points on the Tigris, 
and again in 1884 in the same parts 
of Mesopotamia. In 1878 Europe was 
thrown into a panic by the appearance of 
the plague on the banks of the V.iga, but it 
was mild in character, and died out spontan- 
eously inashorttime. The various govern- 
ments sent commissions to the sp.t to study 
and report upon the disorder, but it haa quite 
disappeared when the commissioners arrived, 
and consequently our scientific knowledge of 
the disorder was not increased, 

We know it to be the most fatal of all epi- 
demic diseases. The mortality vames from 60 
to 90 per cent of those attacked, and occa- 
sionally every person affected dies. Not only 
human beings suffer, but rats, cats, dogs, cat- 
tle, and other animals become victims to the 
the pestilence. It is undoubtedly an 
acute infectious disease, caused by 
some miero organism which has 
unusually malignant proclivities, and which 
multiplies with enormous rapidity within the 
body. Death sometimes takes piace in a very 
few hours. Among the symtoms which have 
contributed to its various designations are en- 
largement and suppuration of glands aud the 
formation of carbuncles, whence the name 
* bubo-plague’’; and hemorrhagic spots and 
petechie under the skin, rendering the body 
quite dark or black, whence the origiu of the 
phrase black death.“ 
Like the eboiera and small-pox and several 
other contagious diseases, it haunts the habi- 
tations of the poor, the shiftless, and the 
squalid. Modern civilization in Europe, with 
its improved sanitation of cities and perfected 
water supply, hae gradually eradicated most 
of the epidemies that so ravaged medieval 
peoples, out pestilence still lingers among the 
Orientais, where everything it demands tor 
its sustenance and perpetuation is furnished 
with prodigal liberality ; fuul water, de- 
caying food, vile habits, filthy houses, 
unciean vestments, and streets reeking with 
garbage and offal. So long as these condi- 
tions persist, and unhappily they do persist 
even under the fostering care of European 
governments having control in these regions, 
so long will the East be a constant menace to 
the health of civilized mankind. While it is 
hardly probable that the black death will ever 
again visit Europe in a form so calamitous as 
formerly, stul conditions might at some time 
become so favorable for the growth and 
propagation of its germ that it might cause 
great havoc in certain continental cities such 
as Astrakhan, Constantinople, and the like 
where sanitation is scarcely known even by 
name. 


Pirate Kidd's Treasure. 
The only place where any of the treasure of the 
famous pirate, Capt. Kidd, was ever found is 
Gardiner's Island, at the east end of Long Island, 
a famons rendezvous for sea robbers. Here were 
found 783 ounces of gold, 633 ounces of silver, be- 
sides silk, satin, bullion, and jewels. But the 
places where Kiddgmay have conceuled such of 
his wealth as he and his mates did not drink up 
include Lion’s Rock at Lyme, Coun.; Monhegan 
Island, Me.; Appledore, in the Isles of Shoals; 


Cro’ Nest, on the Hudson ; Money 
Hill, on Shark River, N. J.; Sandy Hook. 
Kidd’s Tree on the Atlantic Highlands 


of New Jersey: Damariscotta Island, e. a 
lace on the Piscataqua River; Oyster Point. 
d.; Dighton Rock, ass.; Medford, Mass.; 
Salem, Mass.; Liberty Island, New York Harbor: 
and the east side of Manhattan Isiand in the 
neighborhood of One Hundredth strect. Eaough 
time and money, have been fvoled away in the 
search for money at these places to establish 
many menin business. Many of the spots were 
until recently regarded as uncanny, for it was al- 
leged of Kidd that whenever be buried money he 
killed a sailor to bury with it, that bis ghost 
might guard the treasure and scare away intru- 
ders.—New York Sun.

A RUSSIAN PROFESSOR ARRESTED” 


AND SENT TO SIBERIA. 


After Years of Suffering He Died and a 
Friend Now Prints the Running History 
Written by the Victim—Harrowing De- 
scriptions of Life and Death in the 
Mines — Unspealkble Cruelties of the 
Agents of the Merciful Czar in That 
Distant Land. 

A collection of the letters of a professor who 
was condemned to hard labor for life in the 

Sibérian lead mines has appeared at Berlin. 

The book contains, if possible, says a writer 

in the London Daily News, more wing 

descriptions of the suffermgs in the mines 
than are to be read in Mr. Kennan's work on 
the subject. For two years Jaksakoff (the 
writer of the letters) dragged the wheelbarrow 
in the lead mines, and then he succumbed. 

A heap of crumpled, closely written sheets 

of paper, which he confided to a young 


| arms, and warmed the poor wretch with her 
kisses and tears.

Once some of the prisoners tried to escape, 
Jaksakoff writes:

Baikaljeff took my me- 
moirs, which were hidden in a hole in the 
cave, ana swore that if he got free hé would 
see that they reached the hands of my wife or 
my parents, but if this were not possible that 
he would try to get them published. The 
troop of fugitives intended to set out in the 
night of the 3d of May, 1884. On this day the 
guards of the mine had every year a great 
carouse, which lasted all night. Prisoners 
who have li many years in the 
mines relate that on such occasions all the 
guards get completely drunk, and that the 
mine is tnen generally unguarded. The plan 
was for the fugitive not to leave the mine by 
the opening by which we entered, but by the 
lower cave of the third gallery, where the 
water which flowed out into the open reached 
to the hips, and where of late nobody went, 
and nobody was on guard.

“seventeen bearing dates between the 7th of 
ebruary, 1882, and the 17th of January, 1885. 
The 7th of January, 1882, the Russian Uni- 
versity professor, Vassilej Jaksakoff, aged 28, 
mas married to the bedutiful daughter of a 
rich Moscow merchant! In the evening the 
bridegroom was sent for, and he left the reom 
without any of the wedding guests noticing it. 
Three detectives were waiting at the door, 
and they invited him to drive with them im- 
mediately to the police station for the purpose 
of settling a matter which could not be post- 
poned. The whole affair, they stated, would 
not last longer thana quarter of an hour. 
Jaksakoff complied and left without telling 
any one. He never returned again. At the 
allio station he was thrust into a damp, nar- 
row ceil, and here he spent his wedding night. 
It was only the next morning that he learned 
from a sulky policeman that he was accused 
of taking part in the attempt on the life of 
Czar Alexander II. (13th of March, 1881). 
Jaksakoff, up to that time a loyal subject of 
the Czar, could not understand how he could 
be suspected of such a thmg. But the police- 
men soon cleared up this point. Jaksakoff 
had shortly before left his old lodgings, and 
at leaving had given his porter a left-off over- 
‘coat. In tne pockets the porter found a letter 
from the Nihilist Kibaltshitsh, who a year and 
a half before had been executed for tne at- 
tempt on the Czar’slife. It was indeed a very 
compromising letter. In it Kibaltshitsh re- 
quested Jaksakoff to give him a certain prom- 
ised article. What could this be but the ma- 
terial for the dynamite bombs which had been 
used against the Emperor? At any rate, the 
stnart porter soon came to that conclusion, 
and the police agreed with him. What good 
did it do Jaksgkoff to swear that he only knew 
Kibaitehitsh at the university at atime when 
the latter did not even know what a Nihilist 


was. 

When did it benefit him to assure them that 
the article referred to was only a harmless 
waterproof, and that the letter was dated 
from the year 1887? He was condemned to 
hard labor for lite, and this was regarded as a 
specially merciful penalty, for the crime for 
which he was acc was punishable with 
death. The victim was transported to Si- 
beria to the Nertschinsker silver mines, which 
at the publie expense are exploited for the 
Czar’s private funds, and, on account of their

This is our resting-place: Two rows of low 
shelves stretch across the whole of the room. 
Here I should rightly have room to sleep, and 
here the others do sleep on the bare boards 
and without a pillow of any kind. But we have 
given up our places to the women of two ban- 
with their children, 
re following their husbands’ voluntariiy 
to exile. A man who has ever seen 
better days can not have any idea of the 
sufferings of exiled prisoners. He cannot be- 
lieve his own eyes when he is thrust into such 
a lonely cellar, more wormy and horrible than 
the grave, and is told that for the future this 
will be his abode. Most, so circumstanced, 
asp for air, like any creature accustomed tu 
fring on land upon being thrown into water. 
Their heads swim and a few minutes after en- 
tering they faint. But their companions, the 
Other poor wretches, call them back to life 
again, and ina day or two everybody has got 
accustomed to the air of a Russian dungeon, 
filled as it is with the stench of corpses and 
lague and typhus germs.”’ 
off arrived at Tamsk by ship from 
Tiumen the 19th of September, 1882. He 
writes: 

The yard of the Tiumen Prison was full 
even when we set out on the journey thither. 
From the day of our arrival our numbers in- 
creased continually, and fresh caravans of 
exiles from Perm Ekaterinburg were con-

narrow prisons, and at last when we could no 
longer stand or crouch on the ground, regu- 
larly lay upon one another. This was also to 
be our fate on the ship. Nine hundred per- 
sons in a cage in which there was not even 
room for 400. Among families the stronger 
ones during the hours of rest always lay on 
the floor, and served as cushions for the 
women and children, otherwise they, like 
them, stood or crouched about. The others 
arranged among themselves to sleep by turns 
on the floor and on each other’s bodies. At 
night-time the interior of the cago looked like 
a large pit on a field of battle where the 
bodies of the fallen have been thrown one on 
top of the other. The prison on the ship re- 
minded one especially of such a sight. When 
the voyage was half done nobody had any 
money left, and everybody fought for the 
feod. Many ofthe sleepers were bleeding, 
and their blood flowed upon those lying be- 
neath them. During the day the atmosphere 
‘on the ship was vitiated, stifling, and filled 
with a mckening smell of blood. Then typhus 
broke out, and of 900 prisoners ecarcely 700 


The frontier of Siberia, at the spot where 
Jaksakoff’s party crossed, is marked by a 
square pillar.

A Dinner Party of the True Spanish Style 
Is Something to Be Remembered— 
Astounding Contents of the Black Pot 

odd Mixtures of the Spanish Cook— 
Garlic in Sweet Pudding and in Almost 
Every Dish—The Restaurant as We 
Understand It Is Unknown in Spain. 
Madrid Letter in the New York Times: 

The Spanish cuisine may be likened to the 

cathedral at Avila, which is excellent Gothic, 

but with a long row of side chapels in classical 
style, which the fatuous canons believed 

would give an air of elegance to the whole. A 

dinner party in the true Spanish style can be 

found yet in Spanish families, and is some- 
times given to travelers, It 1s a very different 
thing from the tourists’ table a’hdte with its 

French veneer, though the Spaniards have 

loarned to like the latter for themselves. 

Imagine along and narrow room, a stone 
floor, and swinging lamps. On the table are 
cold. dishes and tall bottles of straw-colored 
wine. Until the last guest has arrived there is 

a chat, asmoking of cigarettes, a picking at tne 

hors-d œuvre, and a sippingof the Manzanilla. 

Even when all are seated the beginning of the 

function is leisurely. There are three reasons 

for this: First, it is the temper of Spanish life to 
be so; second, itis the temper of the Spanish 
cook to do so, and, third, the little cold dishes 
are inexact accord withthe pale dry wine 
which, though it is not sherry, is more like 
sherry than anything elsc. The Manzanilla is 
pot very etrong and will be the only wine con- 
sumed. Of the hors-d'uvre there will be 
spiced olives, black, juicy, and aromatic; red 
peppers of the fleshy kind, not strong; spiced 
sardices, sliced sausages, meat jelly, and 
pressed pork with truffles. 
There is desultory talk—of the rate of ex- 
change, the health of the last matador injured 
in the ring, the newly-discovered Phoenician 
tombs at Cadiz, the last drawing of the lottery, 

While the conversation wanders on, your eyes 

turn expectantly toward the door. Each of the 

party, unconscious of the other, is staring in 
the same direction. There is aslight scuffle 
outside, a sinothered conversation, when the 
door opens and gives entrance to a waiter boy 
bearing a steaming black pot. It is the event 
of the dinner. 

In this pot are boiled together salrnon, eels, 
turbot, ham, duck, rabbit, red sausage, mus- 
sels in the shell, lamb, veal, beef, partridges, 

larks—nothing can come amiss. It is hot, 

aromatic, savory, juicy, greasy with oil, and 
discordant with the combined flavors of the 
entire flora and fauna of the habitable globe. 

Discordant seemingly, Sut only as the musical 

interweavings of Palestrina are discordant; 
say, rather, wverwhelming in their combina- 
tion. Oniy too late does the heediess palate 
begin perceiving what subtle ways these flavors 
keep and pass and turn again. 
This little morsel, say, is lamb; but the to- 
mato from the red sausage has given it a rosy 
tint. Bite it, and the juice that comes has the 
flavor of the sea. This is the mussel juice 
that dominates the whole. The aroma of the 
eel coils itself about the little lark popped 
whole into the pot, and the two are sustained 
by a strong, deep chord which represents the 
fragrance of the domestic rabbit. The clean 
and the unclean, the lamb and the ham, sink 
their flavors with sensuous confusion into a 
paste of indistinguishable vegetables. A fury 
seizes one. Lake the apostie of old, he bears 
tte voice, Kill, eat! while before him are 
all manner of four-footed beasts, birds of the 
air, and creeping things. 
With a spoon he scoops up from his tnrice- 
replenished dish the last drops of conglomer- 
ate juice, the last morsels of unidentified 
meat, and with a sigh that is both a benedic- 
tion and an appeal he fumbles for a match to 
light his cigarette. Now bottles are opened 
and talk goes on indefinitely. This isa din- 
ner for the gouds—for gods or for strong men. 
Later they will pass around liqueurs, but the 
meal itself is done. 
There are reasons; however, why the tourist 
or tne casual traveler does not often sit down 
toa meal of this character. The Spaniards 
themselves learn to discard their ancient 
cookery as individuals and families increase 
in wealth ana social importance, until the 
dinner of the black pot comes to occupy a 
place among the well-to-do similar to that of 
the New England boiled dinner in America. 
The all-conquering influence of French 
cookery bears heavily on the hotel tables of 
Spain, and, as elsewhere, it is French cookery 
shorn of its homely qualities, academical 
cookery, cookery by rule, and in set forms. 
On the Boulevard des Italiens in Paris one can 
have cabbage soup, boiled beef, and red beans, 
all plain. But the French cook abroad scorns 
such things. What, then, can be expected 
from the Italian chef, long resident in Spain, 
practicing what he understands to be the 
French cuisine, or from blighted Gallic ex- 
iles? How is it that the Spaniards are so fond 
of eating in these hotels, and, though not 
great on dinner parties, so often give dinner 
parties in them? 
There seem to be two reasons going hand 
in hand with that very general admiration 
which Spaniards have for everything Parisian. 
First, and at the root of the matter, is the 
Spanish national love for what is dignified, 
seemly, and decent to the point of melan- 
choly. The table d’héte appeals strongly to 
this disposition. Secondly, Spanish home 
life is sv secretive and social intercourse is so 
furtive that café and restaurant life is ex- 
tremely one-sided and quite different from 
what it is in countries where women have 
more liberty. 
The Spanish word for cooking food—guisar 
—sounds strangely like disguising it. Garlic 
and oil will go far toward disguising anything. 
One should not be captious, and the chief 
value of experience is to put one on guard 
against snap judgments. 
Things seemingly strange may be done with 
garlic to produce a good effect, but the cook 
must be an artist who is above ordinary rules. 
Sugar is sweet. Put sugar on raw oysters and 
you have an abomination, a false chord, just 
as when one touches the wrong keys of a 
piano. In the same way sugar and garlic do 
not usually chord, yet there is a cook in Cadiz, 
a bizarre genius, who will give you tiny bits 
of garlic in the sweet pudding you are eating. 
Taken by itself the chord remains as false, but 
having regard for what has gone before and 
what is stillto come, the combination may 
possess the wsthetic virtue of dissonance—an 
effect useful in music and gastronorny. 
But when knowledge of this high character 
percolates through the confines of its natural 
resting place in the minds of the learned ana 
becomes the common possession of a pupula- 
tion of hasty and democratic cooks and — 
boys, strange things in the shape of food will 
appear at hotel tables. One recalls the ex- 
pression, Wine maketh glad the heart of 
wan and oil that causeth his face to shine. 
But the oil, it must be remembered, was 
for external application. The face 
of the tourist will not shine when it gazes 
into a disn of beans swimming in rancid oil. 
In this “disguising’’ of meats and vegeta- 
bles the chief accomplices of oil are garlic, 
tomato juice, grated cheese, sugar, and vine- 
gar, and with these much can be done. After 
all. in spite of this free mixing of French and 
Spanish ideals, there is at least the pleasing 
element of surprise never to be enjoyed at the 
eat of the more pretentious hotels of Ma- 
rid, Sevitle, or Malaga.

There is, indeed, the Spanish music hall, 
and the performances are extremely amusing; 
but it suffers, very much in the way the vari- 
ety shows in America suffers, from the ab- 
sence of ladies in the audience. In this par- 
ticular, as in many others, Spain is nearer to 
America than to the rest of Europe. How 
such things come about—how the disorderly, 
the careless, the absolutely uncultivated—can 
in any country capture a whole form of enter- 
tainment, and one of the, best forms of - enter- 
tainment, is something difficult to discover. 
Yet it is the case both in Spain and in Amer- 
ica, 
I have said little of Spanish drinking, for, 
in truth, the Spanish are not great drinkers. 
They produce a great deal of wine, which 
every one consumes at table, but as they are 
a sober and a temperate people social drink- 
ing does not go far. The eine and the olive 
form the basis of Spanish exportation. The 
wine trade has recentiy received a severe 
shock. During the winter months the writer 
traveled through this country in company 
with a United States Treasury Commission 
sent abroad to further the interests of the 
Chicago Fair. On every hand the first in- 
quiry was, Shall we find in the United States 
a new market for our wines? 

The wines meant are not sherries or Mal- 
agas, for which tnere is a sufficient sale al- 
ready, but the heavy table wines, the importa- 
tion of which into France has recently been 
stopped by high-tariff discrimination. They 
were used in France for mixing with French 
wines of little body, and after being manipu- 
lated were sold as Burgundy or Bordeaux, 
The red is very dark in color, and has often 
a blackberry-like flavor, due to the mineral 
character of the Spanish soil. ‘The white wine 
of the south—of which the Manzanilla is one 
of the highest grades—has something of the 
taste of sherry, but is not so strong. 


TWO AMERICAN WOMEN. 


Been the Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough and One May Be. 
The Duke of Marlborough, whose sudden 
death occurred Wednesday, leaves a widow 
who can justly lay claim to being the most 
beautiful of the American women living in 
Europe. 
The Duchess of Marlborough was the rich 
and handsome Mrs. Hamersley. And before 
that she was Miss Lily Price, a girl of many 
accomplishments, and so exquisite in beauty 
that people passing her in the streets stopped 
and stared at her, marveling at her beauty. 
Miss Price was poor-as a girl and her people, 
although descended from an excellent Troy 
family, were not rich enough in this world’s 
goods to give her the thiugs which she desired. 
Her subsequent marriage to young Mr 
Hamersley and her triumphant reign as 
beauty’s queen are so recent that most people 
recall the scenes of that part of her life. 
After Mr. Hamersiey’s death the very 
strange Hamersley will case again brought 
Mrs. Hamersley into prominence as the claiin- 
ant to one of the richest estates of this genera- 
tion. | 
Owing to some disagreement regarding 
church matters Mrs. Hamersley decided to be 
content with a legal ceremony when she be- 
came the Duchess of Mariborough, and so it 
was that she and the Duke of Marlborough 
were quietly married one afternoon in the 
Mayor’s office. 

Since the marriage the American Duchess 
and her English husband have made many 
visits to America and have always been re- 
ceived in the best society. Two years ago 
they were here forthe Thanksgiving festivi- 
ties, and more than once the Duchess has 
“taken a run over for some special occa- 
sion which she desired to grace with her pres- 
ence. 

The Duke’s son and successor is not yet 22 
years old. Intheevent of his death Lord 
Randolph Churchill steps in, and Lady 
Churchill, who was Miss Jerome of New York, 
becomes the Duchess of Marlborough. Thus 
the title which has been heid till now by an 
American may succeed to another American. 
In 1874 Miss Jennie Jerome, the second 
daughter of the late Leonard W. Jerome, 
married Lord Randolph Churchill. ,She was 
a beautiful girl and 1s now a beautiful woman. 
The years have touched her lightly. But she 
is now wholly an Englishwoman in her tastes 
and interests, and has as little to do with the 
land of her birth as she can help. She has 
fine regular features, a superb, erect figure, 
and gray blue eyes.—New York World.

„iss terribly sad reflection,“ remarked 
MacShaugnassy musingly, but what a des- 
perately dull place this earth would be if it 
were not for our friends, the bad people. Do 
you know,” he continued, “when J hear of 
people going about the worid trying to reform 
_ everybody and make them good I get pos- 
itively nervous. Once do away with sin and 
literature will become a thing of the past.

„I shouldn’t worry myself about it,“ re- 
ied Jephson, dryly; “one half mankind 
been ‘reforming’ the other half pretty 
steadily ever since the creation, but there ap- 
pears to be a fairly appreciable amount of 
human nature left in it, notwithstanding.

Pirates and highwaymen have been 
ly abolished. Dear old ‘Smuggler 
Bill’ wears a frock coat and a top hat, and 
-fights the excisemen with a pen instead 
of a cutlass, The press gang that was 
always so ready to rescue our hero from his 
approaching marriage has been disbanded. 
There's not a lugger fit for the purpuses of 
abduction left upon the coast. Men settle 
their ‘affairs of honor’ in the law courts and 
return home wounded only in the pocket. As- 
saults on unprotected feinales are confined to 
the slums, where heroes do not dwell, and are 
avenged by the nearest magistrate. Your 
modern burglar 1s generally an out-of-work 
plum ber or a greengrocer. His ‘swag’ usually 
consists of an overcoat and a pair of boots, in 
attempting to make off with which he is-capt- 
ured- by the servant girl, Suicides and murders 
are getting scarcer every season. At the pres- 
ent rate of decrease, deaths by violence will 
be unheard of in another decade or so, and a 
murder story will be laughed at as too improb- 
able to be interesting.

Jerome K. Jerome Writes to a Friend About 


„The Councillor’s Wife.” 
Jerome K. Jerome, the English litterateur, 


in a letter to a friend in New York, tells of 
his impressions of his new play, The Coun- 
cillor’s Wife,“ which he wrote in collabora- 
tion with Eden Phillpotts. What he has said 
may be of interest, particularly as The 
Councillor’s Wife received its first pro- 
duction under favorable auspices in Chicago 
only a few weeks ago. In his letter Mr. 
Jerome says: 


Mr. Phillpotts came to me one evening and read 


me the rough draft of aplay. There was much 
in it I liked and much also that I did not like. 
Three or four of the characters struck me as par- 
ticularly useful for comedy. We agreed to col- 
laborate, and for the next three or four 
months we worked at the play with much 
enjoyment to ourselves. We tried to make ita 
comedy of character, keeping as far away as pos- 
sible from tricky ‘ curtains”’ and gallery-beloved 
„situations. ibe Councillor and his wife we 
regarded as fresh treatments of well-known char- 
acters, but of Theodore we were proud, consider- 
ing him as an original creation—so far as any- 
thing in this played-out. century can be original.

The number of these formidable agents of 
modern warfare 1s so great, ahd their claims 
so incredibly numerous, that we tire of read- 
ing about them and have no desire to search 
for explanatory particulars. 

Just at present American vanity is gratified 
by the announcement that Nov. 1, 1892, at 
Harbor, the English Government 
attacked with a six-inch rifle, using three 
Holtzer dnd two Pallisser projectiles of 100 
pounds each, an armor plate of nickel steel, 
carbonized by the Harvey American process

One very mild pre- 
tender, Mr. Iturbide of Mexico, who refuses 
to stir about his title, has the good taste to 
keep out of the picture shops. ere is some 
demand for his photographs, but dealers in 
such thi say that they havo tried in vain to 
obtain it here and in Mexico. 

No royal beauty has had a greater sale for 
the last two years than the Baroness Vesara, 
the victim of the Austrian Crown Prince. 
Her picture in half a dozen poses has gold 
enurmously in the United States and over 
most of the civilized world, but it cannot be 
bought in the Austrian Empire. 

Portrait sellers complain that the Germans 
alone among resident foreigners can be de- 
nended upon as purchasers of royal photo- 
graphs. The Italians purchase — of the 
Italian royal family, although they and people 
of all nationalities buy 2 — raphs of smili 
Pope Leo and the late Pope Pius, The Frenc 
care little for the pictures of their pretenders, 
and scarcely more for those of their Presi- 
dents. The small German royalties are pur- 
chased chiefly by their former subjects resi- 
dent here, save when gome Teutonic princekin 
weds a British or imperial German princess,

ARMENIA LONGS FOR FREEDOM. 


The People Dream of Reconstituting the 
Ancient Kingdom of Their Fathers, 

Mr. Edmond Lecointe, who has rezently re- 
turned from Persian Armenia, tells in Nou- 
velles Geographiques of a remarkable move- 
ment in that country in behalf of the political 
independence of the Armenians. Armenia is 
well known as the Poland of Asia. The 
is 


country, once a powerful kingdom, 

now divided between KRussia. Turkey, 
and Persia, and the Armenians 
have no existence AA a distinct 


nation. Mr. Lecointe says that many of them 
believe their nationality will soon be restored, 
and this idea is particularly popular in Per- 
sian Armenia, where, strange to say, prepara- 
tions are being openly made for the event. 

The Town of Urmia is the head center of the 
revolutionary feeling. A committee is sup- 
ported there which is planning for the recon- 
stitution of independent Armenia, This com- 
mittee is known as the Société Bibliophile. It 
is not surprising that it has a French name, 
when we remember that French is the only 
foreign language that is cultivated in Persia, 
and that not a few subjects of the Shah speak 
it with elegance. 

The Armenians in Persia of recent years 
have had considerable reinforcements from 
their Russian and Turkish brethren who have 

one to Persia to live to escape the exactions 

o which they are subjected in their own coun- 
try. It is among these immigrants that many 
of the most active prumoters of insurrection 
aré found. They travel openly from village 
to village preaching a crusade against Mo- 
hammedans, whether they be Turks or Per- 
sians. They advise every adult to procure 
guns and to prepare for the coming uprising. 
Ihe priests in the churches of Urmia declare 
that the day of deliverance is approaching and 
that every Armenian should be willing to sac- 
rifice his property and lay down his life, if 
need be, for the national cause. Accumula- 
tions of frearms have already been made, and 
every week many Arinenians arrive at Tabriz 
tu buy guns, pistols, and knives. 

There is one great difficulty, however, in the 
way of the reconstruction of the ancient King- 
dom of Armenia. The people are themselves 
divided into factions. There is no people in 
the world who have become more disunited by 
internal feuds than the Armenians. They, 
therefore, do not have the advantage of a 
single leader of authority. They yield obedi- 
ence to rival committees which are promoting 
interests that have nothing in common so far 
as the whole country is concerned except the 
one issue of the final reconstruction of the 
kingdom. Split up into factions, as the Ar- 
menians are, Turkey and Persia do not seem 
to think it worth while to take measures to 
suppress the plotting that is going on. A day 
for the general rising was fixed for May 15 last, 
but the event was postponed, 

Persian Armenia is the northwestern part 
of Persia, adjoining the Armenian possessions 
ot Turkey and Russia. It is an elevated coun- 
try, with a cool climate, a fertile soil, abund- 
ance of game, and numerous gardens and 
tields whose products are renowned in Persia. 
Its chief town, Urmia, near the big lake of the 
same name, contains about 45.000 inhabitants. 
Most of the population are Chaldean or Ar- 
menian, though there are a good many Kurds 
and some Persians and Turks. The Armenian 
population numbers about 70,000 in this dis- 
trict and a few thousands are scattered 
over the rest of Persia. It wi a 
prolific and a dsome race, but the 
people are not very well liked by their 
neighbors on account of their arrogance and 
faithlessness. They do not seem to think it 
at all dishonorable to break their word. The 
Persian Armenians, Mr. inte says, are 
the happiest subjects of the Shah. He gives 
them absolute liberty in religious matters, 
and compels the Mohammedans to treat their 
priests and churches with respect. They are 
exempt from military service and their taxes 
are comparatively light, in which respects 
they offer a striking contrast to the misery of 
their neighbors, the Turkish Armenians, For

MEN AND WOMEN OF DISTINCTIO 


A Dinner Table Story Which Shows Grant’s 
Opinion of Carl Schurz. 
At a little dinner party at the Union League 
club in New York the other evening they were 
talking of the proposition to send Garl Schurz 
to the United States Senate. Some of the 
comments which were made ought to have, 
caused Mr. Schurz’s ears to burn. After the 
others had expressed their opinion Commo- 
dore Van Santvoord said: I was once din- 
ing with Gen. Grant in this elub. We were 
talking about prominent men whom we had 
known and Schurz’s name was mentioned, 
Gen. Grant said: ‘There was one time 
when we were in great anxiety in 
the West over the condition of our 
armies. They were critically situated. 
We did not know whether we were going to 
get supplies to them and a permanent base of 
supplies for them. After a great deal of trou- 
ble we relieved them, and got them into satis- 
factory shape. After ail had been done and 
we bad all been working with all our might 
to accomplish it, Gen. Schurz rode up and be- 
gan to find fault. He insisted that this thing 
ought to be done and that thing left undone, 
and after he had got through seolding some 
one simply said: Why, General, the army has 
its supp ies and is so situated that it can keep 
them. But even then Sehuraz grumbled and 
wrote some kind of complaining reports.“ 
“When Gen. Grant had said this he 
ut dis cigar in his mouth, took 
ve or six whiffs very slowly, blowing 
the smoke from his mouth like a 
man who is turning something over in his 
mind, and then he said, speaking very calmly 
but with a queer inflection in his tone, ‘Schurz 
was a reformer then as he is now.’ And then 
with a gesture of contempt Gen. Grant ab- 
ruptly changed the subject. He understood 
Schurz as well as any man who lived, quite as 
well as Mr. Lincoln did when he wrote him 
that sarcastic letter.’’ 


Gladstone and the Priest.

“Yes, Fr. H——, I saw it with my own 
eyes. A thousand years for a single franc! 
What do you say to that?“ 

What do I say?” said the padre, gayly; 
“why, I say it wasdirt cheap! What more 
would you want for your money?“ 

The roar of laughter at this unexpected sully 
maj be imagined. But the comic contrast 
was the face of the great man, who still con- 
tinued solemn. For him it was too serious a 
thing for jestiing. He would have liked to 
renew the subject, but that was impossible. 


How Cleveland Heard the News. 

The following interesting anecdote about 
President-elect Cleveland is told by Charles 
Jefferson, a son of Joe Jefferson. It refers to 
the night of the Chicago convention, when for 
hours the Democratic convention deliberated 
and listened to the special champions of the 
aspirants fur the nomination. Mr. Jefferson 
says: 

I was with Mr. Cleveland at his home at Gray 
Gables, and kept tally of the balloting as the 
news came over the wire. We were all intensely 
interested and hardly dared to breathe. Cock- 
ran's speech was still before us, and we did not 
know what its effect would be or in what shape it 
would manifest itself. All were bending over my 
shoulder watching the figures, when the spell was 
suddenly broken by Mr. Cleveland remarking in a 
startled tone: ‘I forgot to dry my fishing lines 
today.“ At the critical moment, when New York 
was about to cast her vote and the danger of a 
break was the greatest, Mr. Cleveland aruse and

Sir Andrew Clark has often been heard to 
say that Mrs. Gladstone is quite as much en- 
titled to the name of the Grand Old Woman as 
her evergreen husband is tu that of the Grand 
Old Man. On Jan. 12 last Mrs. Gladstone’s 
80th birthday came round, an she 
passed the morning in writing letters to her 
friends in England, a task which she accom- 
plished without wearing glasses of any kind 
as aids to her sight. In fact, she has never 
yet known what it is to need spectacles, and 
her eyes are as bright as those of a young 
woman. Every mornitig passed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Gladstone at Hawarden sees them both 
at church, nearly three-quarters of a mile 
from the castle.

PREMIUMS MAY BE BASED ON THE 
GROSS AMOUNT OF LOANS. 


Practical Construction of the Statute Under 
Which All Associations Operated Prior 
to 1880—A Rehearing Secured by the 
Illinois State League—General Practice 
Throughout the State Sustained-A 
Distinction Between Premiums and De- 
clared Profits. 

A decision has recently been handed down 
by thé Supreme Court of IIlindis which will 
be of interést to every building and loan asso- 
ciation in the State, and especially to such as- 
sociations as operate under the old system of 
securing the payment of premiums in advance. 
The decision is rendered on a rehearing of a 
case which was decided some two or three 
yegrs ago. The suit originated in a foreclos- 
ure by the Mutual Building and Loan Associ- 
ation against the estate of Frederick C. Tas- 
cott. In determining the actual amount of 
indebtedness in a loan on which a 25 per cent 
premium was bid a question arose as to 
whether the premium should be based on the 
gross amount of the loan or on the net amount. 
In other words, the association contended that 
on the 25 per cent premium basis the borrower 
should get $75 in cash for each $100 of the loan, 
while the plaintiff insisted that for each $100 
of the loan he should have received $80 in 
cash. 

The building and toan laws have never been 
construed onthe point at issue, but the al- 
most uniform practice among societies 
throughout the State supported the position 
taken by the Mutual Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation. In the decision reached in the case 
it was held that the premium must be com- 
puted on the net amount received. The de- 
cision scarcely construed the law literally, as 
there were certain circumstances connected 
witb the loan im question which had to be con- 
sidered. It was shown that it was mutually 
understood by the parties to the loan that the 
borrower should get an advance of $8,000 on 
the entire loau of $10,000. The decision, how- 
ever, clouded the intention of the statute, and 
to clear matters up the State League, repre- 
sented by Messrs. Stern and McNulty, ar- 
ranged fora rehearing of the case, in which 
they appéared as associate counsel for the as- 
sociation, 

Opinion of the Court. 

The following from the opinion indicates 
the ground taken dy the Supreme Court: 

It is insisted that the obvious construction of 
this statute required the premium to be com- 
puted upon the gross amount of the loan, and in 
this case required the premium to be computed 
upon the entire $10,000, thus making the net ad- 
vance to which Tascott became entitled only 
$7,500. Whetherthis is the true construction of 
the statute or not we are not called upon to de- 
termine, asthe appellant, by its entire course of 
dealings with Tascott and his legal representa- 
tives, and by its pleadings and proofs in this suit, 
has, in our opinion, precluded itself from invok- 
ing that construction. 

t seems to be the fair conclusion from all the 
evidence that the association, from the beginning, 
in its dealings with Tascott, recognized and 
adopted the other method of computation. As 
we have seen, the committee of the association to 
which the sufficiency of the security offered by 
Tascott was referred, in its reportexpressly recog- 
nized the amount of the advance to which Tas- 
cott became eniitled by his bid of 25 per cent, 
premium to be $8,000. 

The statute referred to is in the following 
language: 

The Board of Directors shall hold such stated 
meetings, not less frequently than once in each 
month, as may be provided by the by-laws, at 
which the money in the treasury, if $100 or more, 
shall be offered for loan in open meetings; and 
the stockholder who shall bid the highest pre- 
mium for the preference or priority of loan shall 
be entitled to receive a loan of $100, less the pre- 
mium bid, for each share of stock held by said 
stock hulder. 

The position taken by the court in not pass- 
ing on the general practice of the associations 
operating underwhat is known as the old 
plan ef deducting premiums on the gross 
amount is considered as sustaining this prac- 
tice. 


Relation of Premium and Profit Accounts. 


In answer to a question as to whether pre- 
miums deducted from loans should be consid- 
ered profits eli e for division at the end of 
each year a b ing and loan expert discusses 
the subject of Premiums earned as distin- 
guished from premiums unearned iu the Cin- 
einnati Inquirer. The conclusions arrived at 
are in keeping with the practice of most Chi- 
cago secretaries in having an unearned pre- 
mium account. answer to the question 
proposed was as follows; 


If the premium deducted never goes back to the 
borrower then, of course, said premium in time 
finds its way to the credit side of the profit and 
loss account, but because “it never goes back is 
not a reason Why it should be counted in as an 
immediate gain. Premium is. only another name 
kor extra interest paid in advance, and if all 
the deducted premium is credited at once as 
a profit future years are at once robbe of 
their just proportion. © make a strong 
case, a loan or loans for the year may command 
50 per cent premium, say for loans aggregating 
$20,000, maki the ucted premium $10,000, 
If this were divided the first year the gain would 
appear enormous for one year, after which the 
rate of gain would decline from year to year be- 
cause no more premium could be obtained from 
the same loans, The premium should be divided 
over a period of years to agree with the life of 
the series, and then the rate of gain from year to 
year would appear uniform. Even if the society 
is run as a single series concern it is wrong to 
divide the premium at once, but in a series asso- 
ciation it is a dangerous practice, because it ma- 
tures stock before the real gain justifies maturi- 


ty. Suppose $10,000 dedacted premiums di- 
vided at onee causes A series 
to mature by reason of counting 


$20,000 of loans as assets. Is it not plain that the 
morigages are handed over to those who remain 
at $20,000 when in reality only $10,000 was paid for 
said mortgages? Whatever rate of interest paid 
in advance, premium represents that rate for the 
time yet to run and should be held back as un- 
earned for the benefit of those who take the mort- 
gages at their face value. 80,000. When a bor- 
rower actually repays his loan and sacrifices the 
spe ee previously deducted then said premium 
s undoubtedly a profit. It also omes a profit 
when his account is finally settled by maturity, 
but not until his account is el If secretaries 
and others would keep in mind the fact that de- 
ducted premium, as stated, is only extra interest 
paid in advance, they would have no trouble in 
setting aside this extra interest and drawing on 
it only us it falls due,

A painting of rare excellence, probably 
from the skilled hand of that excellent man 
Titian,” as a Latia legend on the back would in- 
dicate, has recently been brought to Chicago for 
sale. It was formerly in the collection of the 
Countess FPugger-Klett, who sent the picture 
from Germany to Dr. Tiédermann of Philadel- 
bhia. The doctor has lately retired from his 
practice and gone to reside in Virginia. Not 
wishing to take the picture with him he sent it to 
his daughter, Mrs. Jenny Vaily-Séherenberg, the 
vocal artist, who has it at present at her home, 
No. 1953 Deming coart. 

The title of this rare bit of painting is The 

rucifixion with the Mourning Women.”’ 

Near the center of the picture is the Christ 
crucified, and on the left are the two Marys; one re- 
clining on the ground weeping, while the other ia 
kneeling over her as it to console her. To the 
right stands St. John, andinthe distance is a 
landscape with a dome and the roofs of a city, to- 
wards which some horsemen are riding. 

The painting is upon a sheet of copper about 
twelve inches wide and eighteen in height, and is 
backed by a piece of wood upon which the Latin 
inscription is pasted. The rich color, the felicit- 
ous arrangement of the linee and of the masses of 
light and shade, as well as the proficient manner, 
evince the work of a master.

Mr. Guy Magee, the bibliophile of No. 69 
Dearborn street, has recently returned from Eu- 
rope with a remarkably fine collection of prints, 
consisting of line engravings, etchings, mezzo- 
tints, and stipple engravings, as well as a few 
colored plates. Many of the rarest works are 
from the collection of Firman-Didot, which was 
dispersed in Paris several moagths ago. 

One of the many important features of the col- 
lection is a series of portraits by the men who 
belonged to what may be called the golden age of 
fine engraving in France, as Edelinck, Nautenil, 
Desplaces, Vermeulien, and others. Among these 
are Le Brun's portrait of Pompon by Nautenil; 
portraits of Le Brun, Mausary, the young Duc de 
Berry, painted by De Froye, Rigand's portrait of 
himself, painting of his wife, and others en- 
graved by Edelinek; a portrait of Maignard, en- 
graved by Vermeullen; Rigand's portrait of Mme. 
Duclos, engraved by Claude Drevet, Largillière's 
portrait of the same actress by Desplaces, besides 
many superb works in engraved portraiture by 
Wille, J. G. Meuller, Le Kain, Troumain, and 
others. 

A fine proof is a portrait of Millot, a comedian, 
attired in a costume similar to that in which Mo- 
liére has been so frequently depicted, engraved 
by Thurneysen after the drawing by Dauphin. 

There are also in the collection engravings and 
etchings of many of the works of Rembrandt and 
his time, among them Masson’s portrait of Rem- 
brandt and The Ratebane Seller by Cornelius 
Vischer, besides numerous portraits of Napoleon, 
some rare Americana, a few colored plates of 
Rowlandson’s character stutties, Boglish mezzo- 
tints, and many genre subjecte of the Boucher 
style. A beautiful mezzotint of F. Bol's Lady 
Reading is the work of R. Earlom. 

Mr. Magee expects to receive another large con- 
signment of prints this week, which will com- 
plete what is without doubt the richest collection 
of line engravings ever brought to Chicago.

Several water colors, as part of the summer 
work of S. P. R. Triscott, are also exhibited. 
Several of them show a departure from the usual 
lines of salt marsh and sea coast subjects which 
this artist has painted so much. They are 
pastoral landscapes, btight and sunny, and pos- 
sessing more atmospheric quality than is usually 
found in his work. 
There are also four water colors by Sears Gal- 
lagher,a young pupil of Triscott, which show 
clever work. They are coast scenes with boats 
and fishermen’s huts ana figures.

ing to the time-honored method followed 
throughout the ages. A Papal election is 
totally unlike an election. anywhere else in 
the world. Immediately after the death of the 
Pope, the Cardinal-Camerlengo, or Chamber- 
lain, is summoned to the death-chamber, 
where he performs a strange and ancient 
office. With a small hammer he taps thrice 
upon the forehead of the dead Pontiff. call- 
ing him by name at each stroke. No sound- 
ing titles are employed in this grim “call of 
the hammer.”’ The Camerlengo simply utters 
the baptismal name of the dead man, and 
then, after a pause, he takes from the Pope’s 
unresisting finger the signet ring of the 
fisher.“ This ring is the pontifical symbol of 
spiritual authority. -It bears a representation 
of Peter the Apostle drawing a net full of 
fishes from the sea. A new signet ring, with 
this scene cut in cameo, is presented to every 
Pontiff on his election to the office.

END OF A PLUNGER’S CAREER. 

Ben Blanchard, the plunger and confidence 
man, has been unearthed at last. He was 
found some ten days ago in Hutchinson, 
Kas., after the officers of the law had been 
hunting him for about three months. It is 
probable that his arrest will prove to be the 
end of one of the most remarkable series of 
confidence games that have been played upon 
the public in this generation. Several years 
ago he was a real estate boomer and pro- 
moter” of improvements in Terre Haute, 
Ind., raking in about $200,000 from his vic- 
tims. With so much of this as was not spent 
while catching the gulls he moved to Chicago 
in 1885 and opened an office with S. A. Kean 
& Co. as the first step towards forming 4 
connection among the Methodists. It is 
said that before long he had formed the ac- 
quaintance of every preacher of that denom- 
ination in the city and through them obtained 
the confidence of their flocks. Upon these he 
unloaded tracts of wild and worthless land in 
Kansas and Nebraska, running in addition a 
city scheme in each of those States and one in 
Montana. He ordered the building of a Pull- 
man palace car for his own use, the first and 
only payment on which was made by a check 
for $4,200 indorsed by a Methodist clergyman 
who subsequently bad to pay it. In this car 
Blanchard took out a party of ministers, 
elders, and financial men to look at their 
possessions in Kansas and Montana. As a 
result his lots there went off quickly and 
money rolled in freely, but did not come in 
fast enough to enable him to meet his obliga- 
tions. 
The consequence was that after about eight 
months’ sojourn here, during which he caused 
to different parties a collective loss of fully 
$100,000, he found himself at the end of his 
rope. His enemies came down upon him 
all at once. Mr. Pullman wanted the balance 
due on the private car.“ The contents of 
the said car were levied on by the men who 
had furnished it on credit, and a Deputy 
Sheriff from Terre Haute put in hs appear- 
ance at the same time. Then the rogue had 
to clear out in order to avoid arrest, and it is 
said he followed the example of Jeff Davis by 
dressing up as an old woman for his flight 
southward. He went to Mexico, remained 
there till the storm blew over, and then made 
his way to Hutchinson, near which place he 
bought 160 acres of sand dumes on the 
south side of the Arkansas River, laid them off 
into town lots and began to boom them. This 
was in 1887. He raised sufficient money to 
enable him to begin the construction of what 
was to be the “Indiana Block,’’ 400x160 feet 
on the ground plan and theoretically intended 
to be eight stories high. But by the time the 
walls were up to the height of one story he 
had sold enough lots to pay for the land and 
the construction of the building, Then work 
was stopped and has not since been resumed,

: Tuns is now pending before one of the 
Council committees.an ordinasce in favor of 
giving the Morse Light, Heat, and Power | 
company a franchise to construct “in the 
streets, avenues, alleys, tunnels, upon via 
ducts, and in and under sidewalks qires for 
the purpose of transmitting power, light, 
heat, and signals. The company is directed 
to build or lease viaducts or poles of its own, 
and to allow other companies to use them on 
terms agreed to by the resyective parties, All 
conduits are required to be underground 
within the district bounded by Fullerton av- 
enue, Ashland avenue, Thirty-first street, and 
the lake. Outside this district the com- 
pany is allowed to construct a sys- 
tem of wires’ over buildings and on 
poles, provided that the system shall 
be placed underground, if so ordered, within 
five years from the date of passage of the or- 
dinance.” The only return which it is pro- 


posed to give the cfty for this extraordinary 
franchise is the permission to erect electric 
lamp-posts in connection with the wires 
at the street corners of the territory 
where the wires and tunnels are to be run, 
also acertain small percentage of the gross 
receipts. The arguments in favor of the pas- 
sage of the ordinance are that it will enable 
the city to obtain electric lighting for the pub- 
lic thoroughfares at a moderate cost and ex- 
peditiousiy, and that it will break down the 
monopoly maintained by the Underground 
Conduit company in this city, which, it is 
claimed, leads to high prices for gaslights to 
individuals, The arguments are flimsy and 
absurd. The city can extend its electric 
lights on the special assessment plan more 
cheaply and expeditiously than throuch the 
operations of a private corporation. It is 
within the power of the Council to compel 
the Underground Conduit company to mod- 
erate its prices and to abate its monopolistic 
pretensions. What is there to prevent the 
new company from entering into combina- 
tion with the old one? What is there to show 
that the new company is not asandbagging 
affair? Who are behind it? This ig not a 
good time totalk about tearing up the streets, 
even though it is proposed to defer the process 
for a few years. The Morse Electric Light, 
Heat, and Power company’s ordinance should 
not be recommended by the Committee on 
Gas, nor should it be passed by the Council. 
It will bear watching,

Tun aggregate of exports for the United 
States for October was some $15,000,000 less 
than for the same month of last year, while 
the imports showed an increase of a little 
more than $12,000;000. The result was an 
excess of only $8,395,834 of exports over im- 
ports, against an excess of $36,040,984 for 
October, 1891. The decrease for last month 
was chiefly in cotton and breadstuffs, some 
other articles showing an increase, The fol-

Other Real Estate Conditions Less Satis- 
factory—Realty Agents Preparing for a 
Quiet Market—Tax Buying Losing Its 
Attractions Through Competition— West 
Side Property Sold at Auction—Down- 
Town Building Leased for Restaurant 
Purposes—Buildings Projected. 
The real-estate week was btoken into by 
the Thanksgiving holiday with the usual holi- 


day results. The transfer list was smaller 


than usual; and there wasa lack of interest 
at the offices. 

It is to be presumed that the real-estate men 
took the occasion furnished last Thursday to 
sum up the year’s work and decide what they 
had to be thankful for. The most important 
thing, no doubt, was that the demand for in- 
vestment property, especially in the down- 
town district, continues active. On thescore 
of acre and subdivision property it is quite 

. . probable that the average dealer found but lit- 
tle to express gratitude over. The acre mar- 
tket as a consequence of the inactivity in lots 
and subdivision trade is dull and shows no im- 
mediate prospect of improvement. 

An unfavorable sign of the times may be 
found in the action of a number of the older 
real estate firms. Several of these houses, 
which for years have made a practice of guar- 
anteeing a portion of their calesmen's salaries, 
have ‘announced their intention of putting 
sub-agents and salesmen on a strictly commis- 
gion basis for 1893. This is taken by the sales- 
men as an indization that these firms do not 
expect todo much of a general business next 
season, and asa consequence the real estate 
business is losing its attraction for many of 
them. One of the best known subdivision 
firms, which has held to the policy during the 
last ten years that agents should be guaran- 
teed a certain salary, proposes to put every 
one connected with the house, except the 
partners, on a strict commission basis, and, to 
make matters worse, has proceeded to interest 
itself in subdivision property outside of Chi- 


No Boom Looked For. 
_ The theory is, that the general business 
which would be attracted to the house during 
the year, will be unimportant and that the 
members of the firm can attend to the regular 
clientage investments. This condition of 
affairs may not be of any great significance 
as indicatmg the prospects of the market, but 
it shows a marked difference from the atti- 
tude which a number of firms took at the first 
of 1892. Although the market then was not 
of the most active kind, these houses affected 
to believe that all that was necessary to make 
a market was finely equipped offices, a full 
line of salesmen, and office help and liberal 
advertising. In some cases these tactics were 
reasonably successful, while in other cases it 
was demonstrated certain conditions 
necessary to active business were lacking. As 
a general thing the houses which began 1892 
with a policy of n and adapt- 
ing themselves to the chauged condition of 
circumstances have been the most successful. 
The real-estate men of the city had one 
thing above all others over which to express 
ir thanks last Thursday. This was the 
that the collapse in prices, and in values, 
for that matter, which was predicted by the 
u conservatives, has not been experienced. 
Although the market has been dul! owners 
have succeeded in making their second and 
third payments and feel independent. 
Owners Holding Their Property. 
There is not the rush of property upon tue 
market which might be expected under exist- 
cireimstances. In sections where there is 
but little demand owners are contented to 
hold their property and wait for the advance 
which will come with the growth of the city. 
Even in the World’s Fair district there has 
been no serious setback to real-estate develop- 
ment. After the first flurry following the an- 
mouncement of the location of the Fair at 
Jackson Park Worid’s Fair frontages were 
quiet and seemed to be in light demand. The 
extraordinary development by means of rapid 
transit extension and building. operations has 
dene much to bring actual values up to some- 
thing like the range of World’s Fair prices. 
The World’s Fair will bring to the section of 
country south of Fifty-first street and east of 
State street transportation service of a char- 
acter which probably could not have been se- 
in ten years of ordinary growth. What 
the effect of the erection of apartment-houses 
and hotelsin the vicinity of Jackson Park 
wilt have cannot be determined until after the 
Fair has closed. It is quite probable, how- 
grers that enough extra income will be secured 
uring the six monthsto carry the building 
enterprises over any reaction which may fol- 


w. 

In the case of owners of old buildings the 
Fair cannot fail to be profitable. An instance 
may be cited of the lease of a State street cor- 
ner for a six months’ term at a rental which 
would be considered quite ample under ordi- 
nary circumstances forafull year term. In 
this case the extra income will be used to off- 
set carrying charges in replacing the present 
building with a fine mercantile structure next 
Tall. 

“gs 3 Tax-buyers in Hard Lines, 

It appears that that amiable class of citizens 
known among real-estate men as tax-buyers 
has fallen into hacd lines. Asa consequence 
of the gradual lowering of interest rates there 
Has been more competition in the field of tax- 

uying, which holds out a promise of extraor- 
diary protit. On account of this competition 
the bids have become higher and smaller frac- 
tional parts of properties are taken by them 
for delinyuent taxes. Time was when tax- 

ers expected to pay delinquent taxes for 

not less than a-half or a quarter of the lot on 
which the taxes remained unpaid. The com- 
tition, it is said, has becoine so sharp that 
year $800,000 in taxes, representing, of 
course, property worth away up in the woill- 


ions. were sold on a basis of one vigintilionth | 


of the 8 on whith taxes were delin- 
quent. The old tax-buyers are dropping out 
and it is intimated that in most cases where 
_ Buymg was done last year by any of the old 
line tax agents it was done with the under- 
standing that they could turn their purchases 
over at asmall profit to some of the new 
agents who are ambitious to invest their 
money in this way. 

Years ago the tax agent had excellent pros- 
pect of establishing the title to the property 
on which he paid delinquent taxes. In the 

re of two years, unless the owner ar- 
ranged for the payment of his taxes and ad- 
ditional penalties, the tax-buyer. received a 
deed which if the tax sale was made accord- 
ing to law, gave him full title. He could 
. then take steps to occupy the fractional part 
of the property, and in case it was occupied 
an ejectment case could be brought by him 

against the occupant. 

Species of Legal Blackmail.

SUCCESSFUL AUCTION SALE HELD. 


Geod Attendance and Free Bidding at the 
| Initial Real Estate Board Sale. 

The first of the auction sales under the au- 
spices of the Chicago Real Estate Board held 
last Monday was considered a success by all 
parties interested. It was conducted by Cre- 
miu & Brenan, who were largeiy responsible 
for the establishment of the auction system.

Prospective buyers will 
only attend auction sales to secure bargains, 
and the sales will never be popular unless 
property 2 and unimproved can be 
sold at or under its current value. The next 
sale will be held tomorrow, at which Barnes & 
Parish will offer the ground and buildings. at 
the northwest corner of Adams street and 
Seeley avenue. In these sales but one piece 
of property is offered, and the sale is thor- 
oughly advertised. 


PURCHASE OF MILWAUKEE ACRES. 


What a Chicago Firm Proposes to Do in 
the Cream City. 

The following account of the purchase of 
Milwaukee property for subdivision purposes, 
in which E. A. Cummings & Co. are interested, 
was published in the Milwaukee Sentinel last 


week: 

The sale of the property in the Eighteenth 
Ward known as the. Weightman tract was defi- 
nitely closed last Monday. Of the 190 acres which 
the tract contains ninety acres have been bought 
by Hackett & Hoff and 100 acres by E. A. Cam- 
mings & Co. of Chicago. The property will be 
improved at once. Sewer, water, and gas pipes 
will be laid, the streets will be opened, graded, 
and macadamized, the gutters paved, cement 
sidewalks laid. and next spring the property will 
be opened for sale tothose who desire to build 
permanent residences to cost at least $3,000 
apiece. 

In order to arrange for the satisfactory sale of 
the property in lots, E. A. Cummings & Co. asso- 
ciated themselves with a Milwaukee firm. Hack- 
ett & Hoff thus secured the east ninety acres, 
which are more favorably situated, and, there 
fore, are more expensive. hese ninety acres ex- 
tend from Glen avenue on the west to the White- 
fish Bay drive on the east, and from Park place 
on the south to Burleigh street on the north. The 
most important consideration in the value of this 
— J. its park and boulevard frontage, the 
ormer being half a mile in length and the latter 
being equal to 2,000 feet. The lake park extends 
all along the east side of the Whitefish Bay drive, 
and west of it is the Hackett & Hoff property, 
which, for residence purposes, will sell at not less 
than $100 per foot.

AMONG ARCHITHOCTS AND BUILDERS. 


Claim on the “Chicago Construction” by a 
Minneapolis Architect. 31 

The Buffington Iron Building company has 
been organized in Minneapolis, with a capital 
stock Of $1,000,000, for the purpose of recover- 
ing damages from owacrs of buildings in 
cities throughout the country which have 
been erected after the steel frame system of 
construction. Leroy S. Buffington claims to 
have patented a method of steel superstruct- 
ure. He claims further that architects and 
builders of skyscrapers have infringed on his 
rights. He proposes to take the matter into 
the courts and recover 5 per cent on the cost 
of such buildings. In New York and Chicago 
buildings valued at $14,000,000 have been 
erected in which the steel frame construction 
has been used. 

Snyder & Nothnagel have completed the 
plans and are letting contracts for the Dela- 
ware, a new six-story hotel to be erected at 
Nos. 1488 and 1487 Wabash avenue, by the 
Delaware company at a cost of $150,000.

Now comes the most important int. 
What did these roads pay the stockholders? 
The appended table of dividends shows what 
each railroad company paid in cash; there 
was no scrip issued. It is absolutely correct 
and each return was sworn to before a 
notary previous to the report bemg made to 
the Auditor-General of the State. Where 
dollars are indicated the dividend was so 
many dollars per share. For instance, in 
1875 the Citizens’ line gave its 
shareholders, who oy $22 for each share 
of stock, $9. he Germantown line 
declared a per centdividend, 6 being the fi 
which was 3 on each share of pve by or $6 on 
the $100. But in 1876 this company paid $18 
on the $100, with only $35 paid in on each 
share, making the paid up value of two shares 

In 1877 the Union line, which was a 
great iron road and did not. go tothe park, 
but benefited by increased travel, paid $33 on 
the $100 yaluation. The subscription paid on 


each share of stock was only the dividend 


being $5 more than the ground floor price.

Brilliant Array of American Artist» o 
Have Contributed to the Embellish- 
ment of the Great Exposition—Who the 

Artists Are and What They Have Done 

Some of the Paintings in the Pendent- 
ive Domes—Striking Instances of the 
Genius of Sculpture, 

It is rather strange that in all that has been 
written and published about the great Fair 
‘and its salient features so little has been given 
to the public about the artists—painters and 
sculptors—who have taken up the work where 
the architects and engineors left off. From 
time to time Tue Txrpune has told of the 
brilliant gathering of American artists at the 
Fair and the work done in painting and 
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of work of this sort in the dome of the Fine 


Arts Building, but nothing decisive in that di- 


rection has been done. The domes of the 
Goverument and the Illinois Buildings furnish 
fields for fine work, but no steps have been 
takén to beautify either in this direction. 3 

Writing of dome painting suggests the sen- 
timent that steeple jacks have an easy time of it 
compared with the job of a domist. The 
writer visited a domist at work in the Mauu- 
factures Building and found him on a lofty 
scaffolding almost on his back. He held his 
easel as naturally as if he had been on his 
feet and his brush was doing its business 
with as much ease as if the holder had 
been painting a sign. He had a pipe in his 
mouth and the contents were fired. Now and 
then he raised himself up to scan his subject, 
or relight his pipe, and then stretched himself 
and resumed his work. From the time he 
went up in the morning until he came down 
for luncheon he spoke not a word, unless he 
talked to his subject, as some artists are said 
to do, for he was out of speaking reach of 
Mr. Dodge, who is doing the

Crossing the bridge over the lagoon 8 
site the central pavilion of the west side of 
the Manufactures Building, one finds a fig- 
ure which will arrest the attention of the vis- 
itor, no matter how brave the visitor may 
feel. It is known as “The Still Hunt.” It 
represents a huge panther in search of prey. 
The crouching attitude and the earnest look 
in the eyes are such as to make the beholder 
almost feel that the animal is a thing of life. 


There are few figures on the grounds which 


have received so much attention as this. It is 
something for the sculptor to have made a 
figure like this that stands out as prominently 
as it does in the face of such buildings as 
the Manufactures and the Electricity. The 
dimensions of these buildings alone are suffi- 
cient to engross the attention. But before 
them this crouching beast of prey receives its 
share of admiration, and the visitor is puz- 
zled to know where to center his gaze. 

This figure is the creation of Kemys, the 
sculptor. He is a native of Georgia, but his 
life has been that of a hunter. Most of his 
work represents animals of the jungles and

sculpture, yet up to the present time the no- 
tices accorded to the artists by newspapers 
and magazines have been more or fess frag- 
mentary. This is more or less due to the 
artists themselves, for they are but 
“kittle cattle,” and, while the best 
and most sociable fellows in the 
world, are full of moods and must be.ap- 
proached by the right person, in the right 
way, and at the right time, if anything is to 
be discovered of their work present, past, or 
future. Visits to the studios were not always 
possible, and as the artists, perforce, worked 
on the completed buildings and under cover, 
they were out of the sight of the public; and it 
is only now that one gan take a comprehen- 
sive view of what has been accomplished at 
the great Exposition in the way of decorative 
painting and sculpture. | 

So it happens that the present article treats 
of the work under the direction of Mr. Frank 
D. Millet—paintings and sculpture by painters 
and sculptors who were engaged by him. It 
ought to be settled that Mr. Millet is of En- 
glish extraction, so that people who insist on 
going about the grounds inquiring for Mr. 
Millay will quit it and give him the banefit of 
the English pronunciation, Millet, with an 
italic breathing on the first sy!lable. 

It should be understood by the reader of 
this survey that all the work under Mr. Millet 
is not compieted. Some of it is not even in 
place. It should also be understood that the 
article makes no pretensions to being exhaust- 


ive. Such a description would occupy most 


of the space in Tue Sunpay Triswvz. It is 
believed, however, that the present review 
contains the names of all artists engaged at 
the grounds, with some mention of the work 
of each. This is more than has before been 
given or attempted by any single article by 
any newspaper or magazine. Properly, more 
extended reference is madeto the work of 
some than others, It is out of the question to 
give a picture of each artist whose name 
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F. D. MILLET. 


is mentioned, as artists as a rule are 
modest. They will sit up all night to give a 
Writer a sketch of their work for a newspaper 
cut and keep out of the way every night in 
the week to dodge a writer who is after their 
Own pictures as taken by others.

The forest 
of scaffolding in the dome of his building is 
so dense that he cannot be seen from the 
earth. 

It is a difficult undertaking in asingle article 
to know what to describe where the collection 
is such as one findson the grounds occupied 
by the White City. An entire week does not 
suffice to give the visitor,even at this time, 
an idea of the work. Asone wanders about 
one is reminded of the transformation scene 
in some great spectacular piece. One sight is 
surpassed by another, and the unfolding con- 
tinues until one conjectures where the end is 
to be. Here there is much matter for all feel- 
ing, so long as the feeling is bounded by ad- 
miration, exultation, and wonder. 

If one goes into the Transportation Building, 


or if one stands without its walls, it is the

same. It is the golden entrance with its spa- 
cious arch, or it is the sculpture. One of the 
most striking figures is by Boyle. It is a wom- 
an standing on the cowcatcher of a locomo- 
tive. In her hands ate sections of machinery 
symbolical of the power necessary in trans- 
portation. On either side of her, in sitting 
posture, are two other figures, on the face of 
each an expression indicating triumph. An- 
other figure by the saine sculptor is called 
The Pilot.“ A youth stands at the wheel 
looking out to sea. Is it a storm in the dis- 
tance, land, a sail, or what? No matter. The 
gaze is one of such intenseness that it follows 
the beholder long after he has passed from it. 

A lion at the fountain between Machinery 
Hall and the Agricultural Building challenges 
the passer, The wild look characteristic of 
Kemys’ work is absent, but the heroic is well 
delineated. It is the work of Waagen of Bos- 
ton. The attitude suggests power in repose. 
A man standing beside this figure scarcely 
chine the top of the pedestal. To get to the 
—— of the monarch would be a journey for a 
child. 

Surmounting the 22 Building are 
the figures supporting a Robe. There are 
several of these groups. A picture of any one 
of the groups without the globe would make 
one wonder at first if they were not intended 
to represent the Three Graces, the work is 80 
delicate. These figures are by Martiny of 
New York. 

In another place in the same building 
is a yoke of oxen with a huge Agricola 
between them. Theold man is the central 
figure in more than one sense. There are two 
groups of this character in the Agricultural 
Building, and both are by Martiny. 

There is not so much sculpture on the Elec- 


tricity Building as on some others. The statue 


of Franklin with his key to the elements is the 
most striking. One isso accustomed to see 
the great philosopher in that attitude that the 
figure is not as impressive as it would other- 
wise be.

Loitering in the shadows of this court. still 
wondering if this be real, the eye looking out 
toward the lake on its ever changing hues 
takes in the peristyle. The Columbus porti- 
cos are in the center. The peristyle is com- 
posed of forty-eight columns, twenty-four on 
either side. These symbolize the States and 
Territories. On each column is a figure four- 
teen feet in height. Below are the coats-of-arms 
of the different States and the name of each. 
This colonnade reaches 234 feet from each 
building to the Columbus porticos. 

Over the water gate is a sculptured group 
representing a female herala in a chariot 
drawn by four horses, each pair led by a male 
youth, a pair of outriders in the rear. On 
either side of the arch are groups represent- 
ing the genius of navigation and discovery, 
with supporting figures for each on the pro- 
jecting prow of a vessel. 

There is a little of the artist in every intelli- 
gent man and woman. So there is of the mu- 
sician. The tympanum of the ear is so con- 
structed that the discords are quickly caught 
by those who are uneducated iu the technique 
of the profession. In the eye of the same 
class of people there is some sort of arrange- 
ment by which the vision is pleased or dis- 
tracted. There is nothing new in the idea 
that there is harmony in the view us well as in 
music. But the man _ accustomed to 
think about these simple things will now 
remember, standing in the Court of Honor, 
that there is a harmony in the work 
as it mses before him. What is it? 
There is no chance about it. It was all 
thought of systematically. In the laying out 
of the work, if that expression may be par- 
doned, it was agreed, in fact it was ordered, 
that all X22 buildings in this court 
should adopt a proportion of sixty feet of 
height, fifty being the column height and ten 
that of the entablature. Se that the line of 
masonry around this court is in accord. To 
the eye of even the uninitiated in art there is 
the harmony referred to. It pleases the eye, 
just as cadences, softened by Pm teeny charm 
the ear of the most uncultured. 

Rising out of the water, inside the archway 
entrance of the great basin, is French’s 
statue, The Republic,” A very full descrip- 
tion of this work was printed in Tuz Trisunz

one week ago. A condensation of that de- 
scription is ali that is necessary in this article, 
The pedestal on which the figure stands is 
built in the water. The statue itself is sixty-five 
feet tall, and its beauty would satisfy the sculp- 
tor of the old Greek school. In the right hand 
is a globe on which sits a spread eagle. The 
left hand upholds a staff surmounted with a 
liberty cap. The conception of the artist to 
have his subject wear a look of con- 
tent has been realized. The visitor who 
looks at the statue now will do so under dis- 
advantage, for it has been boxed preparatory 
to receiving the finishing touches. When 
completed and set before the gaze of the pub- 
lie it will stand the criticism of the severest 

The head, neck, and arms will be 
finished in old ivory after the copies of the 
famous statues of Jupiter and Minerva by 
Phidias. The rest of the form and drapery 
will be of bronze or gilt. The diadem will be

Behind“ The Republic ” on the peristyle is to 
be a chariot drawn by horses led by female fig- 
ures and preceded by outriders. In the char- 
iot is the figure of the great discoverer in 
whose honor the World's Fair is held. This 
is the work of Edward C. Potter and Daniel 
C. French, the horses being Mr. Potter’s con. 
tribution to the work. Besides this there are 
to be other single figures on the peristyle, 
among them those of an Orator, a Muse, a 
Fisher, and an Indian Chieftain, which are 
the work of Theodore Baur. 

The visitor whose education in matters of 
art may not enable him to enter fully into the 
work of sculpture will doubtless wonder how 
it was done, Supposing the inquiry 
comes to him as he stands before the Admin- 
istration Building, which is the gem of the 
Court of Honor. The figures and bas-reliefs 
at the gorner of each pavilion were made 
from models one-fifth their present size. The 
artist determined upon a nuinber of points as 
a basis for development. Dividers were put 
upon two points, and he enlarged upon 
third points to the desired distance 
from the basic points until he 
reached the proper size. Sometimes the 
model was made of wood, atid the plaster 
or staff was worked upon the figure until it 
was brought to the formation desired. Many 
of the heroic figures are done in actual staff. 
Some of the smaller ones are made from rude 
models which would puzzle the layman to 
know what they were intended to represent. 
The visitor who has seen this work in its pro- 
greasive stages will, as he stands before the 
finished figures with his country cousin, have 
much to tell him that will be instructive. By 
the time the gates of the Exposition are 
thrown open for the reception of all nations 
the Chicayo man and woman who havé 
availed themselves of the privileges of seeing 
the rise of these structures and this court of 
art and beauty will have knowledge invalua- 
bie and will have learned lessons which no 
curriculum could offer. 

When Frank D. Millet took charge of the 
color department of the Exposition he man- 
aged to save by clever management a consid- 
erable sum of money which was to have been 
applied to painting the Manufactures and Lib- 
eral Arts Building which he suggested to the 
Exposition company might well be applied to 
the artistic decoration of the building by 
painters of renown. The Exposition company 
very wisely allowed him tocarry out his plans, 
and accordingly the eight pendentive domes, 
one of which is at each side of the side en- 
trance of the building, were allotted to eight 
prominent New York artists: J. Alden Wier, 
Robert Reid, C. 8. Reinhart, Edwin II. 
Blashfield, J. Carroll Beckwith, Walter 
Shirlaw,Edward E. Simmons, and Kenyon Cox. 
These domes are about sixty feet above the 
ground and are twenty-five feet in diameter. 
There are four figures in each dome personify- 
ing some class of the industries to be exhibited 
in the building. Most of the artists haye 
chosen to paint their flgures about nine feet 
in height whether sitting or standing. 

Mr. Reid’s work combines a pleasing color 
effect with fine decorative quality, simplicity, 
and breadth of treatment. Mr. Blashfield’s 
work is also to be considered as one of the 
best of these works for the same reason. Mr. 
Weir’s dome is noticeable for its fine color 
effect, Mr. Cox’s for masterly drawing, Mr. 
Simmons’ for the virile strength which 
characterizes his figures, and Walter Shirlaw’s 
for his poetic conception. 

The subjects treated by the artists are as 
follows: Robert Reid, textiles, ironwork, or-

nament, and design; J. Alden Weir, pottery; 
C. S. Reinhart, pottery, embroidery, carving, 
illustrations, and bookmaking; E. H. Blash- 
field, metal-workers in brass and iron; J. Car- 
roll Beckwith, the Sprite of Electricity, with 
dynamo, telephone, are light, and telegraph; 
Walter Shirlaw, The Abundance of Land 
and Sea,’’ symbolized by figures representing 
gold, coral, pearl, and silver; Edward E 
Simmons, male figures of workers in iron, 
wood, stone, and hemp; and Kenyon Cox, 
building ceramics, ironwork, and textiles. 
The painted decorations on the Agricultural 
Building are the work of George W. Maynard 
of New York, who has chosen the Pompeiian 
style as most appropriate for the archi- 
tecture, which is classic, but not purely 
The main entrance has something the 
appearance of atemple devoted to the wor- 


ship of the deities, under whose protection the 


ancients believed architecture to be. On the 
right, Cybele, the mother of Zeus and of 
Demeter, or Ceres, is presented in her chariot 
drawn by young lions, and on the left is 
her especial . protégé, King Triptolemus, 
to whom she gave a chariot drawn by winged 
dragons with which he was sent forth to teach 
the peoples of the earth the art of agriculture. 
Between these are figures representing abun- 
dance and fertility. Each of the corner en- 
tiauces is decorated with figures on either 
side symbolical of the seasons and above are 
friezes in which beasts of burden and other 
bucolic animals figure.

It may 
readily be imagined that the work of fitting 
the various parts of plaster together and set- 
ting them up is no small task. The pluu.bing

12, and entered the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
where he won many honors at 16.

The paintings in the Manufactures and 

Liberal Arts Buildings command the greatest 
consideration, at least so far as size is con- 
cerned, for here the visitor will find that more 
space has been given up to decorative painted 
effects than anywhere else within the great 
inclosure. The first commissions for work of 
this character were given to Walter McEwen 
of Chicago and Gari Melchers of Detroit, who 
were each chosen to execute two tympana or 
half-round panels for the southeast and south- 
west entrances. The artists have been at 
work in Paris since last spring, preparing 
their sketches and studies, and have just com- 
menced work upon their gigantic canvases, 
20x40 feet, in temporary studios in the Art 
Palace. 
The subjects of Mr. Melchers“ panels are 
Education and The Chase.“ In the 
tust named there are to be seen grouped be- 
fore a statue of Pallas Athene, to whom they 
are rendering homage, a crowd of students 
and scholars; in the other a party of 
hunters is shown, some of them carrying 
home the game and others with dogs, fal- 
cons, and sounding horns, The subjects in all 
of the decorations inthis building are treated 
in a modern classical style. In Mr. Melchers’ 
work the figures are eleven feet in height. 

Mr. McEwen’s panels are to typify Music“ 
and Textiles.“ Starting from a statue rep- 
resenting one of the muses, there is a pro- 
cession leading up to and carried through the 
composition representing textiles to a stavue 
of Minerva, the protector of weavers. The 
procession serves as a background in the first 
for groups of figures singing and playing 
upon musical instruments of all descriptions, 
from satyrs with pan-pipes, a child playing a 
tambourine, and a mother singing a lullaby,to 
trumpets of victory and muste of a higher 
order. In the other panels the various proc- 
esses of shearing, spinning, and weaving are 
shown. 

When these canvases are finished they are 
to be stripped from their stretchers and at- 
tached to the plaster in their proper places by

Both of these artists have received many 
honors in Europe, where they have spent most 


of their time for fifteen years, and both are 


members of the Advisory Committee of Art- 
ists for the Exposition for Paris. Mr. Melchers 
was recently decorated with the Royal Order 
of St. Michel by the Prince Regent Leopold 
of Bavaria, 
The most imposing group of statuary in 
the Exposition grounds is the Columbian 


Fountain, designed by Frederick McMonnies 
of New York. Placed as it is at the 
head of the grand basin, in large 
open space in front of the Administra- 
tion Building, and near all of the 
more important buildings except the Art Pal- 
ace, it is certain to be one of the features of 
the Fair. It will be a magnificent sight at the 
close of day when, against the dark back- 
ground of the Administration Building in 
shadow framed by the golden sky of sunset, 
tne visitors will pause to gaze upon Columbia

On the side 
walis of the portico, which is deeper than the 
pavilions, are the agricultural King Trip- 
tolemeus, standing in the chariot of Demeter, 
drawn by dragons, and Cybele, the goddess 
of fertility. 

The pavilions have at either side of the 
doorways allegorical female figures in pairs 
of the seasons. In the frieze alone over the 
entrance are in alternation rampant figures of 
horses and bulls, at either side of which are 
scenes characteristic of the seasons.

The 
agony of suspense is not so long drawn out as 
with women, who, hour after hour, circulate 
round the tables, oblivious of time, while 
health, looks, meals, physical and mental 
fatigue, all are held in subjection by the one 
over whelming vortex of interest. 

‘**’Tis woman’s whole existence!“ is true in 
this as in other human idolatries. It is a soul- 
absorbing pursuit and becomes a tyrant from 
which they cannot escape, and yet its end is 
not so often disastrous to life with them as 
with their brother players. Rare indeed it is 
to hear of an occurrence such as thrilled even 
the well-seasoned callousness of Monte Carlo 
the other day when a young American lady, 
having lost an immense fortune, deliberately 
took her own life.

From Yokohama to Montreal is a long 
day’s journey, and the fore part is uninviting. 
In three voyages out of five the North Pacific, 
too big to lie altogether idle, too idle to get 
hands about the business of a storm, sulks 
and smokes like achimney; the passengers 
fresh from Japan heat wither in the chill, and 
a clainmy dew distills along the rigging.

EMPRESS JOSEPHINE’S OLD HOME. 


Efforts to Preserve Historic Malmaison 
from Falling Into Vandal Hands. 

London Telegraph: Further efforts are be- 
ing made to preserve historic Malmaison, 
once the residence of the Empress Josephine, 
from falling into the hands of some nine- 
teenth century vandal, who would probably 
demolish it in order to raise “ jerry-built” 
suburban villas on its site. The old palace is 
in a rather bad condition, being destitute of 
furniture, tapestry, dnd proper ornamenta- 
tion. The two facades, one on the courtyard 
and the other on the garden, are in a tolerably 
good condition, as well as the windows, stair- 
cases, and Ceilings, 

The rooms might easily be rearranged in 
their old order and style. The vast porch, the 
dining-room, with its figures of nymphs, mar- 
ble floor, and fountain, the council chamber 
shaped like a military tent, the library, the 
salon of the Empress Josephine with the bed- 
room attached, are in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. Malmaison Park has already been cut 
up for building lots, and several smal) houses 
with gardens now exist on the property. 

The place was purchased in September, 
1798, 7 osephine, for 46, 00 — paid parti

out of marriage portion and partly out of 
the military allowance of her hus then 
Gen. Bonaparte.

ESTED OBSERVERS. 


A Compatriot Finds Occasion to Praise the 
Bearing of American Girls Abroad—A 
Daughter’s Confidante and Most Inti- 
mate Friend Should Be Her Mother— 
suggestions for Making Over the Old 
Table Linen—Christening of the Little 
Princess Victoria Luise. 


One of the certain and constant satisfactions 
of Americans traveling abroad is the American 
woman, distinguishable everywhere, known as 
an American woman every where, and admired 
as isno other product of what most Europeans 
are pleased to regard as the barbarism on the 
other side of the Atlantic. How they are able 

to keep up the idea of America as barbaric 
with the joyous presence of the American girl 
go often before them isa mystery that no one 
can solve. 

There used to be a fallacy abroad in the 
world that only many generations of wealth, 
power, and culture could give a woman certain 
graces of features, form, and carriage. As 
these graces never did exist among European 
women of the lower classes, who are 
so busy at piowing and reaping, and 
at draught-horse work of various kinde, 

is no wonder that the fallacy 

_ existed. But American women have changed 
all that according to the New York Sun. 
There is aromantic notion that Princesses, 
and Duchesses, and the like are generally most 
aristocratic to behold. It is akin to the other 
idea that great men are necessarily great to 
look at. As a matter of fact, which we all 
know now, a high-born woman is just as likely 
to have huge feet and hands, an angular 
form, and ugly and insignificant features as 

any one else. . 

Now on the European theory those humbly 

born ought to be awkward and lacking in 

the grand airs that fine breeding gives. Even 
if cheir table manners were not positively bad 
they ought to have something of the peasant 
in them, some suggestion of the pioneer set- 
tlement and the mining camp. But lo and be- 
hold the American woman walking among the 
bigb-born women of Europe has more of dis- 
tinction in ber appearance than the descend- 
> ants of ten generations of courts. 

In the first place, these American women, 
whom it is so pleasant to see on the boule- 
vards or at the fashionable resorts of Europe, 
are taller and straighter and more robust 
looking than the European women. They 
have better teeth, better hair, better eyebrows, 
better noses, and better forms. Their 
feet are smaller and more shapely and 
their are as long and slender 
and their fingers as tapering. Their 
complexions, too, are more delicately 
colored, and herein they must disturb their 
English cousins. As for manner, they bear 
themselves with a diguity and grace that are 
not exceeded by the women of any other coun- 
try. They wear their gowns and their hats as 
even French women cannot. To this Worth 
or any great dressmaker of the Rue de la Paix 
and any milliner of the Boulevard des Italiens 
will bear witness cheerfully. 

All this comes in a large measure from two 
things, from the youth and vigor and virility 
of this soil of the New World and from the 
liberal education and the equality of women 
in America. The American woman can do 
something more than look healthy and stupid, 

which are the chief points of the English girl. 

She can do something more than blush and 
say, “Oui, monsieur, or Non, monsieur,“ as 
the French young girl. And the European 
men are finding out that high breeding is not 
necessarily distinct from commereial ances- 
tors and that moral honor is not necessarily 
the result of hawk-eyed chaperons and elabo- 
rate external defenses. 

Thése are good things for European men to 

learn. For generations of loose morals, and 
often of debauchery, have not been without 
effect. And honest and clean ideas about 
women are the rule rather than the exception 
on this side of the water. So the American 
woman in Europe is pleasant to contemplate ; 
the more so as she is eminently able to take

Making Over Table Linen. 

What shall be done with well-worn table 
linen often becomes an unanswered question 
to the housekeeper. It is generally allowed 
to wear out so completely that nothing can be 
done with it, the table in the meantime pre- 
senting a very shabby appearance. Some- 
times napkins are used to cover up the rav- 
ages of time, put, as the rents increase in size, 
this mode of hiding them has to be aban- 
doned, says the Philadelphia Times. 

In the first place, in the selection of table 
linen it is the best economy to get the widest, 
or at least that which will extend over the 
sides of the table a full half yard. It is also 
advisable to have the cloth one and one-third 
yerds longer than the table. The reason for 
this is that the borders and ends can be more 
successfully utilized in different ways.

The Law Governing the Rights of Heirs 
| Stands in the Way. 

The probability of the production of Par- 
sifal’”’ at the Vienna Royal Opera next year 
has been freely discussed by music journals 
in Europe and this country. The 
fact that the copyright laws of Austria 
protect an author’s works for only ten 

after his death has given rise to the

that they would lose no time before taking 
advantage of that right. This belief was 
Strengthened by the report that the 
managers of the Vienna Royal Opera 
and the Prague German Theater 
had already begun preparations for the per- 
forming of the master’s last work, and 
recently the anncuncement was published 
that the Munich Royal Opera had unearthed 
an old Bavarian law, under which the right to 
produee the opera was already secured and 
that a performance would be given this 
Season in advance of those at the:

AMATEURS TO APPEAR IN OPERA, 


“Rosita” to Be Produced Soon by the 
Dramatic Society of the Douglas Club. 
The amateur dramatic clubs which have 
grown out of various social clubs in Chicago 
have laid out an ambitious program for the 
winter. Two creditable productions, one in 
French and the other in English, have already 
been given at the down-town theaters, and a 
number of plays which will be of considerable 
importance, as they will serve as vehicles for 
the débuts of a number of aspirants for his- 
trionic honors, are withheld for the dull sea- 
son following the holidays. 
It has remained, however, for the dramatic 
club that exists within the Douglas club to 
give the first amateur operatic produc- 
tioh of the season. The evenings of 
Dec. 1 and Dec. 2 the dramatic society 
of. the Douglas club will give in its 
auditorium in the South Side club-house 
a production of Mathew C. Woodward and 
George Schleiffarth's comic opera, Rosita,’’ 
or “ Boston and Banditti. Preparations for the 
event have been in progress for some time 
under the direction of John W. Blaisdell and 
J. Allen Preisch, and the production will be in 
every way creditable. The musical parts have 
been under the supervision of Mr. Schleif- 
farth, aud he will act as pianist at the public 
presentation. Following is an outline of the 
piece : ; 

The scene is laid in a village near Valparaiso, 
Chile. A young American doctor (Walter Lan- 
cing), traveling through South America fur 
pleasure, meets an actor (Garrick de Banner), a 
countryman who has been stranded with a dra- 
matic company on the Chile coasts.

HOW GOLD WAS FOUND IN A GRAVE. 


Discovery Made by Men Who Were Bury-

They began to 
die a grave. Three feet below the surface 
they discovered signs of gold. The stranger 
was buried in another place, and where they 
had located a grave they opened a gold mine. 
An adventurer who had drifted into Lead- 
ville awoke one morning without food or 
money. He went out and shot a dear, which, 
in ite dying agonies, kicked up the dirt and 
disclosed signs of gold. The poor man staked 
out a claim opened one of the most 
| profitable mines ever worked in Leadville. 
Dead Man Claim,“ the name given to an- 
other rich mine in Leadville, was discovered 
by a broken-down miner while digging a 


rave, 
N A mier died when there were several feet 
of snow on the ground. His comrades laid 
his body in a snow bank and hired a man for 
$20to digagrave. The gravedigger, after 
three days’ absence, was found digging a mine 
instead of a grave. While excavating he had 
struck gold. Forgetting the corpse and his 
bargain he thought only of the fact that he had 
* struck it rich.’

They spend weari- 
some months in exploring mountains and 
gulches. They are mineralogists, geologists, 
and, above all, practical explorers, who can 
tell from a twist in the grain of the rock

„ paying gold can be mined in the region.

Ambrose Bierce, whose Stories of Soldiers 

and Civilians” were distinctly striking, and

If that would notincite the query to 
pass along South Water street and see the 
boxes of quail and prairie chickens, the crates 
of long-eared jack rabbits, and timid little cot- 
ton tails, the heaps of ducks, piles of snipe, 
pheasants, anti grouse, occasional wild 
turkey, opossums, raccoons, and every now 
and then the carcass of a huge black bear or his 
more ferocious brother the grizzly surely 
would. The hunter and trapper of the Upper 
Yellowstone has not half the variety from 
which to prepare his menu as the tenderfoot 
of Chicago, who probably never saw any of 
these animals alive except at Lincoln Park. 

But where does it all come from? From the 
West, of course, one naturally answers. The 
highly prized black-tail deer does come from 
the West—from Montana—but the chief sup- 
ply of venison is secured in Minnesota and is 
principally of the red deer variety. There is 
another important source from which venison 
is supplied to Chicago epicures, though it is 
an illicit one. That is Wisconsin and the 
Northern Michigan peninsula. Only the 
„Saddles, which is the name given the hind- 
quarters, are shipped from there, and it is 
always boxed tightly and marked Poultry 
or anything else but venison, for the very good 
reason that it is a violation of the State law to 
ship venison out of either of those States. The 
supply of deer is rapidly diminishing, and this 
law is intended to prevent the wholesale 
slaughter of what deer remain in Wisconsin 
and Northern Michigan. 

Deer are fast disappearingin all of the 
other Western States, and local legislation or 
exhaustion of supply will before — 4 
sons make venison as rare on South Water 
street as buffalo is now. There is no scarcity 
noticeable yet, as the prices on saddles are 
now quoted at the reasonable figure of 12 to 
14 cents, while the whole deer sells for 8 to 10 
cents, retailing at 5 cents a pound more, 

St. Paul is the principal market that su 
plies Chicago with both red deer and the 
black-tail variety, though smaller lots are re- 
ceived from points in Kansas and Nebraska. 

The greatest game bird, the wild turkey, is 
fast disappearing from the face of the earth. 
Very few specimens reach the Chicage mar- 
ket, and they come from the Ozark country 
in Southern Missouri. They retail for 20 to 
25 cents a pound, undressed, and are very 
hard to get at that. 

Prairie chickens and quail come from Kan- 
sas and Nebraska in plentiful numbers. 
There are two varieties of prairie chickens, 
known as the dark and light birds, the former 
bringing the higher price of 86 a dozen at 
wholesale. The jack rabbit and the cotton- 
tail rabbit or hare also come from the prairies 
of Kansas and Nebraska in great numbers. 
The jack rabbits retail for about 40 cents 
apiece and the hare for half that price. 

Ducks are always plentiful, and are the 
only game pinetied te Illinois. The market 
here is stocked by hunters, who find the 
greatest number of ducks on the course of the 
Iilinois River. The mallard brings the high- 
est price, selling at wholesale for $3 a dozen, 
while teal bring $1.75 and common ducks sell! 
as low as $1.25 adozen. Few wild geese reach 
this market, and when they do they bring $6 a 
dozen wholesale. 

It may be observed that plumage and sung 
birds find their way into boxes in front of 
South Water street stores occasionally, but 
when they do the purchaser is always assured 
that they came there by mistake, and that the 
reason why they are offered for sale is that it 
is better not to waste them since they are un- 
fortunately dead. The cause for this is that 
the law is supposed to be very strict in pro- 
hibiting their slaughter and sale. Robins, 
black bird, and larks are the princfpal vic- 

tims of these transgressions. 

The game market of Chicago is well sup- 
plied as to quantity and variety and as a rule 
fair prices prevail.
